7. There shall be a court styled Her Britannic Majesty’, s 
Puprerae Court for China and Japan.

26. Every male British subject resident in China or in Japan, — 
being of the age of 21 years or npwarclSj — being able to speak and 
read English, — having or earning a gro.ss income at the rate of not 
less than 250 dollars a year, — ^not having been attainted of treason 
or felony, or convicted of any crime that is infamous (unless he 
lias obtained a free pardon), — and not being under outlawry, — 
shall be qualified to serve on a jury. 

27. All p’ersons so qualified shall be liable so to serve, except

Persons in Hei- Majesty’s Diplomatic, Consular, nr other Civil 
service in actual employment; 

Officers, clerks, keepers of prisons, messengers, and other per- 
sons attached to or in the service of any of Her Majestv’s Courts , 

Officers and others on full pay in Her Majesty’s Havy or Army, 
or in actual employment in the service of any Department con- 
nected therewith ; 

Persons holding aqiponitnients in the Oivil service, and Oom- 
niissioned Officers in the Haval or Military service of the Emperor 
of China or of the Tycoon of Japan ; 

Clergymen and ministers iii the actual discliarge of proff',ssional 
duties ; 

Advocates and attorneys ill actual practice ; 

Physicians, surgeons, and apothecaries in actual praotioe ; and 
except persons disabled by mental or bodily infirmity. 

28. On or before the lith day oi December in the year 18fat), 
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and on or before tlie 14tli day of Jauiiary in every subseipeiil 
your, eaok Uouifc hliall make out. a list of tlio per.sona .so qualified 
and liiilile, resident within its district 

The list shall, on or before the 2lst ilay of the same respective 
month, be affixed ni some conspicuous iilace in the (lourt, and shall 
he there exliilaied until the end of that month, with n notice 
aimexed that on a day specified, not heing sooner than the 7tli or 
later than the 1 4th day of the then next month, the Cunit will 
hold a special sitting for the revision of the list 

The Court shall hold such special sitting accordingly, and at 
such sitting, or at some adjournment thereof (of which public 
notice shall be given), shall revise the list by striking out tlic 
name of any person ajipearing to he not qualified or not liable 
to .serve, and by inserting the name of any person omitted and 
appearing to he so qualified and liable, either on the application 
of the ))er,son omitted, or on such notice to him tis tlie Ooiirt 
thinks fit.

Such list, as settled, shall be lirought into use in the year 1 805, 
oil the 1st day of fSTovemher, and iu every subseipient year on the 
lat day of Marcli, aiul in every case shall he used as the Jiny Lisf. 
of the Court until the lat day of March next after the time of its 
being brought into use. 

23. Where, iu |iur.suauce of tliis Order, a jiny i.s ordered, the 
Court shall snmmoii .so many of the persoirs comprised lu the jury 
list, not fewer than fifteen, as seem requisite. 

Any per, son I'ailing to attend according to such summons shall 
be hahle to such fine, not exceeding 50 dollars, as the Court thinks 
fit to impose. 

Any .such fine shall not he levied until after tlie expiration of 
14 days.

33. Where a Piovisional Court jiroceeds, in pursuance of this 
Order, to hoar aud determine any ca.se, civil or criniiiqil, -with 
A3se.ssora, the Court shall nominate and summon a,s Assessors not 
less than two and not umre than form indifferent British subjected 
of good repute, resident iu the district of the Court 
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Where, liorvevei, by roaaon of local circmnstaiices, the Court is 
able to obtain the presence of one fit person only as Assessor, the 
Oniirt may sit with him alone as Assessor; .and where, for like 
reasons the Court is not able to obtain the presence of any fit 
person as Assessor, the Omirt may (notwithstanding anytlimg in 
this Order) sit witlioiit an Assessor , but in every sncli ease the

the writ, order, or warrant; — or may cause .such person to be 
taken, in custody or otherwise, to tlic Supreme Court, or elsewhere 
in China or .Japan, according to the writ, oider, or warrant. 

44. Any of Her Majesty’s Courts in China or in -Japan may 
execute aii.y writ, order, or warrant issuing from the Supreme 
Court of Hong Kong, and accompanied by a request for such 
execution in writing under tlie seal of that Court, — and may 
take security from any person named in any such writ, order, or 
warrant for his appearance personally or by attorney at Plong 
Kong; — or may cause any such person to he taken in custody 
or otherwise, to Hong Kong, according to tlie writ, order, or 
warrant. 

45 Any of Her Majesty’s Judicial oi Consular Officers shall 
not be liable to an action for the escape of any person taken under 
^ny writ, order, or warrant of the Supreme Court of Hong Kong. 

46 Her Majesty’s several Courts in China and Japan shall he 
auxiliary to one another in all particulars relative to the adiiiiiiis- 
tration of justice, civil or criniiual. 

47.* Each Provincial Court shall every six months furnish to 
the Supreme Court for Chma and Japan a report respecting every 
case, civil and criminal, hrouglit before it, in such form as the 
Judge of the Supreme Court from time to time directs.

I’mmtsIUiHm atul Arbitmiion. 

48. Every Court nitiy promote recoiiciliutioii, and encourage 
and facilifcats the settlement in an amicable way of any suit or 
proceeding pending before it 

49. A Court may, with tlie comseiit of the parties, refer to 
arbitration the final determination of any suit or proceeding pend- 
ing before it, or of all matters in difference between the parties, 
on such terms and with such directions as to appointment of an 
arbitrator and other things as may seem fit, and may, if it thinks 
fit, take from the parties, or any one of them, security to abide by 
the result of the reference. 

In any case the award shall be final and conclusive. 

On the application of any party a decree of the Court may be 
entered in conformity with the award, and such decree shall not be 
open to any appeal or re-hearing whatever, 

50. Every agreement for reference to arbitration or submission 
to arbitration by consent may, on the application of any party, be 
made a rule of a Court having jurisdiction in the matter of the 
reference or submission, which Court shall thereupon have power 
and authority to enforce the agreement or .submission and the 
award made bliereiuider, and to control and regulate the proceed- 
ings before and after the award in such manner and on sncb terms 
as may be just. 


General Authority of Oowts. 

51, The Supreme and every other Court shall be a Coui’t of 
Law and of Equity. 


Special Authorities of Courts, 

52. The Supreme and every other Court shall be a Court of 
Bankruptcy, mid as such shall, as far as circumstances admit, have 
(as to a Provincial Court, tor and within its own district), with 
respect to British subjects and to their debtors and creditors, being 
either British subjects or foreiguem subiuitting to the jurisdiction 
of the Court, all such jurisdiction a.s for the time being belongs to 
the Court of Bankruptcy and the County Courts in England, or to 
any other judicial authority having for the time being jurisdiction 
in Bankruptcy in England. 

63. The Supreme and every other Court shall (as to a Pro- 
vincial Court, for and within its own district), have and chscharge 
all the powers, rights, and duties appertaining to the office of 
Coroner in England, — summoning when necessary a jury of not 
less than three persons comprised in the Jury List of the Court. 

Any person faihng to attend according to such summons shall 
be liable to the like fine, to be levied in the like manner, a,s in 
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liMs Oi’cler piovkiad with refereace to 'juries in civil and criuuual 
131'oceediugs, 

54.* The Supreme Court shall he a Vice- Admiralty Court, and 
us .such shall, for and within China and Japan, and for vessels aud 
persons coming to aud within China or Japan, have all such juris- 
diction as for the time being ordinarily belongs to Vice- Admiralty 
Courts in Her Majesty’s possessions abroad. 

65.* The Supreme Court shall, as far as circiunstances admit, 
have in itself exclusively, for and within China and Japan, with 
respect to British subjects, all such jurisdiction relative to the 
custody and uiaiiagenient of the persons aud estates of persons 
of unsound mind as for the time being belongs to the Lord 
Oliaiicellor or other person or persons hi England intrusted by 
virtue of Her Majesty’s sign inaiuial with the care and coui- 
luitinent of the custody of the ])er.sons and estates of persons 
found by inquisition lu England, idiot, lunatic, or of unsound 
mind. 

56. * The Supreme Court shall he a Court for Matrimonial 
Causes, and us such .shall, as far as cii’cumstauces admit, have 
in itself exclusively, for aud within China and Japan, with respect 
to British subjects, all such jurisdiction, except the jurisdiction 
relative to dissolution or nullity or jactitation of iiiurriage, as for 
the time being belongs to the Court for Divorce aud Matninouial 
Causes in England. 

57. * The Supreme Court shall be a Court of Probate, aud us 
such shall, as far as circumstances admit, have, for and within 
China and Japan, with respect to the property of British subjects 
having at the time of death tlieii' fixed places of abode in China or 
Japan, all such jiuisdictioii as for the time being belongs to Her 
Majesty’s Court of Probate in England. 

A Provincial Court shall, however, also have power to grant 
probate or adiniiiistratiou when there is no contention respectuig 
the right to the grant, and it is proved on oath that the deceased 
had at the time of his death his fixed place of abode within the 
jurisdiction of the Provincial Court, 

Probate or administration granted by a Provinoial Court shall 
have effect over all the property of the deceased within China and 
Japan, and shall effectually discharge persons dealing with an 
executor or adnimistrator thereunder, and that notwithstanding 
any defect afterwards appears in the grant. 

Such a grant shall not be impeachable by reason only that the 
deceased had not at the time of his death his fixed place of abode 
within the particular jurisdiction. 

58. Any person having in his possession or under liis control 
any paper or writing of a deceased British subject being or pur- 
portmg to be testamentary, shall forthwith bring tbs original to 
the Court Avithin the district wliereof such person is at the time 
of his first knowledge of the death of the deceased, and deposit it 
there.

60. If any person, other than one of Her Majesty’s Consular 
Officeis, takes possession of and in any mauiior achninisteis any 
part of the persomd jiroperty of any peison deceased without 
obtaining probate or adniiiiistratioii witliin three mouths after the 
death of the deceased, — or within one month aftei the ierniinatioii 
of any suit or dispute resp>ectiug probate or adiniiustratiou (if there 
i.s any such whioli is not ended within two months after the death 
of the deceased), — ]io shall he liable to such penalty not exceeding 
500 dollars as the Court having jurisdiction in the matter of the 
property of the deceased thinks fit to impose ; and in every such 
case the same fee.s shall be payable by the person so adimnistoriiig 
as would have been payable by him if he had ohiaiucd probate or 
adininistiutiou 

61. * Wlierc a Bntisli .subject, not liaving at the lime of death 
his fixed place of abode in Oliina or .fapan, die,s there, the Court 
within whose district he dies shall, ivliere the circumstances of the 
ease appear to the Court so to require, forthwith on the dcatl) of 
the deceased, or as soon after a.s may ho, take [losscssiou of his 
personal property within thcparticidai’jnri.sdiotion or put it niuler 
the seal of the Court (in either case, if the nature of the property 
or other circuni, stances so require, making an inventory), and so 
-keep the property until it can he dealt with according to law 

Trial with a, Jury. 

62. *'* Where a .suit originally uistitiited in the Siqireme Court 
relate, s to money goods or other property or any matter at issue of 
the amoiiiit or value of 1,500 dollars or upwards, — or is brought for 
recovery of damages of the amount of 1,000 dollars o]' upwards, — 
the suit shall, on the demand of either party, he, under order of the 
Court, tried with a jury. 

Tn any case (except where, according to the rules of the Court, 
the suit is to be heard and detenuiued in a siiiumary way) a suit 
so instituted may be tried with a jury, if the Court, of its own 
iiioLioii or on the application of either party, thinks fit so tn order. 

One of Her Majesty’s Prmciiial Secretaries of State may, by 
order under his hand, extend the present provision to any Pro- 
vincial Ooiirt where it appears to him there is a sufficient jury 
list.

63. Where a suil instituted in a Provincial Court relate."? to 
money, goods, or otlier property of a less amount or value than 
1,660 dollars, — or does not relate to or involve, directly or in- 
directly, a question respecting any nial.ter at issue of the amount 
or value of 1,500 dollars or upwards, — or is brought for recovery 
of damages of a less amount than 1,500 dollars, — the Oonrt may 
Iiear and determine the case withont Assessors. 

In all other cases the Court (subject to the provisions of this 
Order respecting inability to obtain an Assessor) shall hear and 
determine the case with Assessors. 


III. — In Criminal Matters. 

64. Every Court may cause to be aiipreheutlcd and brought 
before it auy British subject being within the district of the Court 
and charged with having conimitted a crime or offence in China or 
in Japan, and may deal with the accused aceorduig to the jurisdic- 
tion of the Court and lu couforiihty with the provisions of this 
Order, — or where the crime or ofleuce is triable, and is to he tried, 
in Her Majesty’s dominions, may take the preliminary examination, 
and commit the accused for trial, aud cause or allow him to he 
taken to the [ilace of intended trial. 

65 Where a person charged with having committed a crime or 
olleucft in the district of one Court escapes cr removes from that 
district and is found within the distiicL of another Court, the 
Court •within the district of wliich he is found may proceed in the 
case to examination, indictment, trial, aud punishment, or in a 
.snmmaiy way (as the case may require), in the same manner as if 
the erune or offence had been committed in its own district ; — or 
may, on the requisition or with the consent of the Court of the 
district hi which the crime or offence is charged to have been com- 
mitted, send him in custody to that Court, or require him to give 
security for his surrender to that Coiut, there to answer the charge 
and he dealt with according to law. 

Where any person is to be sent in custody a warrant shall 
be issued by the Court withui the di.3trict of which he is found, 
and such warrant shall be sufficient authority to any per, sou to 
whom it is directed to receive and detaui the person therein 
named, aud carry him to and deliver him up to the Court of the 
district within wliich the crime or offence was committed, according 
to the wairant. 

66. Where a warrant or order of arrest is issued by a com- 
petent authority in Her Majesty’s dominions for the apprehension 
of a British subject, wlio is charged with having committed a crime 
or offence within the jurischetion of the authority issuing the 
warrant or order, and who is or is sujiposed to be in China or m 
Japan, and the warrant or order is produced to any Court, the 
Oonrt may back the warrant or order ; and the same, when so 
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backed shall be svifficioiit aiithority to any person to whom the 
warrant or order was ori^qinally directed, and also to any constable 
or other oSieer of the Conrt by which it is backed, to appreiiend 
tlie accused at any place wbere the Court by which the warrant or 
order is backed lias jurisdiction, and to can'y liun to and deliver 
him up in Her Ma]e.sty’s dominions, according to the warrant or 
order. 

Q7.'* Whore any person is charged with the commission of ii 
crime or offence the cognizance whereof appertains to any of Her 
Majesty’s Courts in China or in Japan, and it is expedient that 
the crime or offence he impiired of, tried, deterinined, and piinislicd 
within Her Majesty’s dominions, the accimed may (under The 
Foreign J urisdictiou Act, section 4) be sent for trial to Hong Kong. 

The Judge of the Supreme CoiirL may, where it appears ex- 
pedient, by warrant under his hand aud seal and the seal of the 
Supreme Conit, cause the accused to be taken Ibr trial to Hong 
Kong accordingly. 

Where any person is to be so taken to Hong Kong, the CouiL 
before which he is charged shall take the preliminary examination, 
and shall send the depositioim to Hung Kong, and (if it seems 
necessary or proper) may bind over such of' the proiicr witnesses 
as are British subjects in their own recognizances to appear and 
give evidence on the trial 

68. * All Climes which ui England are ca])ita.l shall be tried by 
the J udge of the Supreme Court with a jury. 

Other crimes and offences above the degree of inisdemeaiiour, 
tried before the Judge, Assistant Judge, or Law Secretary of the 
Supreme Court, aud not heard aud determined m a summary way, 
shall be tried with a jury. 

Any crime or offence tried before the Judge, Assistant Judge, 
or Law Secretary of the Supreme Court, may be tried with a jury 
where the Judge, Assistant Judge, or Law Secretary so directs. 

Subject to the foregoing provisions, such classes of orimiiial 
cases tried before the Judge, A,ssistant Judge, or Law Secretary 
of the Supreme Court, as the .Judge, having regard to the law aud 
practice existing in England, from time to time directs, shah, be 
heard and deterinined in a summary way. 

69. * Where any person is sentenced to suffer the punishment 
of death, the Judge of the Supreme Couit shall forthwith send a 
report of the sentence, with a copy of the miimtes of proceeding, -i 
and notes of evidence in the ease, aud with any observations tlic 
Judge thinlts fit, to Her Majesty’s Minister in China or in Japan, 
according as the crime is committed in Chma or in Japan. 

The sentence shall not be canied into execution without the 
direction of Her Majesty’s Minister in China or in Japan (as tlio 
case may be) in vvrithig under his hand. 

Ill any such case, if Her Majesty’s Minister in China or in 
Japan (as the case may be) does not direct that the seiiLeiico of 
death be carried into execution, he shall direct w^hat pimishment

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in lien of the pmiislimeuO of death is to ho inflicted on the person 
convicted, and the per, son convicted shall he liable to be so pnnishod 
Hcecn'dingiy. 

70. 'Where the crime or offence with which any person i.s 
charged before a rroviucial Court is any crime or offence other 
than assault endangering life, cutting, maiming, arson, or house- 
breaking, and appears to the Court to he .such that, if proved, it 
would be adeipiately punished by imprisonment, with or without 
hard labour, for a term not exceeding three mouths, or by a fine 
not exceeding 200 dollars, the Court shall hear and determine the 
case in a summary way and without Asses, sors. 

In other cases the Court shall hear and determine the case on 
indictment and with Assessors (subject to tlie provisions of this 
Order respecting inability to obtain an Asses,sor), 

71. A Provincial Court may impose the piuiishnieiit of im- 
jirisoument for any term not exceeding twelve months, with or 
without hard labour, and mth or without a fine not exceeding 
1,000 dollars, or the punishment of a fine not, exceeding 1,000 
dollai'S, without imprisoumeut. 

72. * Where the crime or offence with which any person i,s 
charged before, a Provincial Court appears to the Court to he .siioh 
that, if proved, it would not be adequately punished by siicli 
punishment as the Court has power to impose, and the accused is 
not to be sent for trial to Tier Majesty’s dominions, the Court 
.shall reserve tlie ea,se to bo heard and determined by or under the 
special authority of the Supreme Court. 

The Provincial Court shall take the depositions, and forthwith 
send them, with a ininnte of other evidence, ii any, and a report 
on the case, to the Supreme Court. 

The Supreme Court shall direct in what mode and where the 
case .shall be heard and determined, and (notwithstanding any- 
thing in this Order) the same shall be so heard and determined 
accordingly. 

73. Every Court and authority in imposing and inflicting 
punishments, and Her Majesty’s Ministers in China and Japan 
in directing what piuushmeiit is to be inflicted in lien of the 
pniushment of death, shall have r^ard, as far as circumstances 
admit, and subject to the other provisions of this Order, to the 
pnnislinients imposed by the law of England in hlie cases, and to 
the mode in which the same are inflicted hi England. 

74. * Any Court (but, m the case of a Provincial Court, subject 
to the approval of the Supreme Court), may order any person con- 
victed before it of any crime or offence to pay all or any part of 
the expenses of or preliminary to his trial and of his imprisonment 
or other punishment. 

75. 'Where it appears to any Court that any charge made before 
it is malicious, or is frivolous and vexations, the Court may order 
all or any part of the expenses of the prosecution to he paid by 
the person making the charge.

77. * Where any punishment lias been awarded by the Supreme 
or any other Court, then, if the circumstanees of the case make 
it just or expedient, the Judge of the Supreme Court may at any 
time, and from time to time, report to one of Her Maje, sty’s 
Principal Secretaries of State, or to Her Majesty’s Minister in 
China or in Japan (according as the crime or offence was committed 
in China or Japan), recommending a mitigation or remission of the 
punishment ; and on such recommeudation any such pimishment 
may be mitigated or roinittod by direction of the antiiority to 
whom the report is made. 

But 110 such rcconimendatioii shall be made with respect to 
any puiiishmeut awarded by a Provincial Court, except on the 
recommendation of that Court, or on the dissent of an As.sessnr 
(if any) from the conviction or from the amount of punishment 
awarded. 

78. * The Judge of tlio Supreme Court may, wiiore it seems 
expedient, by warrant under his hand and the .seal of the Supremo 
Court, cause any offender coimcled before any Court and sentenced 
to iniprisoumeiit to be taken to and imprisoned at any place in 
Clniia or in Japan from time to time approved by one of Her 
Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State as a place of iinprisoniucut 
for offeiitlers. 

A warrant of the Supreme Court shall be sudiciont authority 
to the governor or keeper of such place of imprisonment or oilier 
person to whom it is directed to receive and detain there the person 
therein named, according to the warrant. 

79*. Where any offender convictod before a Court in China or 
in Japan is sentenced to suffer imprisonment in respect of the 
erune or offence of which he is convicted, and it is expedient that 
the sentence be carried into effect within Her Majesty’s dominions, 
the offender may (under The Foreign Jurisdiction Act, section 5,) 
be sent for imprisonment to Hong Kong. 

The Judge of the Supreme Court may, where it seems ex- 
pedient, by warrant under his hand and seal and the seal of the 
Supreme Court, cause the offender to he taken to Hong Kong in 
order that the sentence passed on him may be there carried into 
effect accordingly. 

80.* The Judge of the Supreme Court shall, when required by 
one of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State, send to the 
Secretary of State a report of the sentence passed by the Judge, 
Assistant Judge, or Law Secretary of the Court in every case not 
heard and determined in a summary way, with a copy of the 
minutes of proceedings and notes of evidence, and the Judge may 
send with such report any observations he thmk.s fit.

Every Provincial Gonrt .shall forthwith send to the Judge of 
the Supreme Court a report of the sentence pa.s,sed by it in every 
case not heard and delerniinecl in a summary way, with a copy ot 
the ininute.s of proceedings and notes of evidence, and with any 
observations the Court thinks fit. The Judge of tlie Suprouie 
Court shall, when required by one of Her Majesty’s Principal 
fipcretanea of State, transmit the same to the .Soci’ctary n[ State, 
and may .send therewith any ohservatioius he thinks fit. 


VI — War, Insurrection, or Pucbbiaion. 

81. If any British subject coinuiits any of tlie following 
ofihncos, tliat is to say : — 

(1.) Ill China, while Her Majesty is at peace with tire Emjieror 
of China, levies war or takes part in any operation of war against 
tins Emperor of China, nr aids nr aheta any person in carrying on 
wax, insuri’ection, or rebellion against the Emperor of China ; 

(2.) Ill Japan, wliile Her Majesty is at peace witli the Tycoon 
of Japan, levies war or takes part in any operation of war against 
the Tycoon of Japan, or aids or abets anj person iii carrying on 
war, iiRsurreotion, or rebellion against tlie Tycoon of Japan ; — 
every person so offending .shall he deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanour, and oil conviction thereof shall be liable (in tlic discre- 
tion of the Court before which he is convicted) to he punished by 
imprisonment for any term not exceeding two years, with or 
without hard Labour, and with or without a fine not exceeding 
.5,000 dollars, or by a fine not exceeding 6,000 dollars, without 
imprisonment. 

In addition to such punishment, every such conviction shall, 
of itself and without further proceedings, make the person con- 
victed liable to deportation ;* and tlie Court before which ho is 
convicted may order that he be deported from China or Japan to 
such place as the Court directs. 

If any British subject without the licence of Her Majesty 
(proof whereof shall lie on the party accused) takes part m any 
operation of war in the service of the Emperor of China against 
any persons engaged in carrying on war, insurrection, or rebellion 
against the Emperor of China, he shall he deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanour, and on conviction thereof shall he Kahle (in the 
discretion of the Court before which he is convicted) to be 
punished by imprisonment for any term not exceeding two years, 
with or without hard labour, and with or without a fine not exceed- 
ing 5,000 dollars, or by a fine not exceeding 5,000 dollars, without 
imprisonment. 

83.t If the Gonrt before which any person charged with having 
committed such a misdemeanour as in the two last preceding 
Articles mentioned is brought is a Provincial Court, the Court

S4-, If any British subject in Oliina and Japan violates and fails 
to observe any .stipulation of any Treaty between Her Majesty, Her 
heirs nr successors, and the Emperor of China or the Tycoon of 
.Japan for the time being in force, in respect of the violation 
whereof any pieiialty is stipulated for in the Treaty, he shall be 
deemed guilty of air offence against the Treaty, and on conviction 
thereof uudor this Order shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
the penalty stipulated for in the Treaty.

VIII.— Unliwfup Teade with Japan. 

92. All trade of Tiritish subjects in, to, or from any pari, of 
Japan, e.xcept such ports and towns .ns are for the time licing 
opened to British subjects by Treaty between Her Majesty, Her 
heirs or succe,ssoi'8, and the Tycoon of Japan, is licrehy declared 
unlawful. 

If any person engages in such trade as a principal, agent, sliip- 
owiier, sliip-master, or supercargo, be shall be deemed guilty of a 
iinsdeineanour, and on conviction thereof shall be liable to bo 
punished (in the discretion of the Court before wliicli he is con- 
victed) by imprisonment for any term not exceeding two year.s 
with or without hard labour, and with or without a fine not 
exceeding 10,000 dollars, or by a fine not exceeding 10,000 dollars 
witbout imprisonment. 

93. t If the Court before which any person charged with having 
committed such a misdemeanour is brought is a Provincial Court, 
the Court shall report to the Judge of the Supreme Court the 
pendency of the case. 

The Judge of the Supreme Court shall tliereupon dbect in what 
mode and where the case shall be heard and determined, and (not- 
withstanding anything in this Order) the case shall be so heard 
and determined accordingly. 

94. The officer commandnig any of Her Majesty’.? vessels of 
war or any of Her Majesty’s Naval Officers authorised in this 
behalf by the officer having the command of Her Majesty’s Naval 
Forces in Japan, by writing under his hand, may seize any British 
vessel engaged or reasonably suspected of being or having been 
engaged in any trade by this Order declared unlawful, and may

to any port or place in Japan or elsewhere convenient for the 
prosecution of a charge for the misdemeanour alleged to have l)een 
committed 

Any such vessel, master, officers, supercargo, crow, and persons 
may lawfully be detained at the place of seizure or at the port or 
place to which the vessel is so taken under the authority of any 
such officer, or of any of Her Majesty’s Consular Olfioers in China 
or Japan, until the eonchision of any proceedings Lalcen in res]iect 
of such inisdeineanoiir. 


TX. — Japan Waters. 

96. When and as often as it appears to Her Majesty’s Minister 
in Japan that the unrestricted entrance of British vessels into or 
the unrestricted pa.ssage of British vessels through any strait or 
other water in Japan may load to acts of disturbance or violence, 
or may otherwise endanger the maintenance of peaceful relations 
and intercourse between Her Majesty’s subjects and the siilijects 
of the Tycoon of Japan, Her Majesty’s Minister may make any 
regulation for prohibiting, or for restricting in such manner as 
seems expedient, the entrance or passage of any British vessel 
(other than a vesisel of war of Her Maje,sty) into or through 
any such strait or other water as aforesaid as defined in the 
regulation. 

Her Majesty’s Minister may from time to time revoke or alter 
any such regulation. 

96. The foregoing provisions of tliis Order relative to the 
making, printing, publication, enforcement, and proof of regula- 
tions to he made by Her Ma.jesty’s Minister in Japan, and to the 
mode of proceeding in respect of any charge lor an offence against 
fuiy such regulations, shall extend and apply, mutatis mutandis, to 
any regulation made by Her Majesty’s Minister in Japan, as last 
aforesaid. 

97. If any person navigating a British vessel wilfully viol.ate.s, 
or wilfnlly attempts to violate any such regulation, the officer 
commanding any vessel of war of Her Motjesty, or in charge of 
any boat belonging to snob vessel of war, may use force for tlie 
purpose of compeDiug linn to desist from the violation or 
attempted violation of the regulation, and if it appears necessary 
or expedient may seize the vessel, and sneh Commanding Officer 
may either detain her at the place of seizure, or take her, or cause 
her to be taken to any port or place in Japan or elsewhere, where 
the offender may he more conveniently porosecuted for such offence. 

Any such vessel may lawfully be detained at the place of 
seizure, or at the port or place to wliich she is so taken, under the 
authority of any such Comiiiantlmg Officer, or of any of Her 
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Majesty’s Cionsulai' Offieei’S in .Tapan, until tlu', cnnnliision of finy 
pvoceediugR talnni in i’e.spect of tlie offence, 

X.~PmAOY. 

98. Any British subject being in Ohiua or in Japan may be 
proceeded against, tried, and punished under this Order for tlu' 
ernne of piracy wherever coimnitted. 

99. * If tlid Uoni't before which a British subject charged with 
the, crime of piracy is brought is a Broyiiicial (Jmirt, the (Joiirt 
sliall report to the Judge of the Supreme Ooiirt the pendency of 
the, case. 

Tlie Judge of IheSipirenie, Court shall thereupon diii'ct ni what 
mode and where the ea.se .shall he heal’d and deteruiined, and (not- 
withstanding ani'thing in thi.s Order) the case* .shidl be ,sn beard 
and doterminod accordingly. 

XL—OlfMOES AftAINST EEIIRTON. 

10(1. If any British subject is guilty of puhlicly dei'iding, 
mocking, or lusnUing anyreligiou established or observed in Oliiua 
or 111 .tupau, — or of publicly olferiiig any insult to any religious 
service, feast, or ceremony established or kept in any part of China 
or in Japan, or to anyplace of worship, tomb, or .sanctuary ludong- 
iug to any such religion, or to the ministers or professors thereof, — 
or of wilfully eominitting any act touduig to bring any siieh 
religion, or its coremoiiies, inode of worship, or ohservanoes into 
hatred, ridicule, or contempt, and thereby to provoke a breacb of 
the public peace, — ^lie shall be liable (in the disci’otiou n[ the 
Court before winch he is convicted) to imprisonmeut for any term 
not exceeding two years, with or without hard labour, and with or 
without a fine not exceeding 500 dollars, or to a fine not exceuding 
.500 dollars, without imprisonmeut. 

Notwithstanding anything in this Order, every charge against 
a British subject of having cominitted any such offence .shall be 
heard and determined in a summary way, and any Provincial Court 
sh.all have power to impose the punishment aforesaid. 

Her Majesty’s Oonsular Officers shall take such precantionaiy 
measures as seem to them proper and 'expedient for the prevention 
of such offences. 

XII.— Authority within 100 Miles of Coast of CinNA.t 

101, Where a British subject, being after the coniinencemeiit 
of this Order in China or in Japan, is charged with having eoni- 
iiiitted, either before or after the commencement of this Order, 
any crime or offence within a British vessel at a distance of not 
more than 100 miles from the coast of China, — or within a Chinese

Courts in Cliina or in Japan -witMu the jurisdiction whereof he 
is found may cause him to be apprehended and brought before it, 
and may take the proliininary examination and commit him for tual. 

102. * If the Court before which the accused is brought is a 
rroviucial Court, the Court shall report to the Judge of the 
Sapreiiie Court the pendency of the case. 

The Judge of the Supreme Court shall thereupon direct in whal, 
mode, and whore the case shall he heard and determined, and (not- 
withstandmg anything in tins Order) the case shall he so heard and 
determinecl accordingly. 

103. The provisions of thus Order relative to crimes and 
offences, and proceedings in criminal inattere, shall in all respects, 
as far as may he, extend and apply to every such case, in like 
manner as if the crime or offence had hceu comraitled in Ohiua 
or Japan. 

104. Where a British subject, being after the commonccmouii 
of this Order in Hong Kong, is cliarged with Iiaving comiuitted, 
oitlior before or after the commencement of this Order, any crime 
or offence witliin any British, Chinese, Japanese, or oilier sueli 
vessel at such a distance as aforesaid, tlie Supreme Court at Hong 
Kong .shall liave and may exercise authority and jurisdiotion with 
respect to tlio crime and offence as fully as if it had been commiUod 
in Ffnng Kong. 

105. * Her Majesty’s Minister in Ohiua or in Japan, the Judge 
or A.ssistant Judge of the Supreme Court, and any of Her Maje.sty’s 
Consular OfUcers in Oliiiia or in Japan, or tlie Governor or person 
adnmiisieriug tho Governmoiit of Hong Kong, on receiving satis- 
factory information that any soldier, sailor, marine, or other person 
belonging to any of Her Majesty’s military or naval forces, has 
deserted therefrom, and lias concealed Inmself in any Britisli, 
Chinese, Japanese, or other such vessel at such a distance as 
aforesaid, may, in pursuance of such information, issue his warrant 
for a search after and apprehension of such deserter, and on being 
satisfied on investigation that any person so apprehended is sucli 
a deserter, shall cause him to be with all convouient speed taken 
and deliveted over to the nearest military station of Her Majesty’s 
forces, or to the ofBcer in command of a vessel of war of Her 
Majesty serving in China or ui Japan, as the case may require. 

XII] . — DEPORTATIOE.f 

106. (i.) Where it is shown on oath, to the satisfaction of any 
of Her Majesty’s Courts in China or in Japan that there is reason- 
able ground to apprehend that any British subject in China or in 
Japan is about to commit a breach of the public peace, — or that

Til either of these cases, if the peison requireil in gi\'e security 
fails to do so, the Court may order that he he dc]3nrted from China 
or Ja]ian to such place as the Court directs 

107. In any case where an order of deportation is made under 
tliis Order, tlie Court .shall not, without the con,sent of the person 
to lie deported, direct the deportation of any per, son to any place 
other than Hong Kong or England. 

108 * A Provincial Court shall forthwith report to the Judge 
of the Supreme Court any order of deportation made by it, and 
the gronudfi thereof. 

The Judge of the Supreme Court may rcvcr.se the order, or may 
coufinii it with oi without variation, and in case of coiifirnuitioi'i, 
shall direct it to he carried into effect. 

109. * The person to be deported shull be detained in custody 
until a fit time and opportunity for his deportation arrives, 

The Judge of the Supreme Court shall then (and in the caae 
of a person convicted, either after execution of the sentence or 
while it is in course of execution), by warrant cause him to lie 
taken to the place of deportation. 

110. * The Judge of the Supreme Court may order that the 
person to be deported do pay all or any part of the expenses of or 
preliminary to Ins deportation. 

111. * Tlie Judge of the Supreme Court shall forthwith report 
to one of Her Majesty’s Piincipal Secretaries of State any order of 
deportation made or confirmed by liini and the gi'oimds thereof, 
and shall also inform Her Majesty’s Ministers m China and Jaimii 
of the same. 

112. Where any person is deported to Hong Kong, he shall on 
his arrival there be delivered, with the warrant under which he i.s 
departed, into the custody of the Chief Magistrate of Police of 
Hong Kong, or other officer of Her Majesty there lawfully acting 
as such, who, on receipt of the person deported, with tlie warrant, 
shall detain him and shall forthwith report the case to the Governor 
or person adininistering the Government of Hong Kong, who sliall 
either by warrant (if the circiiinstanees of the case appear to him 
to make it expedient) cause the person so deported to be taken to 
England, and in the meantime to be detained in custody (so that 
the period of such detention do not exceed three months), or else 
shall discharge Mm from custody.

114. Every British subject resident in Cliiua or Japan, — being 
of Llie age of 2 1 years or upwards, — or being married, or a widower 
or widow, thoiigb iiuclev that age,— shidl, iu tbe luontli of January 
in tbe year 1866, and every subsecpieut year, register biiuscll or 
herself iu a register to be kept at tbe Consulate of tbe (Jousular 
district within wbicli be or she resides, — subject Lo this ixualificatiou, 
that the registration of a man shall be deemed to include the regis- 
tration of his "wife (unless she is living ax>art from him), and that 
tbe registration of the bead of a faniily, wbetlier male or female, 
sball be deemed to include the registration of all females, lieing 
relatives of the bead of the family (in whatever degree of relation- 
abip), living under the same roof with the bead of tbe family at 
the time of bis or her registration 

Evoiy British subject not so resident amviiig at any place iu 
China or Japan where a Consular Officer is maintained, unless 
borne on tbe muster roll of a Britisb vessel tbere arriving, shall 
ivitliin one inoiitli after his or her arrival, register himself or 
herself in a register to be kept at tbe Consular Office, — ^but so 
that no such person shall be required to register himself or her- 
self more than once iu any year, reckoned from the 1st day of 
January. 

Aliy peison failing .so to register himself or hensolf, and not 
excusing his or her failure to the satisfaction of the Consular Officer, 
shall not be entitled to ho recognised or protected as a British sub- 
ject ill Gliiiia or Japan, and shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
ten dollars for each instance of such failure. 

115 Every porsoii sliall on every registration of himself or 
herself pay a fee of such ainoimt as one of Her Alajesty’s Biincipal 
Secretaries of State from tune to time by order imdor Lis baud 
appoints, such amoiuit eithei to be niiiforra for all jiersuus, or 
to vary according to the circnmstances of different classes, as the 
Secretary of State from time to time by such order directs. 

116. The Consular Officer shall issue to every person so regis- 
tered a certificate of roguskatioii under his baud and Consular seal;

117.* Where a foreigner desires to institute or take any suit or 
pioceediug of a civil nature against a British subject, the Supreme 
or other Court, according to its jurisdiction, may eiitortaiii the 
same, aud where any sueli suit or jmoceediug is entertained shall 
hear aud dcteriuiiie it according to the provisions of this Order 
and of the rules made under it applicable in the case, either by 
the Judge, Assistant Jne^e, Law Secretary, or proper Consular 
Officer sitting alone (or with As,sessors when the case so requires), 
— or, if (in any case whore a trial mth a jury may be had under 
this Order) all parties desire, or the Court thinks fiL to direct, a 
trial with a jury, then, hut not otherwise, hy the .Judge, Assistant 
Judge, Law Secretary, or proper Consular Officer, with a jury. 

tlS.f Where it is shown to an^ of Her Majesty’s Courts that 
the attendance of a British subject to give ovidoiice, or for any 
other purpose connected with the adininistratiou of justice, is 
required in a Chinese or Japanese Court, or before a' Chine, so or 
Japanese judicial officer, or in a Court or before a judicial offic(!i' 
in China or Japan of any State in amity with Her Miijest)', the 
Court may, in cases and under circumstances which would require 
the attendance of that British subject hofore one of Her Majesty’s 
Courts in Cliuui or .Japan, and if it seems to the Court just aud 
expedient so to do, make an order for the atteiuhuice of the British 
subject in such Court or before such judicial ullieer and for such 
purpose as aforesaid, — ^but so that a Provincial Court shall not 
have power to make an order for such attendance of a British 
subject at any place beyond the particular jurisdiction of the 
Coiut. 

Any British subject, duly served ■with such an order and with 
reasonable notice of the time and place at which his attendance 
IS rccpiired, failing to attend aecortlingly and not excusing his 
failure to the satisfaction of the Couit making the order shall be 
liable to a fine not exceeding 500 dollars, or to imprisonment 
for any term not exceeding one month, in the discretion of the 
Court.

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matter at issue of tlie amount or value of 250 dollar,? or upwards, 
— or determines, directly or indirectly, any claim or cpiestion 
respecting property of the amount or value of 250 doHara oi 
upwards,— any party aggrieved by the decision may apply to the 
Provincial Court for leave to appeal to the yuprenie Court, and 
sliall ho entitled to leave on the terms prescribed by the rules made 
under this Order, and subject to any restrictions and exceptions 
therein contained. 

In any other case the Provincial Court may, if it seeni,s just 
and expedient, give leave to appeal on lilce terms.

state a special case, setting out the facts and the grounds of the 
conviction, for the opinion of the Supireme Court, and send it to 
that Court. 

122. * Where a special case is stated, the Court or officer stating 
it shall, as seems fit, either postpone judgment on the oonviebion, or 
respite execution of the judgment, and either couiuut the person 
convicted to prison, or take proper security for huh to appear and 
receive judgment or to render himself in execution (as the case 
may require) at an appointed time and place.

127. 1'ho Judge of the Supremo Court may, from time Lo time, 
ficiine rules for any pw'pose for -whioh it is before in this Order 
expi'ossecl or implied that rules of procedure or practice arc to ho 
made, and also foi' the regulation of procedure and pleading, forms 
of writs, and other proceedings, expenses of witnesses and pi'oso- 
eutioiis, costs and fees, in civil and in criiiiiiial cases, in the Supremo 
Court and other Courts, including the regulation of cross-suits and 
the admission of connter-olauns, and the angulation of jirocoedings 
thereon, and for the regulation of appeals Lo the Supreme Court 
from the other Comts in civil and in criminal cases, and of reheor- 
ings before the Judge of the Supreme Court, and may thereby 
impose reasonable penalties. 

Ellies affhctiiig the conduct of civil suits shall be so framed as 
to secure, as far as may be, that cases shall be decided on their 
merits according to substantial justice without excessive regard 
to teebincalities of pleading or procedure, and without unnecessary 
delay. 

Ellies framed by the Judge shall not have effect unless and 
until they are approved by one of Hex Majesty’s Principal Secre- 
taries of State — save that in case of urgency declared in any rules 
framed by the Judge, with the approval of Her Majesty’s Minister 
ill China, the same sbaU have effect, unless and until they arc 
disapproved by one of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State, 
and notification of such disapproval is received and piibEshed by 
the Judge.

130 From and after the commencement of any rules made by 
the Judge of the Supreme Court under this Order, all rules and 
regulations theretofore made by the Chief Superinteudent of 
Trade in China, or by Her Majesty’s Consul-General in Japan, 
ill respect of any matter m respect whereof tlie Judge of tlie 
Supreme Court is by tins Order aubhonsecl to make rules shall 
cease to operate, 

XVIII.— Appeal to Hm Majesty m Conn oil. 

131. Wliere any final decree or order of tlic Supreme Court i,s 
made in a civil case in respect of a sum or inatter at issue of the 
amount or value of 2,500 doEars or upwards — or determines 
dh'ectly or indirectly any claim or question respecting property of 
the amount or value of 2,500 dollars or upwards — any party 
aggrieved by the decree or order may within fifteen days after the 
same is made, apply by motion to the Supreme Court for leave to 
appeal to Her Majesty in Council. 

132 If leave to appeal is appEed for by a party adjudged to 
pay money or perform a duty, the Supreme Court shaE direct 
cither that the decree or order appealed from he carried mto 
execution, or that the execution thereof be suspended, pending 
the appeal, as the Court considers to be in accordance with sub- 
stantial justice. 

13,3 If the Court directs the decree or order to he carried into 
execution, the party in whose favour it is made shaE, before the 
execution of it, give security to the satisfaction of the Court for 
the due performance of such order as Her Majesty in Guiincil may 
think fit to make. 

134. If the Court directs the execution of the decree or order 
to he suspended during the appeal, the party against whom the 
decree is made shall, before any order for suspension of execution, 
give security to the satisfaction of the Court for the due per- 
formance of such order as Her Maiesty in Council may think fit 
to make. 

135. In all oases security shaE also be given by the appellant 
to the Satisfaction of the Court to an auionnt not exceeding 2,600 
dollars for the prosecution of the appeal, and for payment of all 
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Biiola costs as may Tie awarded to any j-cspondciiL by Her Ma,jeHty 
in Council, or by the Lords of the Judioial Committoo of Her 
Majesty’s Privy Council. 

136. If the last-mentioned security is given within one month 
from the filing of the motion-paper for leave to appeal, then, and 
not otherwise, the Supreme Court shall gh'e leave to appeal. 

137 In any case otlier than the cases hereiuheforc deseriheil, 
the Supreme Court may give leave to appeal on the teims and 
in the luanuer aforesaid if it considers it just or expedient to 
do so. 

138. Ill every ease where leave to appeal is given as aforesaid, 
the appellant shall be at liberty to puefer and prosecute his appeal 
to Her Maje.sty in Council according to the lules for the time 
being ill force icspieoting appeals to Her Majesty in Council from 
Hei Colonies, or such other rules as Hei Majesty in Council from 
time to time tlimks fit to make concerning appeals from tlie 
Supiemc Court. 

139. Hotliiug in this Order shall affect the right of Her 
Majesty at any time, on the hninblc petition of a party aggrieved 
by a decision of the Supreme Couitiu a civil case, to adiiiit his 
appeal tliereon ou .sucli terms and in sucli iiiaiiiior as Her Majesty 
in Council may think fit, and to deal with the decision apipoalcJ 
from ill such manner as may be just. 

140. IVliei'c any judgment, order, or seiiLencc of tlie Supremo 
Court is given, made, or passed in the oxerciso of cither original or 
a]j pollute cruiiiiial jiirrsdictioii, the jiarty charged with the crime or 
offence, if he considers the judgment, order, or sentence to be 
erroneous iu pomt of law, may apipeal tlieroFrom to Her Majesty in 
Council, piovidecl that the Supreme Court declares the case to be 
a fit one for such appeal and that the appellant complies with such 
conditions as the Supreme Court estahliBlies or requires, subject 
always to such rules as from time to time Her Majesty iu Coiuicil 
thinks fit to make in that behalf. 


XIX. — General Puovisions, 

141. Nothing iu tins Order shall be deemed to affect Her 
Majesty’s prerogative of pardon. 

142. Except as iu this Order expressly jirovided, nothing in 
this Order shall preclude any of Her Majesty’s Consular Officers 
in Cliiiia or in Japan from perforiimrg any act not of a judicial 
character, that Her Maje.sty’s Consular' Oifioers there might by law, 
or by virtue of usage or sufferance, or otherwise, have performed 
if this Order had not been made. 

143. Every of Her Majesty’s Consular Officers shall, as far as 
there is proper oppovtuidty, promote reconciliation and encourage 
aud faeiJrtate the settlement in an amicable way, and without 
recourse to litigation, of matters m difference between British sub- 
jects m China or m Japan. 
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144. * Every signatme or seal affixed to any instrument purport- 
ing to be tire signature oi the Judge of the Supreme Court, or of 
any officer or person acting under this Order, or to be the seal of 
any of Eer Majesty’s Courts ui Ohma or in Japan, shall, for all 
purposes under tliis Order, without any proof thereof, he presumed 
to he genuine, and shall he talcen as genuine until the contrary is 
proved. 

145. Ill every case, civil or criiuinal, heard in any Court, proper 
niiimtea of the proceedings shall be drawn np, and shall be signed 
by the .Judge or officer before whom the proceedings are taken, 
and sealed with the seal of the Court, and shall, where Assessor,? 
are present, be open for their inspection and for their signature if 
concurred in by them. 

The muiutes, with depositions of witnesses and notes of evidence 
taken at the trial by the Judge or officer, shall be preserved in the 
public oifice of the Court. 

146. Ill a civil ease any Court may order such costs, or costs, 
charges, and expenses, as to the Court seem reasonable, to lie paid 
by any party to the proceedii^s, or out of any fund to which the 
procGGcliiig relates 

147. Any Court, either of its own motion, or, in civil cases, 
on the application of any party to any suit or proceeding or refer- 
ence, may aummou as a witness any British subject in Oliina or 
Japan — but so that a rrovmcial 00111 !; shall have power so to 
summon British subjects in its own district only. 

Any British subject, duly served with such a summons and 
with reasonable notice of tlie time and place at which his attend- 
ance, is reguu’ed, failing to attend accordingly and not excusing his 
failure to the .satisfaction of the Court, shall, over and above any 
other liability to which he may be subject, be liable to a fine not 
exceeding 500 dollars, or to imprisonment for any term not exceed- 
ing one mouth, in the chscretiou of the Com-t. 

148. In civil cases any Court may, wliere the circimistanoes 
appear to justify it, order that the expenses of a witness, on his 
appearing to give evidence, shall he defrayed by the parties or any 
of them. 

149. Any person appearing before a Court to give evidence in 
any case, civil or criminal, may be examined or give evidence on 
oath ill the form or with the ceremony that he declares to be bind- 
ing on his conscience. 

1.50. Any British subject wilfully giving false evidence in any 
suit or proceeding, civil or criminal, or on any reference, shall, 
on conviction thereof, be deemed guilty of wilful and corrupt 
perjury. 

IBl. All costs and all charges and expenses of witnesses, pio- 
Booutions, punishments, and deportations, and other charges and 
expenses, and all fees, fines, forfeitures, and peouniary penalties 
payable under this Order, may be levied by distress and seizure 
and sale of ships, goods, and lands ; and no bill of sale, or mortgage,

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or teanafer of properiy, made witb a view io Rec.uriiy iu vegavd Lo 
oi’inies or ojfeiaoe,s committed, or to be coiniiiitled, shall be of any 
avail to defeat any provision of this Order. 

152. ‘All fees, tines, forfeitnres, confiscations, and pecuniary 
penalties levied nnder tliis Order, except confiscations and peenniary 
penalties by Treaty appropriated or payable to the Govermneut of 
Ghina or to that of the Tycoon of J apan, shall be carried to the 
public account, and be appUed in diminution of the public ex- 
penditure on account of Her Majesty’s Oourt,s in Uliina and 
Japan; hut if the Government of Gliiiia or that of the Tycoon 
of Japan declines to receive any confiscation or pecuniary penalty 
by Treaty appiopriated or payable to it, the same shall he applied 
as other confiscations and pecuniary penalties are applicable 

153. * "Wlienevei under this Order any person is to be taken 
in custody or otherwise, for tiial or imiirisonincnt, or by way of 
deiiortatioii, or for any other purpose, to tlie Suiireme Court or 
elsewhere in Ohiiia or J apan, or to Hong Kong, England, or else- 
where, the Court or other antliority by this Order authorised to 
cause him to be so taken, may for that purpose (if necessary) cause 
him to he embarked on hoard one of Her Majesty’s vessels of wav, 
or if there is no such vessel available, then on board any British 
or other fit ves.sel, at any port or place whether within ‘or heyoiul 
the partionlar jurisdictiou or district of that Court or antliority, and 
in order to .such emliarkmenl may (if nece,ssa]'y) cause him to bo 
taken, in custody or otherwise, by land or liy water, from any place 
to the port or place of emharkinent. 

The writ, order, or warrant of the Supreme Court for China 
and Japan, or of a Provincial Court in China or Japan, or of 
the Supreme Court of Hong Kong, or tlie wari'ant of the Governor 
or person admuiistering the Government of Hong Kong (as the 
case may be), by virtue whereof any person is to be so taken, .shall 
be sufficient authority to every constable, officer, or other person 
acting thereunder, and to the commander or master of any vessel 
of war, or other vessel (whether the constable, officer, or other 
person, or the vessel or the commander or master thereof, is named 
therein or not), to receive, detain, take, and deliver up such person, 
according to the writ, order, or warrant 

Where the writ, order, or wamnt is executed under the im- 
mediate direction of the Court or authority issuing it, the writ, 
order, or warrant shall he delivered lo the constable, officer, or 
oilier person acting thereunder, and a duplicate thereof shall be 
delivered to the commander or master of any vessel in which the 
person to whom the writ, order, or warrant relates is embarked. 

Where the writ, order, or warrant issues from the Supreme 
Court for China and Japan, and is executed by a Provincial Court 
in China or Japan,— and where the writ, order, or warrant issues 
from the Supreme Court of Hong Kong, and is executed by any of 
Her Majesty’s Courts in China or Japan, — a copy thereof certi- 
fied nnder the seal of the Court executing the same shall be

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delivered to the constable, offieei', or other person acting tliereunder, 
and to the commander or master of any vessel in which the 
person taken is embarked, and any such copy shall lie for all 
purposes conclusive evidence ol the Order of winch it purports to 
be a copy. 

I5i. Subject to the other provisions of this Order, all expenses 
of removal of prisoners and others from or to any place in Oliina 
or Japan, or from or to Hong Kong, and the expenses of deporta- 
tion and of the sending of any person to England, shall be defrayed 
as the expenses relating to distressed British subjects are defrayed, 
or in such other manner as one of Her Majesty h Principal Secre- 
taries of State from time, to tune directs. 

165 * If any British subject wilfully obstructs by act or threat 
an officer of a Court m the performance of his duty, — 

Or within or close to the room or place where a Court is sitting 
wilfully behaves m a violent, threatening, or disrespectful luanuer, 
to the distiirbauee of the Court, or the terror of the, suitors or 
others resorting thereto, — 

Or wilfully insults the Judge, Assistant Judge, or Law Secre- 
tary of the Supreme Court, or any Consular Officer, nr any juror or 
Assessor, or any clerk or officer of a Court, during his sitting or 
attendance in Court or in going to or returning from Court, — 

He shall be liable to be immediately apprehended by order of 
the Court, and to be detained until the rising of the Court, and 
further, on clue iuf[uiry and consideration, to be pnnislied with a 
fine not exceeding 25 dollars, or iinprisonnicnt for any term not 
exceeding seven daj^s, at the discretion of the Court, according to 
the nature and circum, stances of the case, 

A minute shall he made and kept of every such case of 
punishment, recording the facts of the offence and the extent of 
the punishment ; and ui the case of a Provincial Court, a copy of 
such minute shall be forthwith sent to the Judge of the Supreme 
Court. 

156. If any clerk or officer of a Court acting under pretence 
of the prooess or authority of the Court is charged with extortion, 
or with not duly payiug any money levied, or with other mis- 
conduct, the Court may (without prejudice to any other liability 
or punislmient to which the clerk or officer would in the ahsence 
of tlie present provision be liable) inquire into the charge in a 
summary way, and for that purpose summon and enforce the 
attendance of all necessary persons in like manner as the attendance 
of witnesses and others may be enforced in a suit, and may make 
such order thereupon for the repayment of any money extorted 
or for the duo payment of any money levied, and for the pay- 
ment of such damages and costs, as the Court thinks just ; and 
the Court may also, if it thinks fit, impose such line upon the 
clerk or officer, not exceedmg 50 dollars for each offence, as seems 
just. 

157. Any suit or proceeding shall not he commenced in any

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of Her Majesty’s Gourts in China or Japan, or in any Court in 
Hong Kong against any person for anyfchmg done or omitted in 
piii’Kuaiice or execution or intended execution of this Order, or of 
any regulation or rule made under it, unless notice in writing is 
given by the intending plaintiff or prosecutor to the intended 
defendant one month at least before the eommenceuient of the 
suit or proceeding, nor unless it is commenced within thi'ee months 
next after the act or omission complained of, or in case of a con- 
tinuation of damage within three months next after the doing of 
such damage has ceased. 

The plaintiff in any such suit shall not succeed if tender of 
.sufficient amends is made by the defendant before the connneuce- 
inent thereof; and if no tender is made the defendant may by 
leave of the Court at any time pay into Court such sum of money 
as he thinks fit, whereupon .such proceeding and order shall he had 
and made in and by the Court as may be had and made on the 
payment of money into Court in an ordinary suit. 


XX,— Hong Kong. 

153. "Where a wai-rant or order of arrest is issued by any of 
Her Majesty’s Courts in China or Japan for the apprehension of a 
Britisli subject who is charged witli having coinmittcfl a crime or 
offence within the jurisdiction of the Court issuing the warrant or 
order, and who is or is supposed to he in Hong Kong, and the 
warrant or order is produced to any of Her Majesty’s Justices of 
the Peace in and for Hong Kong, such Justice may hade tlie 
warrant or order, and the same when so backed shall be sufficient 
authority to the person to whom the warrant or order was originally 
directed, and also to any constable or other peace officer in and 
for Hong Kong, to apprehend the accused in Hong Kong and 
to carry him to and deliver him up within the jurisdiction of 
the Court is.suing the warrant or order, according to the warrant 
or order. 

169. The Supreme Court of Hong Kong may take cognizance 
of offences committed by British subjects withhi the peninsula of 
Macao, and of suits originating there, when the party offending or 
the party sued comes or is found within the jurisdiction of that 
Court ; but that Court shall not have power to issue any warrant 
or writ to be executed or served within that peninsula. 

160. Save as expressly provided by this Order, all jurisdiction, 
power, and authority of the Supreme Court of Hong Kong exer- 
ciseable in relation to British subjects resident in or resorting to 
China or Japan shall from the commencement of this Order abso- 
lutely cease. 


XXI.— Repeals. 

161. From and immediately after the commencement of this 
Order, the Orders in Council and Consular Ordinances described in 
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tlie Scliodule to tliis Order sliall be repealed ; but this repeal shall 
not affect the past operation of any such Order or Ordinance, or 
any appointment made or thing done, or right, title, obligation, or 
liability acquired or accrued thereunder before the conunencement 
of this Order. 


XXII, — Pending Proceedings. 

162. Nothing in this Order or in any rales made under it .shall 
.apply to or in any in, aimer affect any suit or jiroceeding, either of a 
civil or of a criminal nature, iiending at the commencement of this 
Order, either with reference to the original proceedings therein, or 
with reference to any appeal therein, or otherwise, siihjeet, iiever- 
tlieless, to the following provisions and qualifications : — 

(1.) All suits and proceedings, whether of a civil or of a 
criminal nature, instituted or taken before the connuencenient of 
this Order in the district of the Oonsnlate of Shanghai, and pend- 
ing at the commencement of this Order, are hereby transferred to 
the jurisdiction of the Suiireine Oourt, and the same may be 
carried on and shall he tried, heard, and determined in and by the 
Supremo Court in like manner as nearly as may he in all respects 
as if the same had been instituted or token in the district of the 
Consulate of Shanghai after the coininenceinent of this Order : 

(2.) In any suit or proceeding, whether of a civil or of a 
criminal nature, the Oourt before which the same is pending at the 
commencement of this Order, after beanng the parties, either of its 
own motion, or on the application of either party, or by consent, 
may, if it seems fit, from time to time direct that the procedure 
and practice prescribed by this Order, or by any rule made under 
it, be followed in any respect. 

163. Nothing in this Order shall take away any right of appeal 
in any suit of a civil nature pending at the commencement of this 
Order, — or interfere with the bringing or prosecution of any appeal 
in any such suit that might have been brought or prosecuted if 
this Order had not been made, — or take away or abridge any juris- 
diction, power, or authority of any Court, Judge, Officer, or person 
in relation to any appeal in any such suit, or to the execution or 
enforcement of any judgment, decree or order made before or after 
the commencement of this Order, in or respecting any appeal in 
any such suit; — and, notwithstanding this Order, any appeal in 
any such suit shall lie and may be brought and prosecuted, and 
any such judgment, decree, or order may he made, executed, and 
enforced in bke manner and with the like effect and consequences 
in all respects as if this Order had not been made, subject only to 
this qualification, — that in case of any appeal which, if this 
Order had not been made, would have lain to or been heard and 
determined by the Chief Superintendent, or to or by Her Majesty’s 
Gonsul-General in Japan, the same shall lie to and be heard and 
cletermined by the Supreme Court in a like course of procedure 
as nearly as may be in all respects as if this Order had not been 
made. 
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XXIII.—COMMENCSMKNT ANt» rUBLIClATION 01? OBDER. 

164. This Order shall commence and have effecl as follows ; — 

(1.) As to the making of any warrant or appointment nmlov 

this Order, — immediately from and after the making of this 
Order 

(2.) As to the framing of rules by the Judge of tlie Supremo 
Court and the approval thereof by one of Her Majesty’s Principal 
Secretaries of State —immedrately from and after the first appoint- 
ment under this Order of a Judge of the Supreme Court • 

(3.) As to all other matters and provisions oomprised and con- 
tained ill this Order, — immediately from and after the expiration 
of one month after this Order is first exhibited in the public office 
of Her Majesty’s Consul at Shanghai, for which purpose Her 
Majesty’s Consul at Shanghai is hereby required forthwith, on 
receipt by him of a copy of this Order, to affix and exhibit tlio 
same conspicuously in Ms public office, and be is also hereby 
required to keep the same so affixed and exhibited diiniig one 
mouth from tlie first exhibition thereof ; and of the time of such 
first exhibition notice shall, as soon thereafter as practicable, he 
published in every Consular District in China and Apan, in sucli 
manner as Her Majesty’s Ministers there respeotively direct; 
and, notwithstanding anything in this Order, tlie time of the ex- 
piration of the said month shall be deemed to be the time of the 
commencement of tliis Order. 

165. A copy of this Order shall be kept exhibited coiispicuniisly 
in each Court and Consulate in China and in Japan. 

^ Printed copies shall be provided and sold at such reasonable 
price as Her Majesty’s Minister in China directs. 

And the Eight Honourable the Earl Eusselhpnd the Eight 
Honourable Edward Cardwell, two of Her Majesty’s Priucipal 
Secretaries of State, and the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, 
are to give the necessary dneetioiis herein as to them may respec- 
tively appertain.

Questiom of Fact. 

1. Wlieie tlie parties betweeu whom a suit might he insti- 
tuted are agreed as to any question of fact to be detennhiod 
between them, they may by consent and by order of the 
Supreme or other Court on summons — which order the Court may 
make on being satisfied that the parties have a real interest in the 
determmation of such question, and that the same is fit to be tried 
— ^proceed to the trial of any question of fact without any petition 
presented or other pleading.

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2. Such question iiicaj he stuted for tiHal in nn issue (hDriu 1), 
and such is, sue may be set down lor trial, and tried accordiiiq'ly, 
as if the question stated were to be determined at the hearing of

3. The parties may, if they think fit, cuter into an agreement 
ill writing, which shall be embodied in an order of the (lourt, that 
on the finding of the Court in the affirmative or negative of such 
issue, a sum of money, fixed in the agreement, nr to he a.seevtaiued 
by tlie Court upon a question inserted in the issue for tliat 
purpose, shall be paid by one of the parties to the other, with or 
without any costs. 

Oil the finding of the Court in any such issue a decree may 
be entered for the sum so agi-eed or ascertiuued, with or without 
costs, as the case may he.

0. Where the parties between whom a suit might he instituted 
are agreed as to any question of law to be determined between 
them, they may by consent and by order of the Supreme or other 
Court on summons — wlrich order the Court may make on being 
satisfied that the parties have a real interest in the determination 
of such question, and that the same is fit to be determined— state 
any question of law in a special case for the opinion of the Supreme 
Court, without any petition presented or other pleading. 

Where the case is stated under order of a Provincial Court, 
the Court shall send the case to the Supreme Court; and Iho 
Supreme Court may direct the case to be re-stated or to be 
amended, or may refuse to determine the same if the facts are not 
sufficiently stated, or if the question thereon is not properly raised, 
or if the parties cannot agree on an amended case ; and may draw 
inferences of fact from the facts stated in the case. 

7. The parties may, if they think fit, enter into an agreement 
in writing (which shall be embodied in the order for stating the 
special case or in some subsequent order) that upon the judgment 
of the Supreme Court being given in the affirmative or negative 
of the question of law raised by the special case a sum of money 
fixed in the agreement or to be ascertained by the Supreme Court, 
or in such maimer ,as it may direct, shall be paid by one of the 
parties to the other, with or without any costs.

16, On making such an order or at any time afterwards the 
Court may, if it thinks fit, make any such further or other order as 
seems expedient for compelling the executor or adinmistrator to 
bnug into Court for safe custody all or any part of the money, or 
securities, or other property of the deceased from time to time 
coming to the hands of the executor or administrator, or such other 
order as seems expedient for the safe keeping of the property of 
the deceased, or any part thereof, until it can he duly administered 
under the direction of the Court for the beneJit of all persons 
interested. 

16. If the extreme urgency or other peculiar circumstances 
of any case appear to the Court so to require, the Court may issue 
such a summons and make such an order or such orders as afore- 
said, and may cause proper proceedings to he taken thereon, of 
its own motion ex officio, or on the information of any officer 
of the Court, and without any such aiiplication by a creditor or 

--legatee, the next of Icin, or one of the next of Idn, as is before 
mentioned. 

17. The reasons of the Court for making any order under 
the present provisions shall be recorded hi the niinut es of u rn- ' 
ceedhigs. 
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IV.— Summary Pbocedure on Bills of ExoiuNctE and 
Pkomissoey Notes. 

18. SnitR on Inlla oE excliauge or pvoinisHoiy notes, iii- 
sUUited witiliiii 6 months after the same Ijeconie due anil pay- 
able, may be commenced by siimmoius (Ponn 4), and may he 
hoard and deterniined in a summary way as hereinafter is pro- 
\dded. 

19. The Court shall, on application within 7 days from tho 
service of the summons, give the defendant leave to defend 
tlie suit on his paying into Court the sum indorsed, or on 
evidence on oath showing to tlie satisfaction of the Court a 
good legal or ecputable defence, or such facts as would make 
it incnmheiit on the holder to prove ennsideration, or such 
otlier facts as the Court deems suflicieiit to suppori- the appilica- 
tioii, and on such terms as to security and otlier tluiigs as to the 
Court seems lit ; and iii that ease the Court may direct pro- 
ceedings to be taken and earned on by petition in tlic ordinary 
way. 

20. It the defendant does not so obtain leave to defend, the 
plaintiff, on proof of due service of the summous, shall he entitled 
as of course at any time after the expiration of such 7 days to an 
immediate absolute decree for any .sum not exceeding the sum 
indorsed on the sununons, together with interest at the rate speci- 
fied (if any) to the date of tlie decree, and a sum for costs to he 
lixecl by the Court in the decree. 

21. After decree the Court may, imder special circumstances, 
set aside the decree, and may, if necessary, set aside execution, and 
may give leave to defend the suit if it appears to the Court 
reasonable so to do, and on 'such terms as to the Court may seem 
just — the reasons for any such order being recorded in the minutes 
of proceedings. 

22. In any proceedings under the present provisions, it shall 
bo competent to the Court to order the hill or note sought to be 
proceeded on to he forthwith deposited in the Court, and further 
to order that all proceedings he stayed until the plaintiff gives 
security lor costs. 

23. The holder of a dishonoured hill or note shall have the 
same remedies for recovery of the expenses incurred iii the 
noting of the same for non-acceptance or non-payment, or in- 
curred otherwise by reason of the dishonour, as he has luider 
the present provisions for recovery of Ijhe amount of the bill or 
note. 

24. The holder of a bill or note may, if he thinks fit, obtain 
one siunmons under the present provisions against all or any of 
the parties to the hill or note ; and such summons shall bo the 
commeiicemeut of a suit or siuts against the parties therein named 
respectively ; and all suhsetpieut proceedings against such respec- 
tive parties shall be carried on, as far as may be, as if separate 
summonses had issued. 
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But the Himiinoiis nr its oiiclorsemeut, inirst set forth the claiina 
agauist the pai'ties leKpcctively, according to their rt'S]3ective 
alleged liahilibios, with sufficient precision unci certainty to eirahlo 
each dcfeiichmt to set up tiny defence on which he inclivichnilly may 
desire to rely. 

26. An appeal from a Provincial Oourt to the Suproiiic Court 
in respect of any decision, decree, or order given or made in any 
such suit does not lie, except hy special loave. 


Y — Suits tor Sums of 100 Dollars and upwards. 

Petition. 

26. Subject to the foregoing provision,?, whore the claim 
which any person deshes to enforce by proceedings in the 
Court relates to money, goods, or other property of the amount 
or value of 100 dollars or upwards — oi' relates to or involves 
directly or indirectly a question respecting any matter at issue, 
of the amount or value of 300 dollars or npwards—or is for the 
recovery of damages of the amount of 100 dollars or upwards 
— proceedings shall be commenced by tire filing of a petition 
(Porin 5). 

27. The petition shall contain a narrative of the material facts, 
nutters, and cu'cumstnnces on which tho plauitiff relies, such 
narrative being divided into paragraphs numbered consecutively, 
each paragraph containing, as nearly as may be, a separate ami 
distinct statement or allegation, and shall pray specifically for tho 
relief to which the plaintiff may conceive himself entitled, and also 
for general relief. 

The petition must be as brief as may he consistent with a clear 
statement of the facts on which the prayer is sought to he sup- 
ported, and with information to the defendant of the nature of the 
claim set up. 

Documents must not be unnecessarily set out in the petition 
in hcec verla, but so much only of them as is pertinent and material 
may he set out, or the effect and substance of so much only of 
them as is pertinent and material may he given, without needless 
prohxity. 

Dates and sums shall be expressed in figures and not in 
words. 

The petition may not contain any statement of the mere evi- 
dence hy which the facts alleged are intended to be proved, and 
may not contain miy argument of law. 

The facts material to the establishment of the plaintiff’s right 
to recover shall he alleged positively, briefly, and as clearly as may 
be, so as to enable the defendant by his answer either to admit or 
deny any one or more of the material aUegatioiis, or else to admit 
the truth of any or all of the allegations, hut to set forth some 
other substantive matter in his answer, by reason of which he 
intends to contend that the right of the plaintiff to recover or to 
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any relief capaUo of being granted on the petition has not yet 
accrued or is released or barred or otherwise gone. 

Partimluo'S of JDetmnd. 

28. Where tlie phttutifl'’8 claim is for money payable in respect 
of any contract express or implied — or to recover tlie possession 
or the value of any goods wrongfully taken and detained or 
wrongfully detained by the defendant from the plaintifl^ — it shall 
be suhicieiit lor the plaiiitiff to state his chiuu in the petition in a 
general form, and to annex to the petition a schedule statmg the 
particulars of his demand, in any form which shall give the 
defendant reasonably sufficient information as to the details of the 
claim 

An application for further or better particulars may be made 
by the defendant before answei’, on sranmons. 

The plaintiff shall not at the hearing obtain a decree for any 
sum exceeding that stated in the particulars, except for suhsequent 
interest and the costs of suit, notwithstanding that the sniu claimed 
ill the petition for debt or damages exceeds the sum stated in the 
particulars. 

Particulars of demand shall not he amended except by leave of 
the Uonrt; and the Court may, on any application for leave to 
amend, grant the same on its appearing that the defendant will 
not be prejudiced by amenchneut. Othei’wise the Court may refuse 
leave or grant the same on such terms as to notice, postponement 
of trial, or costs, as ju.stice requires. 

Any variance between the items contained in the particulars 
and the items proved at the hearing may be amended at the hear- 
ing either at once or on such teims as to notice, adjournment, or 
costa, as justice requires. 

Where particulars are amended by leave of the Court or 
where further or better particulars are ordered to he given, the 
order shall state the time within which the amendment is to he 
made or the further or better particulars are to be given , and the 
order for service of the amended or further or better particulars 
shall state the time which the defendant is to have to put m his 
answer. 


Papers annexed, 

29. Where the plaintiff seeks (in addition to or witliout any 
order for the payment of money by the defendant) to obtain, as 
agamst any person, any general or special declaration by the 
Gonii of his rights under any contract or iiistrunient — or to set 
aside any contract — or to have any bond, bill, note, or instrument 
in writing delivered up to be cancelled — or to restrain any 
defendant by injunction — or to have any account taken between 
himself and any other or others — and in such other cases as the 
natiu’c of the oixciimstancos makes it necessary or expedient — the 
plaintiff in his petition may refer to and briefly describe any 
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papers or doeimieirts on the contents of which he intends to rely, 
and may annex copies of finch papers or dociuncnts to the petition, 
where such papers or dooxuneuts are brief, or may stiito any reason 
for nut annexing copies of such papers or dneninents, nr any of 
them respectively (as their length, possession of oo]iieH hy the 
defendant, loss, inability to procure copies) that lie may have to 
allege. The plaintiff shall, in his petition, oll'cr to allow the 
dofoiidaiit to uispect such papers and dociiinonts as aforesaid, nr 
such of them as are in his possession or power. 

Amendme^it. 

30. Any plaintifi' not giving siiflicient inforiiiatioii to enable 
the defendant reasonalily to unclcrstand the nature and par- 
ticnlars of the claim .set up against him may he ordered, on the 
application of the defendant before answer, to amend his 
petition. 

The plaintiff may be ordered to annex copies of, or jiroducc for 
iiispeotioii, such papers or documeut.s in his possession or ]wwcr ns 
lie has referred to in the petition, and as the defendant is entitled 
to uisjieoL for the purposes of the suit. 

The Court may in such cases make such order as to costs us 
justice requires, and stay proceedings until the order is complied 
with. 

31. If any petition contains lilicllons or iieodlossly olTcnsivo 
expressions, the Court may, cither of its own motion before service 
thereof, or on the application of the defendant, order tlie petition 
to be amended, and make such order as to eo.sts as justice 
requires. 

32. A petition may be amended at any time before answer by 
leave of the Couit, olitained cxymic. 

Notice of the amendment shall be given to tlie defendant within 
such time and in such manner as the Court directs. 


Equity. 

33. Every petition is to he taken to imply an offer to do 
equity in the matter of the suit comnienced by it, and to admit 
of any equitable defence, and, on the other hand, to enable the 
plaintiff to obtain at the hearing any such eqiiitalilo relief as ha 
may appear entitled to from the facts stated and proved, though 
not specifically asked, if it may be granted without hardship to the 
defendant. 


Parties. 

34. Persons entitled to sue and suing on behalf of others 
as guardians, executors, or admiiiistratnrs— or on behalf of 
themselves and others, as creditors in a suit for administration — 
must state the, character in which they sue. 
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35. All persons liaving a joinfc cause of suit against any de- 
fendant ouglrt ordinarily to be parties to the suit, 

36 Where tlie plaintiff has a joint and several demand 
against several persons, either as principals or as sureties, it is 
not necessary for him to bring before the Court as parties to a 
suit concerning such demand all the persons liable thereto, but lie 
may proceed against one or more of the persons severally liable, 

37. If it appears before or at the hearing that any person not 
joined as plaintiff or as defendant ought to be so joined — or that 
any person joined as plaintiff or as defendant ought not to be so 
joined — the Court may order the petition to be amended, with 
liberty to amend the otlier pleadings (if any) and on such terms 
as to time for answering, postponement, or adjournment of hearing, 
and costs, as justice requires. ’ 

But no person shall be so joined as plaintiff without satisfactory 
evidence to the Court of liis consent thereto. 

Nor shall the name of any plaintiff he struck out unless it ap- 
pears to the .satisfaction of the Oom’t either that lie was originally 
joined as plaintiff without his consent, or that he consents to his 
name being struck out 

38. Where a qilaiiitiff sues any person as agent for some other 
person, not seeking to fix snob agent with any personal liability, 
the Court, on the fact coming to its knowledge, shall, if the person 
really sought to bo fixed with liabihty is within the particular 
jurisdiction, forthwith order his name to he substituted, and stay 
proceedings until the order is complied with ; but if he is not 
within the particular jimsdictiou, shall refuse to proceed further 
in the matter, unless and until the person sued as agent under- 
takes, by writing under his hand, to defend the suit, and per- 
sonally to satisfy any decree or order for debt or damages and 
costs therein. 

In the latter case the person sued as agent shaU farther, within 
such time as the Court orders and before the hearing of the suit, 
procure and file with the proceedings a .sufficient authority in 
writing from the party on whose behalf such agent is affecting to 
act, to substitute the name of the principal as defendant for his 
own, and to defend the suit, or otherwise act in it on behalf of 
such principal. 

Such agent shall not, however, be deemed discharged by 
such authority and substitution from his personal iindertaldng 
and liability to satisfy any decree or order in the suit, such 
authority and .substitution being in all cases strictly required as 
a protection against coBiisive decrees which might affect absent 
persons. 

39. Ill ease a petition states two or more distinct causes of 
suit, by and against the same parties, and in the same rights, the 
Court may, either before or at the hearing, if it appears inexpedient 
to try the different causes of suit together, order that different re- 
cords he made up, and make such order as to adjournment and 
costs as justice requires. 
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Ill case a petition state.s two ov more rlisLincl- cnnscH of .suit, 
but not by and ngmiist the same parties, or by iiiul again, si tlm 
same parties init not in tlie same rights, the petition may on tlu>, 
application of any defendant he dismissed. 

In case such application is made within the time fur answer, 
the petition may he dismissed, with substantial costa to he paid 
by the plaintiff to tho defendant making the application ; bnt in 
case tile application is not made witlini the time for answer, tin- 
petition, when the defect is hroiiglit to the notice of the Cnnrt, 
may be dismissod withont costs, or on paymeut of Court fees only, 
as to the Court seems just 

Defective Tetition. 

4U. Where a petition IS defective on the face of it by reason 
of non-compliance with any provision of tlio.so Enle,s, the 
Court may either cm application by a defeiidaiit or of its own 
motion, inalco an order to stay proceedings until the defect is 
vemedied. 

The Court shall, of its own motion, make an order to stay 
proceedings on a defective petition, where the defect is patent and 
serious, and comes to the knowledge of the Court before sorvico of 
the petition on the delendaiit. 

Coincs for Sei-me. 

4i. Where there is only one defendant, one co]»y of the jietition, 
and of any .schedule thereto, for service, is to be loft with the 
Court, together with the original ; where there are two or more 
defendants, as many copies as there are parties to he served are to 
be left together with the original. 


Service of Petition 

42. The plaintiff on filing his jietition must obtain an order for 
service of it on the defendant. 

Every order for service shall specify a reasonable time after 
service, ordinarily not more than eight day.s, within which the 
defendant must put in his answer. 

Defence on Grmmd, of Law. 

43. Whore a defendant conceives that he has a good legal or 
equitable defence to the petition, so that even if tlie allegations 
of fact in the petition were admitted or clearly established, yet 
the plaintifl would not be entitled to any decree against him 
(the defendant) he may raise tins defence by a motion that the 
petition be dismissed without any answer being required from 
him. 
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The motion paper shall be lilecl within the time allowed lor 
putting in aii answer. 

It must state briefly the grouurls of law on whioli the defendant 
intends to rely at the hearing of the motion 

The motion shall be heard and dispo.scd of at as early a tune as 
may be. 

For the purposes of the motion the defendant shall he taken to 
admit the truth of the allegations of fact in the petition, and no 
evidence as to matters of fact or drsenssion of tpiestioiis of fact 
.shall he admitted at the hearing of the motion 

On hearing the motion tbe Court shall either dismiss the peti- 
tion or order the defendant to put in an answer within a short 
time to be named iu the order, and may give leave to tlie plaintiff 
to nineiid his petition if it appears requisite, and may impose such 
teiiiia as justice requires. 

Whore, on the hearing of the motion any grounds of law are 
urged m siq)port of tlm motion heyoad those statetl in the motion 
pa[)ei', and tin' ground, s stated Lheroni are disallowed, tlio de- 
fendant shall be liable to pay the some costs as if tlie motion 
wore wholly refused, althoiigli the grounds of law newly urged 
are allowed, unless the Court thinks fit in any case to order 
otherwise. 


Answer. 

44, The defendant may obtain further time for jiuttiug in his 
answer, on suimuous stating tin- Further time recpiirecl and the 
reasons why it is required. 

The application when made, unless consented to, must he sup- 
ported by affidavit or by oral evidence on oath, showing that there 
is reasonable ground for tlie application, and that it is nut made 
Cor the purpose of delay 

45. Where a defendant does not put in any answer he shall 
not be taken as admitting the aUegations of the pietitioii, or the 
plaintiffs right to the relief sought; and at the hearing (even 
though such defendant does not appear) the polaintiff must open 
Ins case, and adduce evidence in support of it, and take such 
judgment as to the Court appears just 

4C, A defendant neglecting to put in an answer within the 
time or further time allowed shall not be at liberty to put in any 
answer without leave of the Court 

Tlie Court may grant such leave by order on the c.v parte 
application of the defendant at any time before the plaintiff 
has set down the cause or applied to have it set down for 
hearing. 

Where the cause has been set down or the plaintiff has 
applied to have it set down for hearing, the Court shall not grant 
such leave except on return of a summons to the plaintiff giving 
notice of the defendant’s application, and on such terms as to 
costs and other matters as seem just. 

47. The answer (Form 6) .shall show tire nature of the de- 
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Eencknt’s defence to tlio claim set up by llio petition, but may not 
set fortli the evidence by -wliicli such defence i.s intended to l)e 
supported. 

It should be clear and precise, and not introduce matter irrele- 
vant to the suit, and the rules before laid down respecting the 
setting out of docnuients and the contents of a petition ganer.olly 
shall be observed in an answer, mutatis mutandis. 

It must deny all .snch material allegations in the jietition ti,s 
tl e defendant intends to deny at the hearing. 

Where tlie answer denies an allegation of fact, it must deny it 
directly and not by way of negative pregnant : as (for example) 
where it is alleged that the defendant has received a sum of 
money, the answer must deny that he has received that sum or 
any part thereof, or else set forth what part he has received. And 
so, wliere a matter of fact is alleged iii the petition, with certain 
circnni, stances, the answer must not deny it literally as it is 
alleged, but must an,swer the point of substance positively and 
certainly. 

The answer must specifically admit such material allegations 
in the ])etition as the defendant larows to he true or desires to ho 
taken as admitted, yuch admission, if plain and specific, will pre- 
vent the plaintiff from obtaining the cost of proving at the hearing 
any matters so admitted. 

All material allegations of fact admitted by a defendant 
shall be taken as established against him without proof thereof 
by the plaintiff at the hearing. But the plaiutifl' shall ho 
boimcl to prove as against each defendant all allegations of 
fact not admitted by him, or not stated by him to be true to his 
belief. 

The answer must allege ajiy matter of fact not stated in the 
petition on which the defendant relies in defence — as establishing, 
for instance, fraud on tire part of the plaintiff, or showing that the 
plaintiff’s right to recover, or to any relief capable of being granted 
on the petition, has not yet accrued, or is released or barred or 
otherwise gone 

48. The answer of a defendant shall not debar him at the 
hearing from disproving any allegation of the petition not admitted 
by his answer, or from giving evidence in support of a defence not 
expressly set up by the answer — except where the defence is such 
as, in the opinion of the Court, ought to have been expressly set 
up by the answer — or is inconsistent with the statements of the 
answer — or is, in the opinion of the Court, likely to take the 
plaintiff by surprise, and to raise a fresh issue or fresh issues 
of fact or law not fairlji arising out of the pleadings as they 
stand, and such as the plaintiff ought not to be then called upon to 
try. 

Specific Answer. 

49. Where the defendant does not answer or puts in an 
answer amounting only to a general denial of the plaintiff’s

claim, the plaintiff may apply hy summons for an order to 
compel lum to answer specifically to tiro several material allega- 
tions in the petition; and the Court, if .such allegations are 
Lneliy, positively, separ.itely, and distinctly made, and it thinks 
that justice so requires, may grant such an order. 

Tho defendant shall, within the time limited by such order, 
put in his answer accordingly, and shall therein answer the 
several material allegations in the petition, eitlier admitting or 
denying the truth of such allegations seriatim, as the truth or 
falsehood of each is within Ins Icuowledgo, or (as the case may be) 
stating as to any one or more of the allegations tliat he does 
not know whether such allegation or aUegatioiis is or are true or 
otherwise. 

Tlie defendant so answering may also set up by such ausvyer 
auy defence to the suit, and may explain away the effect of any 
admission therein made by any other .allegation of facts. 

Iniirrogidorics. 

CO Where an answer so put in fails substantially to comply 
with tlio tornis of the order, by reason of auy one or more of 
the material allegations not being either deemed or admitted 
thereby, or not being met by a statement in the answer that 
the defendant does not know whether such allegation or allegations 
is or are true or otherwise, the plaintiff may apply to tlie Court to 
examine the defendant on written interrogatories ; and the Court 
may, if it sees fit, examme the defendant accordingly on written 
interrogatories, allowed hy the Court, and einhodyiug material 
aUegatious of the petition m an interrogative form, and may reduce 
the answers of the defendant to writing. 

Snell answers shall he taken for the piu'poso.s of the suit to he 
a part of the defendant’s answer to the petition, 

Oath, 

51. The Court may, where the circumstances of the case 
appear to require it, order the defendant to put in an answer on 
oath. 

Tender. 

52. A defence alleging tender by the defendant must be 
accompanied by payment into Court of the amount alleged to 
have been tendered. 


Set-off. 

53, A defence of set-off to a claim for money, whether in debt 
or in damages, must he accompanied by a statement of particu- 
lars of set-off ; and if pleaded as a sole defence, unless extending 
to the whole amount of the plaintiffs claim, must also be acoom- 
pauied hy paymeut into Court of the amount to which, on the 
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defendant’s sliowiugj the plaiutifT is oiititlcd ; and in default of 
.such payment the defendant .shall ho liahle to hoar the coRt.s of 
the suit, even if he succeeds in his dofenco tu the extent of the 
.set-off pleaded. 

Where a defendant in his answer raises a defence hy way of 
set-off which, in the opinion of the Court, is not adniissihle as set- 
off, the Court may either before or at the hearing, on his applica- 
tion, give him lilDerty to withdraw sirch defence and to file a eros,s 
petition, and may make such order for the hearing of the suit and 
cross .suit together or otherwise, on srreh terms as to co.stsand other 
matters as seem just. 


PaymenL into Court. 

,‘)4 Payment into Court by the defendant must be aoeompaiued 
hy an answer. The answer must state distinctly that the money 
paid m is paid in in satisiactmu of the plaintiffs claim generally, 
or (as the case may 1«) in satisfaction of some .specific part of (he. 
plaintiffs claim, where the claim is stated in the petition for (li.s- 
tiuct sums or in respect of distinct mattors. 

Paymeut into Court, whether made in satisfaction of tlio 
plaintiff’s claim generally or in satistiiction of some spcoifio part 
thereof, operates as an admission of liability to the extent of the 
amount paid in and no move, and for no other purpose. 

Wlioro the defendant pays money into Court the plaiiitilf shall 
bo at liberty to accept the same in Ml satisfaction and di,scharg6o[ 
tho cause of suit in respect of which it is paid in ; and in that case 
the plaintiff may forthwith appily hy motion lor payment of the 
money out of Court to him: and on tlie hearing of the motion 
the Court shall make such order os to stay of further proceedings 
in the suit in whole or in part, and as to costs and other matters 
as seem just. 

If the plaintiff does not so apply he shall be considered as 
insisting that he has sustained damages to a greater amount — or 
(as the case maybe) that the defendant was and is indehtod to him 
in a greater amount — ^bhan the sum paid in ; and in that case the 
Court, m determining the suit and disposing of costs at the hear- 
ing, shall have regard to the fact of the payment into Court having 
been made and not accepted. 


Counter-claim. 

55. Where a defendant in his answer raises any specific de- 
fence, and it appears to the Court that on such defences being 
established he may be entitled to relief against the plaintiff in 
respect of the subject-matter of the suit, the Court may, on the 
application of the defendant either before or at the hearing, if 
under the circumstances of any case it thinks fit, give liberty to 
him to file a coimter-elaim by a cross-petition in the same suit 
asking for relief against the plaintiff, and may make such order for 
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l)he hearing of the snit and counter-claim together nr otherwise, 
and in such manner and on. mich terms iis to costs and nbher 
matters as seem just, and may, if in any ease it seems fit, require 
the plaintiff to give security to the satisfaction of the (Joiirt (by 
deposit or otherwise) to abide by and pei’foriii the decision of the 
Court on the ooiuiter-claun. 

Pmesdinga after Ansioer, 

56. No replication or otlier pleading after an,sw(jr is allowed, 
except by special leave of the Court. 

57. Where the plaiiitiif considers the contents of the answer 
to be such as to render an amendment of the petition necessary or 
desirable, lie may obtain, ex parte, an order to amend the petition, 
on satisfying the Court that the nincndmeiit is not intended for the 
purpose of delay or I'-exatiou, but hecause it is considered in be 
material tor the plaintiff’s case. 

Notice of the .unondinent shall be given to the defendant 
within such time and in such nuuiiiei as the Court in each case 
directs. 

Settlement of Isws. 

58. At any time before or at the hearing the Court may, it it 
thinks fit, on the application of any party or of its own motion, 
proceed to ascertain and determine what are the material questions 
in controversy between the parties, although the same are. not 
distinctly or properly raised by the pleadings, anil may reduce such 
questions into writing and settle them in the form of issiioa ; 
wliich iaaues when settled may state questions of law on admitted 
facts, or questions of ilisputed fact, or questions partly of the one 
kind and partly of the other. 

In settling issues the Court may order or allow tlie striking 
out or amendment of any pleading or part of a pleading so that 
the pleadings may finally correspond with the issues settled, and 
may order or allow the striking out or amendment of any planding 
or pai’t of a pleading that appears to be so framed as to prejudice, 
railiarrasa, or delay the trial of the cause. 

Where the application to the Court to settle issues is mads 
at any stage of the proceedings at wliich all parties are actually 
present before the Court either in person or by counsel or attorney, 
or at the hearing, the application may be made vivA voce, and may 
be disposed of at once — otherwise the application must be made 
and disposed of on summons. 

Reference of Account. 

59. Where it appears to the Court at any time after suit iiisti 
tuted, that the question in dispute relates either wholly or in part 
to matters of mere account, the Court may, according to the 
amomit of public business pending, either decide ,siich question in 
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a auininaiy wiy, or order that it be referred, citlier wbnlly or in 
[jai't, lo some person agreed on by (.bo piarties, or, in ciiso of tlieir 
non-agreeieeivl,, aprpoiiited by the Court. 

The i’eferee slial] enter into the account and hear evidence and 
rejwi’L on it to the ( ionrt, according to the order ; and the Oourt, 
after lie.iring the parties, may adopt the conclusions of the iM'port 
either wholly or in part, or may direct a further report to bo made, 
by the referee, and may gimit any necessary adjonviiment for that 
purpose.

G1 At the expiration of the time allowed tor answering, tlie 
[ilaintiif ma.y apply, c* junric, for an order to set down the cause 
for hearing. 

62. Where the defendant has pmt in an answer, the pdaintiff 
must carefully consider the answer, and, if he Ihuls that njion the 
answer alone tliere is sullicieat gi-onnd for a linal decree- or order, 
ho must proceed upou the answer without entering into evidence 
preparatory to or at the hearing. 

Or, if it is needful to pmovo a particular point, he must not 
enter into evidence as to other points tliat are not nocessnry to be 
proved. 

In the first case, if lie enters into evidenoo at all, and in the 
second case, if he enters into evidence as to such other points, lie 
renders himself liable to pay the costs thereof. 

63. An order to set down the cause may he made on the 
application of the defendant by summons, if it apipcars to the 
Court, having regard to the state of the pleadings, that tlie cause 
is ready to be heard, and that there lias been delay on the part 
of the plaintiff in obtaining an order for setting down the cause, 
for which the plaintiff has no reasonable excuse (as the absence 
or illness of a material witness), and that the defendant is pne- 
jndiced or may reasonably be expected to be prejudiced by such 
delay. 


'Dismissal for want of Prosecution. 

64 Where the plaintiff does not obtain an order for setting- 
down the cause ■within 3 months from the time at -which he 
might first apply for such an order, the defendant may apjply by 
motion for an order to dismiss the petition for want of prose- 
cution 

On such application, the Court may, if it thinks fit, make an 
order dismissing the petition, or make such other order or impose 
such terms as the Court thinks just and reasonable 
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Fostpowiru'iii of ffearintj. 

C5. The Court may, at any time on a summons taken out hy 
any party, postpone the hearing of a cause set clown, on being 
.satisfied, by ei'idencc on oiibli, that the postponement will have tlie 
effect of better ensuring' the hearing and determination of the 
f^uestions between the parties on the merits. 

Where such an application is made on the ground of the 
absence of a witness, the Court shall require to be .satisfied that 
his eviJcnee is material and that he is likely to return and give 
evidence within a reaBonable time. 

Wliere such an application is made for the purpose of ena- 
bling the party applying to obtain the evidence of a witness 
resident out of the particular jurisdietioii, the Court shall rei[uire 
to 1)6 satisfied that the evidence of the witiie.ss is material, and 
that he is likely to give evidence, and that ho is jieriaaueiitly 
residing out of the jurisdiction, or does not intend to come 
within the Jurisdiction within a reasonable time. The party 
making such application must also apply for an order for the 
examination of such witness out of the jurisdiction, or for leave 
to use ail affidavit to be made by such witness as evidence at tlio 
hearing. 

HecLving List and ILaring Paper. 

66. There shall be kept a General Hearing List for causes 
and a Hearing Paper. 

07. When a cause is set down fox hearing it shall bo placed 
in the general hearing list, and shall be transferred to the hearing 
paper strictly in its turn and order, according a.s the general liear- 
ing list becomes oxhansted. 

The regular order shall in no case be departed from without 
special direction. 

68. When a cause is about to be transferred from the general 
hearmg list to the hearing paper, notice shall he served on the 
parties (Foi’m 7) , and unless the Court in any particular case 
directs otherwise, 10 days shall be allowed between service of such 
notice and the day of hearing. 

69. When any cause or matter has been specially directed by 
the Court to be heard on a particular day, or out of its ordinary 
turn, the name of the cause or matter shall he placed in the hearing 
paper with the words “ by order ” subjoined. 

70. In ease of any adjournment of the hearing from the day 
appointed in the hearing paper by reason of the preceding causes 
in the hearing paper not having been got through, or under any 
order of the Court made during the sitting on that day, no further 
notice to either party of the adjournment day shall he requisite, 
and the adjournment day shall, unless otherwise ordered by the 
Court, he the next ordmary Court day. 
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SUHntjs of Cmn't. 

71. 'Pho, svttiiigfi of U\(i Oom't for thohoiiriug of ciuxsok shall ho, 
wliero tho iiuiouut of public busincKs bo wurvuuls, lu'ld on lix'cd 
iUKi .stated clays. 

Tlu'. OnurL may, at its discretion, appoint any other day or days 
from time to time for the bearing of causes, as circuuiatauces re- 
rpiire. 

72. The sittings of the Court fur the hearing of (!iMi.se,s slinll 
nrdinarilybe public , but the Court may, for a reason In be speeilied 
by it nu the uunutes, hear any particular caiuse or inaltor lu the 
pre.sonce only of tho parties and their legal arlvi.sera and tlie officers 
nf the Court. 

73. On the application of either party at the conimencenunit 
nf tlie proceedings, or of its own motion, the (.Joint may order 
witne,s.ses on both sides to be, kejit out of Court until tliey hnyo 
respectiynly given their evidence.; but this rule doas not ('xlond 
to tlio parties themselves, or to their resimctivo legal tulvisers, 
idthnugli intended to be culled as witnesses.

When a cause in the hearing paper lias been called on, if 
neither party appecuvs either in person or by counsel or attorney, 
the Court, on being satisfied that the plaintiff has received notice 
of the hearing, shall, unless it sees good reason to the contrary, 
sti'ilce the cause out of the hearing paper. 

76. If the plantiff does not appear in person or by counsel 
or attorney, the Court;, on being satisfied that the plaintiff has 
received notice of the hearing, shall, unless it' sees good reason to 
the contrary, strike out the cause, and make such order as to costs 
in favour of any defendant appearing as seems just 

77. If the plantiff appeaiu, but the defendant or any of the 
defendants does not appear, in person or hy counsel or attorney, 
the Court shall, before hearing the cause, inquire mto the service of 
the petition and of notice of hearing on the. absent party or parties.

If satisfied that the defendant or the severiil defendiiiits lm,y 
or have been duly served with the petition and with notice of the 
hearing, the Court may proceed to hear the cause, notwithsiaudiiig 
the absence of the defendant or any of the defeudauts, and may, on 
the evidence adduced by the plantiff, give such judgment as 
appears just. The Court, however, shall not be absolutely bound 
to do so, hut mny order the hearing to stand over l.o a further day, 
and direct fresh notice to ho given to the defendant or clefeuclaiits, 
ill case justice .seems to require an adjournment. 

78. Where the Court hears a cause and gives judgment in the 
absence of and against any defendant, it may afterwards, if it 
thinks fit, on such terms as seem just, set aside the decree and 
rehear the cause, on its being e.stahlishecl by evidence on oath, to 
the .satisfaction of the Court, that the defendant’s absence was not 
wili'iil, and that he lias a defence upon tlie merits. 

79 Where a cause is struck out by reason of the absence of 
the plaintiff, it shall not he restored witlioiit leave of the Court, 
until it lias heeu sot down again at the bottom of the general 
lieariiig list, and been transferred in its regular tuiui to the hcarii'g 
paper. 

80. Wiiere a cause has heeu once struck out, and ha.s boon a 
second time set clown, and has come into the hearing pajior, and ou 
the day fixed for the hearing, the plaintiff, having received due 
notice thereof, fails to appear either in person or liy coun.sel or 
attorney when the cause is called ou, the Court, on the application 
of the dofeiidant, and if the uon-appearanco of tlie plaintiff ajipears 
to he wilful and iutendecl to harass the defendant, or to he likely 
to prejudice the defendant by preventing the hearing and deter- 
uiiuation of the suit, may make an order on the plaiiitifl' to .show 
cause why a day should not he fixed for the peremptory Iieariiig of 
the cause, and on the return to that order, if no cause or no 
sufficient cause he shown, the Court shall fix a day accordingly, 
upon such notice and other terms as .seem just 

In case the plaintiff does not appear ou the day so fixed, either 
in person or by counsel or attorney, the Court shall, uidess it sees 
good reason to the contrary, dismiss the petition, winch di.smi.d.cia.l 
shall have the same effect as a dismissal on the merits at the 
hearing. 

Jury. 

81. Notice of demand of a jury, or of application for a jury, 
must be filed 7 days at lia.st before the day of hearing. 

82. An appeal does not lie against the refusal of an application 
for a jury 

83 Where notice of demand of a jiuy has not been filed in 
due time, or if at the hearing both parties desire n jury, the Court 
may, on such terms as seem just, adjourn the hearing, in order that 
a jury may he summoned. 
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I’roeeeding at the Heariwj. 

TIic order of proceeding at the hearing of a cause shall he 
us follow^: — 

The plaintiff shall state the pleadings. 

The party on whom the burden of prool is thrown by the 
nature of the material issues or questions between the parties has 
the right to begin ; he shall address the Court and open his case. 

He shall then call his evidence and examine liis witnesses in 
chief 

When the party beginning has concluded his evidence, he 
shall ask the other party if he intends to call evidence (in whicli 
term is included evidence talceii by alfidavit or deposition, or 
taken as read) , and if answered in the negative, he shall he en- 
titled to sum up the evidence already given, and conmient thereon ; 
hut, if answered in the aftlrinative, he shall wait for his general 
reply. 

When the party beginning has concluded his case, the other 
paiiy shall he at liberty to address the Court, and to call evidence, 
and to sum up and comment thereon. 

If no evidence is called or read by the latter party, the ])arty 
hugiiiuing (saving the right of the Crown) shall have no right to 
reply, unless he has been prevented from summing up his case 
hy the statement of the other party of his intention to call 
ovideiioe. 

The case on both sides shall then he considered closed, 

If the party opposed to the party hegiiiiiing calls or reads 
evideiiQB, the party beginning shall be at liberty to re]5ly generally 
on the whole case, or he may call fresh evidence in reply to the 
evidence given on the other side, on points material to the determi- 
nation of the issues, or any of them, but not on collateral matters. 

Wliere evidence in repily is tendered, and allowed to be given, 
the party against whom the same has been adduced shall be at 
hberty to address the Court, and the party beginning shall be en- 
titled to the general reply. 

85. Each witness, after examination in chief, shall he subject 
to cross-exanimation by the other party, and to re-examination by 
the party calling him, and after re-examuiation may be questioned 
by the Court, and shall not he recalled or fiu’ther questioned save 
through and hy leave of the Court. 

86. The Court shall take a note of the substance of the vwd 
voce evidence m a narrative form, hut shall put down the terms 
of any particular question or answer, if there appears any special 
reason for doing so. 

No person shall be entitled as of right, at any time or for any 
purpose, to inspection of a copy of the Court’s notes. 

87. All objections to evidence must be taken at the time the 
question objected to is put, or, in case of written evidence, when 
the same is about to he put in, and must be argued and decided at 
the time. 
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88. Where a i[nestioii put to a witness is objected to, the Coiivt, 
uiilo,ss tlie objection appears fiivolous, shall take a note ot the 
tpiestioii and objection, if required by either party, and shall men- 
tion on the notes whether the question was allowed to be put or 
not, and the answer to it, if put. 

89. Where any evidence is by affidavit, or has been taken by 
coimnission, or on deposition, the party adducing the same may 
read and ooinmont on it, either immediately after Ins opening, or 
after the vivd voce evidence on his part has been concluded. 

90. The Court may, in ite discretion, if the interests of justice 
appear absolutely so to require (for reasons to be recorded in the 
niiniite.s of jireceedings) admit an affidavit in eviJeuce, althougli it 
is shown that the party against whom tlie affidavit is offered in 
evidence liad no opportunity of cross-examining the person making 
the affidavit, on such terms, if any, as seem just. 

91. Documentary evidence must he put in and read, or taken 
as read by consent. 

Every docnmeiit put in evidence shall he marked by the Court 
at the time, and shall he retained by the Cwvvt dnviug the hearing, 
and returned to the party wlio put it iii, or from whose custody it 
came, immediately after the judgment, unless it is imponiuled )j)' 
order of the Court. 

92. Where the evidence adduced at the hearing imries suh- 
sUmtially from the allegations of the respective parties in the 
pleadings, it shall be in the discretion of the Court to allow the 
pleadings to be amended. 

93 The Court may allow .such amendments on aiicli terms as 
to adjoiirmiieiit, costs, and other things as seem just, so as to avoid 
surprise and injury to any pai-ly ; but all iuneiidmcnt& necessary 
for the determiiiatiuii in the existing suit of the veal question iii 
controveisy between the parties shall be made if duly applied 
for 

94. The Court may at the hearing order or allow, on such 
terms as seem just, the striking out or amendment of any pleading 
that appears so framed as to prejudice, embarrass, or delay the fair 
trial of the real questions in controversy between the parties. 

Judgmevi. 

95. Decisions and judgments shall he delivered or read in ojieii 
Court, in presence oi' the parties and their legal advisers, 

96. If the judgment of the Court is reserved at the hearing, 
parties to the suit shall bo siiiuuioned to hear judgment, unless the 
Court at the hearing states the day on which judgment will he 
delivered, in which case no summons to hear judgment shall he 
issued. 

97. All parties shall be deemed to have notice of any decision 
or judgiiieiit, if the same is proiioimccd at the hoaxing of the appli- 
cation or suit. 

All parties duly served with notice to attend and hear judg- 
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meiil, sliall be deeined to have untiec of the judgiueiii wliou 
plonoimoed. 

!)8. A iiimutu of every jiulgmciifc,wbeiliei’ liual or intcrlooulory, 
sliiill be iijiide, on winch the deoiee or order may be drawn up on 
the application of any of the parties. 


Special Case. 

90. Any decision or judgment may be given, or verdict taken, 
subject to a special case to be stated for the opinion of the 
Supreme Court. 


BeJuiaring. New Trial 

too. The Oonvt may, in any case, on such terms as seem just, 
order a reliaanng or new trial, with a stay of proceedings. 

101 An application for a new trial may be made and deter- 
mined on the clay of lieuriug, if all parties are present, or on notice 
of motion, filed nut later than 14 days after the hearing. 

Such notice shall not of itself operate as a stay of proceedings ; 
but any money m Court in the suit shall be retained, to abide the 
result of the motion or the further order of the Court. 

After the expiration of such 14 days, an application for a new 
trial shall not he admitted, except by special leave of the Court, on 
such terms as suein just. 

] 02. On an order for rehearing or new trial, either jiarty may 
demand a jury for the second trial, though the first was not with 
a jury. 

102. The Court may, if it thinks fit, make it a condition of 
granting a rehearing or new trial that the trial shall he with a 
jnry. 

104 Whore the Sipireme Court, on appeal from a Court where 
trial with a jury can be had, thinks fit to direct a reheariug in the 
Court below, it may direct that the second trial shall be with 
a jury. 

Decrees and Orders. 

106. A decree or order shall hear date of the day on which the 
decision or judgniout on which the decree or order is founded is 
pronounced, 

100. Decrees and orders shall he drawn up in form only on the 
application of some party to the suit, and shall then be passed, 
certified by the seal of the Court, and entered, and shall then form 
part of the record 

No decree or order shall be enforced or appealed from, nor shall 
any copy thereof be granted, until it has been so drawn up, passed, 
and entered. 

107. Any party to the suit is entitled to obtain a copy of a 
decree or order, when drawn up, passed, and entered, such copy to 
be certified under the seal of the Court.

lOD. Where in any suit or iii.atlci a decree or order directs any 
person to pay money or do any other act, the a.uue or some sub se- 
quent decree or order shall slate the pvecLse time within wliieli the 
payment or other net is to be made or done, reckoned from the da'.e 
or from the service of tlie decree or order iii winch the time la 
stated, or Irom some other point of Lime, as seems lit. 

110. A decree or order may direct the payment to be made, or 
act to be done, iniinediately after service of the clecroo or order, if, 
under special circumstances, the Court thinks fit so to direct 

111 Where the decree or order is one directing payment of 
money, there shall be indorsed on the co[>y oE it served on the 
person requiring to obey it, a ineiuorandmn in the words or to the 
effect following : 

“If you, the within-named A. B., neglect to obey this decree 
[or order] by the time tlierein limited, yon will ho liable to have a 
writ of e.vecuUou issued against your goods, under whioli they may 
be seized and sold, and will also lie liable to bo .suuimoucd by the 
Court, and to lie examined as to your abdity to iinilje the payment 
directed by this decree [or order], and to be imiirismed in case of 
your not answering satisfactorily.”

115. Every person not being a party to any suit, who obtains 
an order, or in wlio.se favour an order is made, la entitled to enforce 
obedience thereto by the same process as if be were a party to the 
suit. 

And every person not being a party to any smt against whom 
obedience to any order may be enforced is liable to dm same pro- 
cess for enforcing obedience to such order as if he were a party to 
the suit.

116. A person directed by a decree or order to pay money, or 
do any other act, is bound to obey the decree, or order on being 
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duly served with it, and witlioul any deiiuuul for payment or por- 
foriiiance 

117. Where the cleeree or order is one directin,!' payincnil. id' 
money, anil tlje peraon directed to make payment refu,4e.s or 
neglects to do so according to the exigency of the decree or ordci’, 
the person prosecuting the decree or order shall he entitled to 
apply to the Court for execution against the goods of the disohodiont 
person. 

118 Where a decree or oider directs payment of money hy 
instalments, execution shall not issue until after default in payment 
of some instalments aceoi'ding to the order; and execution, or suc- 
cessive executions, may then issue for the whole of the iiioncy and 
costs then remaining uii]iaid, or for such portion thereof as the 
Court orders either at the time of making the original decree or 
order or at any subsequent time. 

Stay of Eixaution. 

119. The Court may, if under the circumstances of any case it 
thinks fit, on the application of a deCendanb, and on such terms 
as seem just, stay execution of a decree or order ponding a .suit 
in the same or any other Court in which tliut defendant is 
plaintiff and the person who has obtained such decree or order is 
defendant. 


Sdzim and Sale of Goods. 

120. The Court .shall, unless it sees good reason to tho con- 
trary, on the application of the persons pro,secuting tlio decree or 
order, issue under the seal of the Court a warrant of oxcciuion, 
directed to a proper officer, wlio shall be thereby empowered to 
levy the money ordered to be paid (with the costs of execution)

Where a claim is made by a third party to goods .seized in 
execution, the same, if made by a British siilijcet, .shall l)e 
decided by the Court on summons and lu a smnuiary way, as 
between the claimant and the person prosecuting the deevec or order.

128, In case any officer of the Court emjiloyed to levy any 
execution, by neglect, connivance, or omis.sion loses the opportunity 
of levying the same, then on complaint of the per, sou aggrieved, 
and on the fact alleged being proved on oatli to the .satisfaction of 
the Court, the Court may order the officer to pay such damages as 
the person complaining apjieavs to have sustained thereby, not 
exceodiug in any case the sinn of money for wbicli the execution 
issued ; ami the officer shall be liable thereto ; and on demand 
made thereof, aucl on Ins refusal to pay the same, payment thereof 
shall be enforced as any decree or order of the Court directing the 
payment of money 
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120 Whoi'Q a (lecveo (ir ordur directing payment of luniiey 
remains wholly or in part unsatisfied (whether a w.iiiMut or execu- 
tion has isBne(i nr not), the person in-osecuting the de,ure> or order 
may apply to the Court for a sniuiuons, requiring the person by 
whom payment is direoted to be made to appear and bo exauiined 
respecting his ability to make the payment directed, and the Coiut 
shall, unless it sees good reason to the contrary, issue such a 
suunnons, 

130, On the appearance of the peu'son against whom the 
summons is issued, ho may lie eicamiued on oath hy or on behalf 
of the person prosecuting the decree or order, and by the Oouit, 
rc.speoting his ability to pay tlie money directed to be ])aid, and for 
the discovery of property applicable to such payment, and a.s to 
the dispo-sal Avhich he may have miule of any jrrnperty. 

lie shall be hound to produce on oath or otherwise all hooks, 
papers, and documents in his po.ssessioii or power relating to 
piroperty applicable to such payment. 

He may be examined as to the civcmnstanccs under wliioli he 
contracted tlie debt or incurred the liability in roRjiect of which 
tilio payment of money Is by the decree or order (livected in be 
laado, and na to the moans or expectation he then had of paying 
the debt or discharging the liability. 

lie shall be bound to sign his examination when reduced into 
writing. 

Whether the person .summoned apipcaiu or not, the per, son [iro- 
secuting the decree or order, and all other wituessoa whom tlie 
Court thinks requisite, may be examined on oath or otherwise 
respecting the matters aforesaid. 

The Court may, if it thinks fit, adjourn the hearing of the 
summons from time to time, and require from the person sum- 
mouecl such security for his appearance at the adjourned heaving 
as seems fit, and in default of liis finding security, may, by warrant, 
commit him to prison, there to remain until the adjourned hearing, 
unless sooner discliargecl. 

131, In any of the following oases; — 

(i.) If it appears to the Court hy the examination of the person 
summoued, or other evidence, that he then has or since the making 
of the decree or order has had sufficient means to pay tlie money 
directed to be paid by him, and he refuses or neglects to pay the 
same accoiding to the decree or order ; or 

(ii) That, with intent to defraud his creditors, or any of 
them, he has made or suffered any gift, delivery, or tramsfer of 
any property, or charged, removed, or concealed any property ; or 
(ill.) That the debt or liability in queatioii was contiacted or 
incurred by him, by or by reason of fraud, or false pretence, or 
breach of trust, ooiumitted by him ; or 

(iv) That forbearance thereof was obtained by him by fraud 
or false pretence ; or 
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(v) That the delit or liability wad wiiriilly miitriictcil or iii- 
eiUTod by him without hi« havui;.^ had at the .sanui time a reasmi- 
ublo expectation of being able to jiay or dibidiarge it , oi 

(vi) Was contracted or iiieiirred by liiiu by rGn.soii of any 
pro.seciitiou or proceeding whcreui ho was found guilty of any 
crime or offence, or by reason of any proceeding for libel, slander, 
assault, ba,ttory, adultery, seduction, breach of pruniise of marriage, 
malicious arrest, mabciou.s or frivolous and vexatious prosecution, 
lualiGious trespass, malicious in,]ury, or the malicious filing or 
[nosccutiou of a petitiou for adjudieatioii of insolvency or baiik- 
ruptcy,— 

thou and in any such case the Couit may, if it thinks fit, order 
t'.iai tlic person .summoned be committed to prison for any time 
not exceeding 40 days, and may issue a warrant for liis coniniit- 
nient accordingly. 

132. Ill places where there is no British piison, or no other 
place for the detention of a delitor in custody except tlie jirisoii 
of the Chinese ox Japanese authorifcie.s, the Court shall not 
commit the debtor if it appears that tlie last-meutiuned pinson is 
unfit, regard being had to the reqiureiuents of health and decency, 
for the confinement of a British subject under civil process 

1.33. Tlie expenses of the debtor’s maintenance iii prison must 
be defrayed in the first instance by the person prosecuting the 
decree or order, and may be recovered by bun in suuh a manner as 
the Court directe. 

Sucli expenses shall be estimated by the Court, and shall bo 
paid at such times and lu such manner as the Court directs. 

In default of paymeut the debtor may he discharged if the 
Court thinks fit. 

134 Imprisomneiit under such a wan-ant does not operate as 
a satisfaction or extingin.shnieiit of the debt ox liability to which 
the decree or order relates, or protect the person imprisoned 
from being anew summoned and imprisoned for auy new fraud 
or other default rendering him bahle to he iuipnsoued, or 
deprive the person prosecuting the decree or order of any right to 
have execution against his goods, as if there had not been sucli 
irnprisamueiit. 

135. Auy person so imprisoned, who pays the money liy the 
decree or order directed to be paid, or the instalments theieof 
payable, and costs remaining due at the time of lins cuminilment, 
and all subsequent costs and expenses, shall be discliaiged out of 
custody. 

1.36. On the hearing of any such summons a.s aforesaid, the 
Court, if it thinks fit, whether it make any order for the commit- 
ment of the person summoned or not, may rescind or alter any 
decree or order previously made ag.aiiist him lor the payment of 
money hy instalmente or otherwise, and make auy further or other 
order, cither for the payment of the whole thereof, forthwith, or by 
auy mstalnients, or in any other manner as the Court tluiiks 
reasonable and just. 
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H.L'fciitwH out of Jurisdiction. 

137. Ordinarily a wairant. oC exeoulion or ermnuitinout shall 
not he executed out of the ])aitit‘nliii' jurisdietiou u.xeopt uiiJor an 
order made for that purpo&p, on the reiiucst of tlio (Joiirt issuing 
the irarrant, by the Oourt ivitluu whose jurisdiction it i.s to he 
executed, winch Court may take such steps as if it had originally 
issued the wairant, hut shall iiltiiriately send any money produced 
by the execution or the person aiijirehended (as the ca,8o uuiy be) 
to the Court from which the wanant issued, to ha there dealt with 
accoidiiig to law. 

But whore the urgency or other peculiar circiinistaiiceFi of the 
case appear to the Court issiiiiio the warrant so to reipiire, the 
Court (for reasons to he recorded m the miirates of prucoediiigs) 
may order it to be exeoiitcd out of the particular jurisdiction, aud 
it may be so executed accordingly. 

Arrest. 

1,3S. Where the decree or order is one directing some act to be 
done other than payuieul of iiiouey, and the jiersuu directed to do 
the act refuses or neglects to do it according to the exigency of tlio 
decree or order, the peiNon prosecntiug the decree or order hIuiII bo 
uiiLitled to apjily to tin* Court Cor a warrant of arrest against tho 
disoliedient person. 

139. The Court shall, unless it rpor good reason to the. contrary, 
on the application of tlie ]>or.sou i)ro.sccuting the duereo or order, 
issue under the seal of the Court, a warrant of arrust direotud to 
a projicr officer who shall be thereby eiipiowcrcd to take tho body 
of the disobetlicut person, aud detain him m custody until further 
order. 


Seqnrdralion. 

140. In case the jierson against whom the warrant of arrest 
issues IS not and cannot be found, — or is taken and detained in 
custody niuler the wairaiit without ohoying the decree or order, — 
then the person prosecuting the decree or order shall be entitled to 
an order of setpiesLration against Ins property. 


Commitment for Disobedience. 

141, Where any person over whom the Court lias jurisdiction 
is guilty of wilful drsobedience to a decree or order, the person 
prosecuting the decree or order shall he entitled to apply to the 
Court for an order on the clhsohedient person to show cause why he 
should not be punished for the disobedience. The Court, unless it 
sees good reason to the contrary, shall on such application make 
an order accordingly. 

The Court shall not grant the order except on evidence on 
oath establishing such a case as, if nncoutradioted and nnex- 
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plained, would justify the iunnediateconiimimeiit of the disohodient 
person. 

A certified copy of the afliclavit or deposition on which the 
order is granted .shall he served on the jiarty to whom the order 
IS directed together witii the order, and he may file coiinter- 
affidavits. 

142, On the return day of the order, if the per, son to wlioin 
it IS directed does not attend and does not estahlLsh a sufficient 
excuse for not attending, and if tlie Court is satisfied that the 
order has been duly served, — or if he attends and does not 
show cause to the .satisfaction of the Court why he should not 
be pimi,s]icd for the disobedience, — the Court may issue a warrant 
for ins couimitinent to prison 

The Court may enlarge the time for tlie return of the order, or 
may, on the return of it and under circumstances which would 
strictly justify the immediate commitment of the person guilty of 
the disohedieuce, direct that the wnimnit for his conmiitiuont shall 
issue only alter a cavtmn time and in the event continued 

disobedience at that time to the decree or order in which 

he lias been guilty of disohodicuco. 1 

143. A person coiuinitted tor disohodienoo ’ a decree or 

order is lialile to bo detamed in custody iint'' e has obeyed 

the decree or order in all things that are lo iuimediatidy 

performed, and given such .security as the ( nL thinks fit to 
obey the other jiarts of the decree or ord (if any) at the 
future times tbereby ajijioiuted, — or in on of his no longer 
luiviiig the j)ower to obey lltc decree or oisle -tlii'ii until he has 
been imprisoned for such time or until ho Ir jaiid such fine as the 
Court directs. 


VI. — Tktekloctitort Proceedings. 

144 Interlocutory appdications may he made at any stage of a 
suit or proceeding. 

They shall be made either by motion or on application for a 
summons. 


Motions. 

1 45. Motions must he reduced to writing in the terms of the 
order soiiglit from the Court , and a motion shall not he enter- 
tained until the party moving has filed in the Court a written 
motion-paper distinctly stating the terms of the order sought 
(Form 8). 

The motion may in its terms ask for an order directing moie 
than one thing to he done, and may also be m an alternative form, 
asking that one or another order he made, so only that the whole 
order sought be therein suhslantially expressed. 

If the motion-paper contams any matter by way of argu- 
ment or other matter except the proper particulars of the 
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inotifHi iLsL'lf, the Court isliail cHroet the niotum-^iiqier to lie 
aiiieiulml, aud Hball make no otlior ordta- thereon until it im 
auioinlL-iil aeeordiugly, by tlio stiiking out of auoli argument or 
oilier mill ter. 

Tliore, shall be filed -with the motion-payer all affidavits on 
which the pcrsnii movni^ intends to rely. 

Np other evidence ouii bo used in support of the motion except 
by leavo of the Court. 

bTi^ paper aceoinpmiying the motion-paper other thmi an 
affidavit shall be received. 

14(1'. The person filing the motion-paper may then either move 
the Co\ii't while sitting, and on such days and at such times, if 
any, as ^re by the regulations of the Court appointed for hearing 
niotioim,Vor in cases of uigoncy at any time while the Court is sit- 
ting and nVit engaged m heariug any other matter, — or send a written 
npucst to Wie Court for au order according to the motion-paper, 
with such V'gumeiit stated in writing in support of his motion as 
he thiiiks fit 

147. Au notions shall ho made or parte- in the first instance, 
unless the C lit gives leave to give a notice of motion for a certain 
day. 

ltd. On. 'motion ffl porfe the party moving shall apidy for 
oilhor uu im 'iide id ..solute order of the Court in the temi.s of 
the luotioii-ptg on his own showing and cvideuco, or an order 
to the utlio-r p 'Y to iippear on a cerhiin day and show Ciiuse 
why an order s ild not ho made in the tonus of the iiiotiou- 
paper, 1 

Any party mo\ 'g in Court cx parte may support his motion 
hy argument addresaiid to the Court on tlie facts put in evidonco 
hy the affidavits filed; iii support of the motion; and no party to 
the suit or proceeding, although present, other than the party 
moving, shall he entitled to be then heard. 

149, On a motion coming on the Court may allow the motion- 
paper to he amended, 

It may allow additional evidence to he produced by affidavit or 
cleposilion. 

It may direct the motion to stand over. 

It may lefuse the motion 

It imiy make an order iu terms of the motion. 

Where an immediate order absolute is aslied, and the riglit 
thereto clearly ap^iears, it may grant sucli order 

It may grant au order to show cause why the order sought 
should not he made. 

It may allow a motion on notice to ho made. 

If the motion, as onginally framed, or as amended, is suh- 
staiitially divisible into two or more parts, it may divide tl'e .same, 
and deal in different ways with the separate parts tbeieof, as the 
case may require. 

If it appears to the Court on the evidence adduced in sup- 
port of the motion, o: on any additional evidence which the 
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Ciiiii't permifcH Lo lie addiiec'd in snpjioi't tliereof, tlial, llie iKii’fr 
iiiuiiiig IS euiiilcd to an ordoi' iibsoluk' or to .sliow o.ttiho 
ihUbrent from tlic order asked, and the [larty niovmg is williii” 
to take such dilTerent order the Coiui may so order accord- 
ingly. 

If he is not wdliiig to take such difleront order, the Court shall 
refuse the motion. 

150. Where an order is made on a motion ex 'parte, any party 
affected hy it may, within 7 days after service of it, ap[)ly to 
the Court by motion to vary or discliai’i’e it ; and the Court, on 
notice to the party obtaining the order, either may refuse to vary 
or discharge it, or may vaiy or clischargo it with or wiiliout 
i 11 ) jiiisiiig terms as to costs or security, or oilier things, as seems 
i ust. 

Orders to slioiv Cause. 

151. All order to show cause shall sjiecity a day when cause is 
to he siiowii, to be called the return-day fo the order, which shall 
ordinarily be not less than four days after service. 

A person served with an order to .show cause may, before the 
retuni-day, file affidavits in order to contradict the evidence used 
in obtaining the order, or .setting forth othoi’ fact.s on which he 
relies, to iiidncG the Court to discharge such order. 

On the return-day, if the persons served do not appear, in 
jicrsuii or by counsel or attorney, and it appears to the Court tlnit 
the .service on all proper jiartics has not been duly clfected, llio 
Court may enlarge the time, and direct further service, or make 
such other order as seems just. 

If the persons .servetl appear, or tlie Court is satisfied that ser- 
vice on all proper [larties has been duly effected, the Court may 
proceed with the matter. 

The Court may either discharge the order, — or make the same 
absolute, — or adjourn the consideration thereof, — ^or permit further 
atiidavits to be filed in support of or against tlie order,— and may 
modify the terms of the order so as to meet the merits of the 
cu.se,— and may make the order so modified absolute, — and may, if 
the order against which cause is shown is substantially divisible 
into two or more parts’, divide the same, and deal in different ways 
vitli the separate parts as seenm fit, and the Court, as pan of its 
order, may impose terms as to costs or other things on the parties, 
or any of them, as seems just. 


Summons, 

152 An interlocutory application for a summons need not lie 
made in writing, but may be made in person either by the appli- 
cant Idmsclf, or by Ins counsel or attorney 

n the Court considers that a siimiuons ought to be granted, it 
may issue a summons oulering the person to whom it is directed to 
attend at the time and place specified tliereui, either iii person or 
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by counsel or attorney, anJ briefly but, distinctly setting forth the 
nature ol' the particular upplication. 

The .suiiinioiiH isluill beheaded ui the suit or other proceeding 

On the return-day of tlie .suininons, if the per, son to whom tlio 
suininons is directed attends, or, in has absence, on proof nf service, 
the Court may, on the application of the person obtaining tlie 
simiuions, consider and deal with the application in a summary 
way. 

The Court shall take a note of the material evidence if taken 
vivci voce. 

The Court may adjourn the bearing of any summons when 
necessary. 


YII.— Avteal to Supreme Court. 

I . — In General. 

153 An appeal does not lie from an order made ex iparta. 

Aliy person aggriorod by such an order ninsL apply to the 
Court by wliicli it was made to vary or diseliargo it. 

154. Application for leave to appeal must be made to tlie 
Court whose dccisiou is to be ajipealed from, by motion, ex parte, 
ordinal ily within 7 day,s after the deci.sioii to be appealed from is 
given, but a ttcrwarcls by special leave of the Court. 

155. If leave Lo ajipeal is applied for by a person directed by a 
decree or order to pay money, or do any otlier act, the Uonrt below 
shall direct either that the decision appealed from be carriod into 
execution, or that the execution thereof be suspended pending the 
appeal, as the Court consider, s to be in accordance with substantial 
justice. 

If the Court directs the decision to be carried into execu- 
tion, the person in whose favour it is given shall, before the 
execution of it, give security to the satisfaction of the Court for 
the due performance of such order as the Supreme Court may 
make. 

If the Court directs the execution of the decision to be sus- 
pended pending tbe appeal, the person against whom the decision 
IS given shall, before any order for susjiension of execution, give 
security to the satisfaction of the Court for the due performance of 
such order as the Supreme Court may make. 

In aU cases security shall also be given by the appellant to the 
satisfaction of the Court, to an amount not exceeding 260 dollars, 
lor the prosecution of the appeal, and for payment of all fees 
and charges in the Court below and in the Supreme Court, and of 
all snob costs as may be awarded to any respondent by tbe 
Supremo Court 

If the last-mentioned security is given within 14 days after 
motion made for leave to appeal, then and not otherwise the 
Court below shall give leave to appeal, and the appellant shall be 
at liberty to prefer and prosecute his appeal accordingly. 
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Ill any case oilier than tlic cases liereiuhcfore clescribotl, llio 
Coiirl heloWj if it cousiclors it jnst or expedient (for reasons to be 
recorded in the nunuLe.s of proceedings) to do so, may give leave to 
appeal on the terms and in the tuaimcr aforesaid. 

156. Where there are more iiMntiffs than one an appeal cannot 
he [irospcutcd except liy all the plniiitilfs jointly 

Where there are more defenrlaiits than one, any one or more 
of them may prosecute an a^ipeal separately; but defendants 
severing iii appeal do so at the risk of costs if the severance is 
improper. 

157. The Supreme Court may req^uire any party to an appeal 
to appear personally before it on the hearing of the iqipeal, or on 
any occasion pending the appeal, otherwise peisonal appearance 
shall not be reipucite. 

158. It IS not open, as of right, to any party to an a[)peal to 
adduce new evidence in support of lits ongiiuil oa.se, bat a party 
may allege any facts essential to tbe issue that have come to 
his knowledge after the decision of the Court below, and adduce 
evidence in support of such aUpgatioiis ; and for the furtherance 
of justice the Supreme Court may, where it thinks lit, allow or 
reijuire new evidence to bo adduced 

169. The Uoiu'b below shall not, except for some special cause, 
talce upon itself the responsibility of the charge or of the traiis- 
mis.sion to the Supreme Court of original letters or dociinieuts pro- 
duced 111 evidence in the suit. 

Such original letters and documents shall be returned to the 
respectii'e parties producing the same, and only co[iies thereof duly 
certified shall bo transmitted in the apjieal record, 

I’lie respective parties must, however, be prepared to produce 
the originals, if rctpiired by the Supreme Court, before or at the 
lieurnig of the appeal 

160 Alter the expiration of 6 months from the date of a decree 
or order leave to appeal against it shall not be given by a Pro- 
vincial Court. 

Apjilication for leave to appeal must in that case be made to 
the Supreme Court, which shall grant such leave if, on consideration 
of all the circumstances of the case, it appears Just and expedient 
tliat ail appeal should be allowed, but not otherwise, and may im- 
pose siicli terms as to security and other things as seem just. 

lol. The foregoing llnles apply to suits for 250 dollars or 
up wards, with respect to which a right of appeal is given by the 
Order in Council under which these lUiles are framed, and shall 
also be applied, as far as may be, mulatis mutemdis, in cases where 
siiecial leave to appeal is applied for to a Provincial or the Supreme 
Court. 

162 An appeal from a decree or order made at the hearing of 
a suit shall be made by petition. 

Other appeals .shall be made by motion 
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li, — /'VdWi Bi'cm's or Onlrnt at Ilea ring. 

1G3. The npi)eUiUiL mnst file lu.s petition of nppoal in the Court 
Ix'low M'ltlun 14 days after leave to appeal is given. 

1G4, Tlie petition of appeal shall coutaui au exposition of the 
n]ipi'llaiit’s case a.s supported by evidence already before the Court, 
and by the record as it stands, and may not refer to any matter of 
fact not appearing by such record or evidence, or which may not 
by argnini'iit and inference he fairly deduced therefrom. 

It shall set forth the grounds of appeal, and the particulars in 
v/hieh the deciee or order appealed i'rom is considered by tlie 
appellant to he erroneous or defective, and shall pray that the 
siinio may he reveised or varied, and that the Court above may 
mate the particular order to which on the record and evidence as 
it stands the appellant conceives himself entitled, or such other 
order as the Court thinks jiust. 

It may contain any matter by way of arpuraeiit in support of 
the apjical. 

105. The petition of appeal shall he served on such persons as 
the Court directs. 

IGG. buy pL'i.son on whom the petition of appeal has been 
served iiuiy, witlihi 1+ days after service, lilc in the Court below 
an answer to the petition of ajipoal. 

The answer .shall contain an exposition of tlic reapniidciit’s 
case as sup))orle(l by the evideiice already before the Court, and 
by the record as it stands, and may not refer to any nuiticr of fact 
imt appearing by sucli record or evidence, or nut by argument and 
inference fairly deducible therefrom. 

It shall simply conclude with a demand that the appeal he 
dismissed. 

it may contain any matter by way of argument against the 
appe.d. 

1G7. Copies of the answer shall he furnislied by tho Court to 
such persons as it thinks fit. 

1G8 All matter of ohjectioii to any appeal, as being out of 
time, or on any grounds otlier than on the merits of the case itself, 
must he substantially raised by the party desiring to rely thereon, 
in and by the answer to the petition of appeal, and if not so 
raised, or where no answer is put in, no such objection shall he 
permitted to he raised at the hearing of the appeal 

109. The absence of an answer shall not preclude any person 
interested in supporting the decree or order from .supporting the 
same on the merits at the heaiing of the appeal 

170, On the expiiation of the time for an,swering, the Court 
below shall, without receiving any fmther pleading in appeal, 
make up the record of appeal, which shall consist of (1) the peti- 
tion, pleadings, orders, and piroceedings, and the decree or order in 
the suit, (2) a copy of all written and documentary evidence ad- 
mitted or tendered, and of the notes of the viva voce evidence, (3) 
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the potitiou or petition.'? ol appeal, and (4) the au.swor or answer, ?

172. The Supreme Court may from tune to time malce such 
orders as seem neces.sary I'or detei'iiuning the real question iii con- 
troversy between the parties, — and for that purpose may, a.s 
between the partie.s to tlie appeal, amend any defects or errors in 
the record of appeal, — and may direct the Court below to inquire 
into aud certify its finding on any question as bet ween .such partie.s, 
or any of them, which it may be uoccs,sary, or expedient to de- 
termine before final judgment in the appeal,— and geiiorally .shall, 
a? between the partie,s to tlie appeal, have as full anil ample juiis- 
dictioii over the whole suit a,g if the same had been instituted and 
prosecuted in the Supreme Court itself as a Court of first iu,stauuu 
liy parties subjeet^u its ordinary original jurisdietioii, — and may 
rehear the whole case, — or may remit it to tlie Court holow to ho 
reheard, or to he otherwise dealt witli as the Siqii’cino Court

173. The Supreme Court shall, on receiving the record of appeal, 
fix a day for the heaving thereof 

Snell day shall be fixed as will allow of the Court giving notice 
thereof tlirougli the Court below to the parties to the a[q)ca], and 
as will allow of the parties attending either in person or by counsel 
or attorney, if they or any of them desire to do so.

watch for and take notice of the day for the hearing of tho 
appeal. 


Ill — Not from Decfccs or Ovd&rs at Hearing. 

175 The appellant .shall file bis appeal motion-paper in tho 
Court below within 7 days after leave to appeal is given. 

He may at the same time file in the Court helow any argu- 
ment he desu’es to submit to the Supreme Court in .support of the 
appeal 
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The motion-paper and the avguuieiiL (if any) slmll ho served on 
such ])ersoiis ns the Uourl, du-ects. 

176. Any person so served may, within 7 days after service, 
file 111 the Goiiit below any ai'onmout he desires to siilmiit to the 
ynpreme Court against tlie appeal 

Copies of such last-mentioned argument (if any) shall he 
fiiriiishod by the Court below to such persons as it tliiiiks fit. 

177. On tlie expiration of the time fur filing .such last- 
mciitioiied argmneiit the Court below .shall make up the record of 
ajiiieal, which shall con.sist of (1) the petition and such portion of 
the jileadiiigs, orders, proceed) iig.s, and evidence a.s relate to the 
particular decision appealed from, with (2) the appeal motion-paper 
and any argument or arguments filed 

The reenrd shall be made up as on a])peal from a decree. 

17S. The Court shall not ennso notice to be mvoii to Llie parties 
of the day when the sippeal motion will bo disposed of, unless 
under special circiiin stances it tliinks fit to do &o. 

But when any party to the appeal motion notifies to the 
Supreme Court lirs dc.sire to attend iii person, or by counsel or 
attorney, when the motion is being disposed of lie shall he at 
liberty to do so, and the Court shall hear him, or his counsel or 
attorney, before disposing of the luotio-ir" 

VIII — SOMMAUY OllDKIlS BEFOllE SlIIT, 

17fi. Where the extreme urgency or other paTticular cii'ciini- 
stance.s of the case appear to the Court so to require, the Court 
may, on evidence on oath, without a petition having been pre- 
viously presented, make e.x parte an order of iniiinctioii, or an order 
to sequester money or goods, or to stop a pa.ssport, or the clear- 
ances of a ship, or to hold to bail. 

180. Before making such an order, the Court .slmll require the 
person applying for it to enter into a rocogidzaiice (with or witli- 
oiit a surety or sureties as the Court thinks fit), signed by the 
party applying (and his surety or sureties, if any), as a security 
for his being an.swerahle in danniges to the person ngaiust whom 
the order is souglit, or to give such other .security for tiiat purpose, 
by deposit or otherwise, as the Court thinks fit. 

181. Any such oider shall not remain in force more than 
24. hours, and shall at the end of that time wliolly cease to he in 
force, unless within that time a suit is regularly instituted by the 
person obtaining the order 

Any sucli order .shall lie dealt with in the suit us seems just. 

182. An order to hold to bail shall state the amount (includ- 
ing costs) for wliich bail is required. 

It shall be executed forthwith. 

The person arrested under it shall he entitled to be discharged 
from custody under it on bringing into Court the amount stated in 
tb.e order, to abide the event of any suit instituted, or on entering 
into a recognizance (with or without a surety or sureties, as the 
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Court tliiiiks fit), signed by Mm (and liis surety or sureties, if any), 
as a seonrity that lie will abide by and sutisl'y any decree or order 
of the Court in any suit instituted, or on giviug such other security 
foi that purpose, by deposit or otherwise, as the Court think.s fit 
The person arrested shall he liable to be detained in custody 
under the order for not more Ibuii 7 days, if not sooner dis- 
charged ; but the Court may, from time to time, on evidence ou 
oath, renew the order, so, however, that no person he kepit in 
custody under any simh order and renewed order or orders for a 
longer Lime in the whole than 30 days. 


IX. — PllOBATE AND ADMINISTRATION. 

Deposit of Will in lAfetivie. 

183. Aliy British snliject may in his lifetiiiie deposit, for safe 
custody, iu the Supreme or other Court his own will, sealed up 
under his own seal and the seal ol the Court. 

Fi'oceccluujs on Death. 

18-t. Tlie Supreme aurl every otlier Court aliall endeavour 
to ohtaiii, as early as may be, in rormatioii of the death of every 
British subject dying wiLliiii the jjivrticular jimsdiclion, and all 
such information respecting the ailairs of the deceased as may 
serve to guide the Court with respiect to the securing and adniiiiis- 
tratiou of his property. 

Oil receiving infuruiatioii of the death of a British subject the 
Court shall put up a notice tliere-of at the jilaco where its .sittmg.s 
are ordinarily held, and shall keep the same tliere until probate or 
admini.stratioii is granted, or rvliere it appe,ar,s to the Court that 
probate or administration will not be applied for, or cannot be 
granted, for such tune as the Court thinks tit, 

185 Where it is shown lo the satisfaction of the Supreme or 
other Court, that any paper purporting to be testamentary is in the 
possession or under the control of any person, the Court may, in a 
summary way, whether a suit or proceeding" as to probate or ad- 
mimstratioii is pending or not, order him (Borm 24) to produce and 
bring into Court such paper. 

Where it appears to the Supreme or other Court that there are 
reasonable grounds for believing that any person has knowledge of 
any paper purportnig to he te.stamenLary (although it is not shown 
to the satisfaction of the Court that the paper is in his possession 
or under his control), the Court may, in a summary way, — 
whether a suit or proceeding for probate or administration is 
pending or not, — order him to attend for the purpose of being 
examined respecting the same in open Court or on interroga- 
tories, and after examination to produce the paper and bring it 
into Court. 

Any person failing to attend or to be examined, or to produce

180. The Ootirt may, ol its owu motion, nr on tlio application 
of any pcraoii claiming an iutere.st under a will, give iiutice to tlie 
exocutor or executois(if any) tlieroin named, to come in and]irove 
the will or to renounce probate ; and the executors or executor so 
named, or sonio or one of them, must within 14 days after iiotiuo 
come 111 and prove or renounce accordingly. 

I — Probede ui' Ailnmndration in Gantral. 

IST. Probate (Form I!’) or letters of administration with will 
annexed (Form 14) shall not ).s.suo until after the lapse of 7 da^s 
from the death of the deceased, except undor the divoctiou of the 
Judge of the ynpreme Court or m case of great ui'geuey. 

Letters of aduiinistration (not with will annexed) shall nut 
issue (Form I.!) until after the lajivSe of 14 days from the death of 
the deceased, except niider the direction of tlio Judge of the 
Supreme Court or in case of great urgency. 

188. Where probate or adiunnsl.ratinn is, for l.ho first timo, 
applied for after the lajise of 3 years from the death of the. de- 
ceased, a grant shall not be made except under the direction of the 
Judge of the Siipromc Court. 

189. In any case a grant of probate nr administration may ho 
made by tlie Sipmune Coiui/, wheresoever in China or Jaiwu the 
deceased h<ad at tlio time of his dcatli his place of abode; but 
where the deceased had at the time of his death his lixed place of 
abode in the district of a Provincial Court, the ujiplicatioii fur tlio 
grant shall not he enteitaiued by the Supreme Court, except on 
the request of the Provincial Court. 

190. Where any disimlo or question arises ip relation to the 
grant or the application for it,-—or it appears to the Provincial 
Court doubtful whether or not the grant should be made, — the 
Provincial Court shall conmiuuicate with the Judge of the 
Supreme Court, who shall either direct the Provincial Court to 
proceed in the matter ^iccordnig to .such iiistrnotioi s as the Judge 
thinks fit, or may direct that no further proceeding he taken in the 
matter by the Provincial Court, but tliat any party concerned may 
apply for a grant to the Supreme Court it.self, 

191. The Provincial Court, hel'ore proceeding in the matter of 
any application, shall take care to asceitain that the deceased liad 
at the time of his death liis lixed place of abode in the district of 
the Court, and shall not for this pnrjiose comsider itself bound to 
rest .satisfied with such evidence as is offwed hy the person appily- 
ing foi the grant. 

192. The Court shall, where it deems it necessary, require 
proof, in addition to the oath of the execidor or administrator, 
of tliB identity of the deceased or of the party applying for the 
giant. 
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193, The Court shall take care to ascertain the value of the 
property of the deceased as correctly a,s circumstances admit. 

194, In no case aliall the Court allow probate or letters of 
aduiiiustration to issue until all inquhies which it .seems lit to 
institute have been answered to its satisfaction. 

The Court shall, however, aflord as great facility for the 
obtaining of probate or adminrstration as is consistent with due 
regard to the prevention of eiTor and fraud. 

195, In the folio-wing caaes of probate or administration, a 
grant shall not issue except from the Supreme Court, under the 
immediate direction of the Judge, namely . 

Probate, or administration with will annexed, wliere the will 
was executed before the 1st day of January, 1838, and there is no 
testamentary paper of a later date than tlie 31st day of Deceni- 
her, 1837; 

Probate, or administration -with will annexed, the will being 
simply an execution of a special power, or being the will of a 
inarried woman maile by virtue of a power ; 

Administration for the use or benefit of a minor or infant, or a 
lunatic or person of unsound mind ; 

Administration (with or without will annexed) of the pro- 
perty of a bastard dying a bachelor or spinster, or dying a 
widower oi‘ widow without issue, or of a person dying without 
known relative ; 

Limited administration ; 

Administration to he granted to a person not resident within 
Cliina or Japan. 

19(i, Eevocalion or alteration of a grant of probate or ad- 
ministration shall not he made except by the Supreme Court 
inider the immediate direction of the Judge. 

197. A notice to prohibit a grant of probate or administration 
(Porm 28) may be filed in the Supreme Court, or in any Provincial 
Court 

Immediately on such a notice being filed in the Supreme 
Court, a copy thereof shall be sent to the Court of the district 
(if any) in which it is alleged the deceased had at the time of his 
death his fixed place of abode, and to any other Court to which 
it appears to the Judge of the Supreme Court expedient to send 
a copy. 

Immediately on such a notice being filed in a Provincial 
Court, the Ooiirt shall send a copy thereof to the Supreme 
Court, and also to the Court of any other chstrict in which it is 
known or alleged the deceased had at the time of his death a place 
of abode. 

Such a uobieo shall remain m force for 3 months only from the 
day of filing, but it may be renewed from time to time 

Any such notice shaU. not affect any grant made on the day on 
which the notice is filed, or on which a copy of the notice is 
received, as the case may he. 

The person filing such a notice shah be warned by a warning 
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in writing, nnder the seal of the Ooiui (Form 29), being delivered 
at the place mentioned in the notice as the addre,es of the person 
filing the notice. 

After such a notice has been filed in a Provincial Court, or 
after a copy of ,such a notice has been received by a Provincial 
Court (as tiie case may be), tlie Provincial Court .shall not make a 
grant of probate or administration, but any grant shall be made 
only by the ^Supreme Court, under the immediate direction of the 
.rnclge. 

198. Notices in the nature of citations shall he given by puhli- 
catiuu in such newspapers, or in such other manner a,s the Court, 
m each case, directs. 

199. Suits respecting probate or adiiiinLStratioii shall he in.sti- 
tuted and conducted a,s nearly a,s may be in the .same manner as 
.suite for claims of 1 00 dollars and upward,? 

200. All original wills, oL' which probate or administration 
with will annexed is granted, .sliall be filed and kept in the public 
office of the Supreme or other Court from winch the grant issues, 
in such a uiaiiuer as to secure at once the due preservation and the 
convenient inspection of the same ; and no original will shall ho 
delivered out for any [nn-pose without the expre.ss and spi'cial 
direction, in writing, of the Judge of the Supreme Court. 

An official copy of the whole or of an}’ jiart oi' a will, or an 
official certificate of a grant of adininistnition, may bo obtained 
from the Supreme or other Court where the will lias been proved 
or the achninistration gi'aiited, on payment of the i)ro]jer fees. 

201. On the lat day of February and the 1st day of August 
in every year, every Provincial Court shall send to the Supreme 
Court — 

A list (Form 30) of the grants of probate and administration 
made by it up to the la,sL iireceding 1st day of January and 1st 
day of July respectively, and not included m any previous list ; 

And also a copy, certified by the Provisional Court to be a 
correct copy, of every will to which any such probate or adminis- 
tration relates. 

11 . — Probate and Adviinistratiwri, with IViU Anne„ml 

202. Ill the fnllownig rules respecting probate and administra- 
tion the expression “the proper officer” means, as to the provinces, 
the Consul-General, Consul, or Vice-Consul holding and forming 
a Court; as to the Supreme Court, such one of the officers 
attached thereto, as for the time being’ acts in matters of probate 
and administration by tlie authority and under the direction of 
the Judge. 

203. On receiving an application for probdte or for adminis- 
tration with will annexed, the proper officer must inspect the 
wiU, and .see wlietlier it appears to be .signed by the testator or 
by some other person in bis presence and by bis direction, and 
subscribed bv two witnessas, according to tlie provisions of the 
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Acts of Parliament 7 AVill. IV and 1 Viet., c. 26, sec. 9,* and 
15 and 16 Viet., c. 24, sec l,t and in no case may lie proceed 
further, if the "will does not appear to be so signed and sub- 
scribed. 

204. If the will appears to be signed by or for the testator and 
subscriheil by two witnesses, the officer must then refer to the 
attestation clause (if any), and consider whether the wording 
thereof shows the wiU to have been in fact executed in accordance 
with the provisions of the said Acts. 

206 If there is no attestation clause to the will, or if the 
attestation clause thereto is insufficient, the officer must require 
an affidavit (Iform 9) from at least one of the subscribing wit- 
nesses, if either of them is living, to prove that the will was in 
fact executed in accordance with the provisions of the said Acts, 

The affidavit must be engro,ssed and form part of the probate, 
so that the probate may be a complete document on the face of it. 

If on perusal of the affidavit it appears that the will was not 
in fact executed in accordance with the provisions of the said Acts, 
the officer must refuse probate. 

If on perusal of the affidavit it appears doubtful whether or 
not the will was in fact executed in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the said Acts, the officer must lay a statement of the 
matter before the Judge of the Supreme Court for his directions. 

* “ And be it t'nrtliei' enacted, that no \viU shall be valid unless it shall be in 
wiiting and exeouted in inaniiei' lioroinaftoi’ lueiitiuued j (that is to sey,) it shall be 
signed at the foot or end thoreof by (he testator or by some oilier person m bis pre- 
sence and by lus direction ; and suoli signature shall be made or aeknowledgod by 
the testator in I be proseuoe of btro or more witiiossas present al the same timo, and 
siioh witnesses shall attest and shall subscribe tlie will m the presence of the testator, 
hut no form of attestation ahull be necessary ” 

+ “ Wliore by an Act piaased in the first year of the reign of Her Majesty Queen 
Victoria, intituled ‘ An Act for the Amendment of the Laws with respect to Wills,’ 
It IS enacted, that no will shall be valid unless it shall be signed at the foot or end 
thereof by the testator, or by somo other person iu his presence, and by his du-eo- 
tion Every will shall, so tar only as regards the position of the Biguatiure of the 
testator, or of the person signing for him as aforesaid, be deemed to be valid within 
the said enactment, as explained by tliis Aot, if the signature shall be so placed at 
or after, or following, or under, or beside, or opposite to the end of the will, that it 
shall be apparent on the face of the will that the testator intended to give effect by 
such Ills signature to the wi iting simed as liia will, and that no suoli will shall be 
affected by the cirouinstanoe that the signature shall not follow or bo immediately 
after the foot or end of the will, or by the civoumatanoe that a blanlc apace shall 
intervene between the concluding word ol the will and the signature, or by the 
circumstance that the signature shall be placed among the words of the testimonium 
danse or of the clause of attestation, or shaU follow or be after or under the olause 
of attestation, either with or without a blanlc space intervening, or shall follow or 
be after or under or beside the names or one of the names of the snhsorihiug wit- 
nesses, or by the oiroumstance that the signature shall be on a side or jiage or other 
portion of the paper or p ipers containing the will whereon no clause or paragraph 
or disposing part of the will shall be written above the signature, or by the oir- 
oumatanee that there shall appear to be sufficient space on or at the bottom of the 
preceding side or page or other portion of the same paper on which the will is 
written to contain the signature ; and the emimerakoii of the above circnmstauoes 
shall not restrict the geneiality of the above enaotinontj but iio signature under 
the said Act or tins Act shall bo operative to give ofiecl to any disposition or 
direction wlucli is underneath or which follows it, uor shall it, give effect to any 
disposition or direction inserted after the signature shiill be made- ” 
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If both the subscribing witnesses are dead, or if from other 
circiiiustaucos no allidavit can bo obbiiuod [’roin either of them, 
resort must he had to other persons (if any) who were present 
at the exeontiou of the will ; hut if no alfidavit of any .such 
other person can be obtained, eyidence on oath must he pro- 
cured of that fact and of the handwriting of the deceased and 
of the subscribing witnesses, and also of any circumstances that 
may raise a pre.siimption in faTour of the due execution of the 
will, 

206, Tile officer shall not .allow probate of the will, or admin- 
istration with the will annexed, of any lilitid person, or of any 
obviously illiterate or ignorant person, to issue, unless he has 
previoiiiSly satisfied himself, by what appears on the face of the 
will or by evidence on oatli, tliat the will was read over to the 
deceased before its execution, or that the deceased had at that time 
knowledge of its contents. 

Where this iuforraation is not fortlicoining, the ollicer must 
coininuuioate with the Judge of tbo Bupieine Oourt. 

207. Having satisfied hiuiself that the will was duly executed, 
the officer must carefully inspect the same, to see wlioLliev there 
are any iuterlineations, or alterations, or erasiires, or ebhtevatinns 
appearing hi it and vecpiiring to he acconiitod for, 

TnLerlineaLlons and alterations are invalid unless they exi,sled 
in tho will at tlie time of its execution, or, if made iifterwards 
unless they liavo been executed and attested in the mode retiuived 
by the said Acts of Parliament, or unle,ss Uicy liavo been made 
valid by the rc-execuLiou of the will, or by the suhserpient execu- 
tion of some codicil thereto. 

Where interlineations or alterations apjieiu' in the will (iiiile,ss 
duly executed or recited in or otherwise identified by the attesta- 
tion clause), an affidavit or affidavits in proof of their having 
existed in the will before its execution, must he filed. 

In like manner, erasures and obliterations are not to prevail 
unless proved to have existed in the will at tlie time of its execu- 
tion, or unless the alterations thereby affected in tho will are duly 
executed and attested, or unless they have been made valid by the 
re-execution of the will, or by the .subsequent execution of some 
codicil thereto. 

If no satisfactory evidence is adduced as to the time when the 
erasures or obliterations were made, and the words erased or 
obliterated are not entirely effaced, and can, on inspection of the 
paper, he ascertained, tliey must form part of the probate. 

In every case of words having been erased which might have 
been of importance, an affidavit must be required. 

If reasonable doubt exists in regard to any interlineation, 
alteration, erasure, or obliteration, the officer shall, before proceed- 
ing further in the matter, communicate with the Judge of the 
Supreme Court for his directions. 

208. Where a will contains a reference to any deed, paper, 
niemorandura, or other document of such a nature as to raise a 
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([uestion -wheUier li onglit ox oiiglit not to form a consUUieut 
jmrt of the will, the ]n*oJuction of the deed, paper, or meino- 
raiidum, or otlier document must be re(pim-!d, with a view to 
ascertain whether or not it is entitled to probate ; and if not pro- 
duced the iion-produetiou of it niiist be accounted for by evidence 
on oath. 

Any deed, paper, memorandum, or other document cannot form 
part of a will or codicil, unless it was in existence at the time 
when the will or codicil w'as executed 

If there are any vestige,? of sealing wax or wafers or otlier 
marks on the testamentaiy paper, leading to the inference that 
some paper, memorandinn, or other document has been annexed 
or attadied thereto, tliey must be .satisfactorily accounted for by 
evidence on oath, or the proiluction of .such ))aper, meniuraiidum, 
or other document must be required, aud if not produced, the 
iiou-productioii of it must be aceoiiuted for by evidence ou natb, 

If doubt exists as to whether or not any sucli deed, paper, 
iiicmoraudum, or other docmnciit is entitled to ]irnbate as a con- 
stituent part of the will, the ollicer shall, before jiroceeding further 
ill the matter, comiminicate with the Judge of the, Supreme (Juiii't 
for his directions. 

209, The foregoing rules respecting wills a]i]}]y etpuilly to 
codicils 

210, Every will or copy of a will or other testamentaiy paper 
to which an executor or an admimsbrator with will aiuiexeil is 
sworn shall be marked by such executor or administrator and by 
the person before whom he is sworn. 

211. The ollicer shall take care that the copies of wills to be 
annexed to pmbates oi' letters of administration are fairly and 
properly written, and to reject those which are. not so. 

Ill , — Admimstration. 

212. The duties of the proper officer iu granting administration 
(not with will annexed) are in many respects the same as in cases 
of probate 

He shall ascertain the time and place of the deceased's death, 
and the value of the property to be covered by the administra- 
tion. 

21.3 Where an executor appointed in a will survives the 
testator, hut either dies without having taken probate or being 
summoned or called ou liy tlie Court to take probate, does not 
appear, his right in respect of the executorship wholly ceases, 
and the representation to the testator aud the administration 
of his effects w'ithout further renunciation go, devolve, aud may 
he committed iii like maimer as if he had not been appointed 
executor. 

214. Where administration is applied for by one or some of 
the next of km only, there being another or otlier next of kiu 
equally entitled thereto, the pioper ollicer shall require proof by 
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allidavit ihal notice nl' the apidioatinn 1ms Iktu giYen tn the otlusi' 
next ol' km. 

215. EvBi'y peraou to whom iicluunistmtion is granted shall 
give 1)011(1 (Forms 18, 111) with two or more rcsponsihle British 
subjects as .sureties, to the Judge of the Supreme Court, to ensure 
in favour of the .ludge for the time being, conditioned for duly 
eolleoting, getting in, and administrating the personal estate of the 
deceased. 

Where, however, the property is under the value of 260 dollars, 
one such surety only need be taken. 

The bond shall be in a penalty of double the amount under 
winch the personal estate of the deceased is sworn, unless the 
proper officer in any case thinks it expedient to reduce the amount, 
for reasons to be forthwith oeidified by him to the Judge of the 
Supreme Court. 

The proper officer may also, in any case, direct that more bonds 
than one shall be given, so as to limit the liability of any surety 
to such amount as the officer thmlts reasonable. 

21 6. The -Judge of the Supreme Court may, on application, in 
a summary way, and on being satisfied that the condition of any 
administratiou bond lias been broken, assign the same to some 
peiauii, who shall thereupon be entitled to sue on the bond in his 
own name, as if the same had lieen originally given to him instead 
of to the -Judge of tlia Supreme Court, -and shall be entitled tn 
recover thereon, as trustee for all persons interested, the full 
amount recoverable in respect of any breach of the condition oi' 
the bond. 


X. — Aebitbation. 

217. The following rules respecting arbitration apply ex- 
clusively to cases where the agreement for reference to arbitra- 
tion or submission to arbitration by consent is made a rule of 
Court 

218. Arbitrators shall make their award within one calendar 
month after they have entered on the reference or been called on 
to act by a notice in writing from any party, unless the docninent 
antiiorisiiig or making the reference contains a different hmit of 
time. 

219. The Court may, if it thinks fit, on reasonable notice to all 
parties, from tune to time enlarge the time for making the award 
for such time as it thinks fit, the reasons for such enlargement 
being recorded in the minutes of proceedings. 

220 An umpire may enter on the reference in hen of the arbi- 
trators, if the latter h^ve allowed Uieir time or their extended 
time to 6xpu?e without making an award, or have filed in the Court 
a notice ui writing that they cannot agree. 

221. The authority of an. arbitrator or umpire is not revocable, 
except by the Court. 

222. Where it appears to the arbitrators or umpire that any 
difficult questicu of law is involved in or raised by the facts as 
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finally ascertained by them or linn, they or he may, if it seein,s fit, 
state the award (as to the whole or any part theroot) in the form 
of a special ca,se for the opinion of the Court having jurisdiction in 
the iiiatter or of the vSupreine Court. 

The Court shall consider and deliver judgment on such case, 
and shall he at liberty to draw inferences of fact from the facts 
stated, and to amend the case or remit it for amendment by reason 
of any irregularity, mistake, or imperfection 

223. The arbitrators or umpire .shall have power to award how 
the costs of the refereiicp shall he home, in the whole or in part ; 
bnt any award as to costs shall not preclude the party or parties 
against whom costs are awarded from applying to the Court to 
tax the costs , and on such application the costs, including the 
remuneration (if any) of the ailiitrators and umpire, or any of 
them, shall be taxed at a reasonable rate hy the Court, and the 
Court .shall make such order regarding the oost.s of taxation as 
justice requires. 

224. Every award must he in writing, signed by the arbitrators 
or umpire inakiug the same. 

It must rontam a conclusive finding, and may not find on the 
contingency of any matter of fact being afterwards .substantiated 
or deposed to 

It must comprehend a finding on each of the several matters 
referred 

Arbitrators or an umpire may, however, from time to time, 
make several awards on several parts of a matter or on several 
matters referred, an as the latest of the awards is made within the 
time limited 

225. The arbitrators or umpire making an award shall, within 
the time limited, deposit the award in the Court, enclosed in a 
sealed envelope, and endorsed with the names of the parties to the 
rcfei'enee, and the anioiiiit claimed hy the aibitrators and umpire 
for remuneration. 

Notice of the award having been deposited shall be given hj' 
the Court to the parties, who .shall he at liberty to read the award, 
and to have copies of it on payment of the proper fees. 

226. Any person iuterested may witliiii seven days after notice 
of the award apply to the Coui’t by motion to prevent the award, 
or any specified part of it, being carried into effect. 

22'7. If no such motion is made, the Court shall proceed, on 
reasonable notice to all parties, to make such order For carrying 
into effect the award, or any part thereof, and as to costs and other 
things, as seem just. 

228. The Court shall have power at any time, and from time to 
time, to remit the matters referred, or any of them, to the recon- 
sideration and redeterraination of the arbitrators or umpire, on such 
terms as to costs and other tilings as seem just 

229. The Court shall not refrain from carrying an award 
into effect merely on the ground of irngnlarity in the submis- 
sion, or during the reference, where such ir’’egularity has not 
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been aubatantially iirejiulieial In tlie ])arLy 6]i]jlying agaiiisl, llie 
award. 


XI. — Afridayits and otheb Evidbnoic, 

Affidavits. 

230. Every affidavit used m ilie Coiirl, must be either in English, 
or in the usual and familiar language of the witness swear- 
ing it. 

An affidavit in any language other than English must be 
accompanied by a sworn translation into English, procured by and 
at the expense of the per, son using the affidavit. 

231. Every affidavit sworn before any Briti.sli judicial or Con- 
sular officer in China or Japan, in the matter of any suit or other 
proceeding in Her Majesty’s Courts in China and Japan, must he 
headed in the Court, and in the suit or proceeding lu which the 
affidavit is to be used. 

It ma,sL state tlie full name, trade or pvol'ossinn, address and 
nationality of the witueas. 

It may he in the first or in the third person, and may bo 
divided into convenient paragraphs uumhered cmiHecntively. 

232. Every affidavit used in the Court ninsL contain only a 
statement of facts and oirciuustancos, to which the witno,ss 
swears, cither on his own jiorsoual knowledge, or from informa- 
tion which he believes to bo true. 

it must not contain any extraneous matter, liy way of objec- 
tion, prayer, or legal argiuuciit or conclusion; and every stiite- 
meiit must be as brief and positive as may bo consistent witli 
proper fulness and with truth. 

The matter of fact sworn to, whether in affirmation or denial, 
if within the knowledge of the witness, must he sworn to posi- 
tively and certainly. 

Where a witness swears to his belief in any matter of fact, 
,sn.ch relief arising from any source other than his own personal 
knowledge, he must set forth explicitly the facts and circumstances 
forming the ground of his belief. 

Where the belief in the truth of the matter of fact sworn to 
arises from information received from another person, the name of 
such person must be stated, and such pai'ticulars must be given as 
to the informant, and as to the time, place, and circumstances 
of the information, as may afford means to other parties to verify 
or contradict the same. 

233. Where an affidavit is to be sworn before a British judicial 
or Conaulai officer in China or Japan, any erasure, interlineation, 
or alteration, made before the affidavit is sworn, shall he attested 
by tlie officer, who shaU. affix his signature or initials in the 
margin immediately opposite to the erasure, interlineation, or alter- 
ation. 

Where there are many erasures, interlineations, or alter- 
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ations, so that the affidavit proposed to he sworn i,s illegible, or 
difficult to read, or is in the judgment of the officer before whom 
it is proposed to be sworn so written as to give anj facility for 
being added to or m any way fraudulently altered he may 
refuse to take the affidavit in its existing form, and may recpiire 
it to be re-written in a clear and legible and unobjectionable 
maimer. 

234. An affidavit sworn before any British judicial or Con- 
sular officer, authorised to take affidavits,— before any Judge, 
Officer, nr other per, son in the United Kingdom, or m any British 
colony or possession, authorised to take affidavits, — before any 
Mayor or other magistrate in any foreign country authorised to 
administer an natli, — or in the case of a foreigner in China or 
Japan before Ins own proper Consular or other authority, — may 
he used m the Court. 

2.3,1. All affidavit may be used, notwithstanding it is defective 
111 form according to these Eules, if the Court is .satisfied that it 
has lieen sworn before a peraoii duly authorised, and that its form 
is 111 accordance witli the law and eiLstoni of the place where it is 
sworn. 

236. An affidavit shall not be admitted which is proved to 
have been sworn before a person on wliose behalf the same i.s 
offered, or before his attorney, or before a ])avtucr or cleric of his 
attorney, 

237. Every affidavit sworn before a Britisli judicial or Coii- 
snlar officer in China or Japan must he signed by tlie witness ; 
or in case the witness cannot write Ins name, his mark must lie 
subscribed; .such signature or mark to he made m the presence of 
tlie officer, 

238. The jurat sliould he written witliont interlineation or 
erasure, immediately at the foot of the affidavit, and towards the 
left side of the paper, and must be signed hy the judicial or Con- 
sular officer before whom the affidavit is sworn, and be sealed with 
the seal of the Court of which he is an officer, or with Ms Consular 
or other official seal (as tlie case may be). 

It must state the date of the swearing of the affidavit, and 
the place where it was sworn. 

It must state that the affidavit was sworn before the judicial 
or Consular officer. 

Where the witness is blind or ilEterate it must state that 
fact, and that the affidavit was read over to him in the presence of 
the officer, and that the witness appeared perfectly to under- 
stand it 

Where the witness cannot write his name, and therefore suli- 
senbea his mark, the jurat must state those facts, and that the 
mark was made in the presence of the officer. 

Where two or more persons join in making an affidavit, their 
several names must be wiitteu in the jurat, and it must appear 
hy the jurat that each of them has been sworn to the truth of 
the .several matters stated hy him in the affidavit. 
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289, Thp jnclioial ov {lon.^ulav offioer huihL iidI nllow aii 
afficla’vit, when onoe rwoto, Id he allored in imy imtmiov whatever 
without heiiio re-sworu. 

If the jurat has been added niul .signed, a new jurat must bo, 
added if the affidavit is re-sworu ; and in the luuv jurat lueution 
must he made of the alteration. 

Any officer lieforo whom an affidavit is proposed to ha re- 
sworn after alteration may refuse to allow tlie same to lierc-swoni, 
and maj’,, in lieu thereof, leipiue tlie witimas to make a fresh 
affidavit, 

21:0. A defeotive or evroneoua affidavit may he amended and 
re-3woru, by siieoial leave of the Oourt in whicli it is to be rrsod, 
on suoh term.s as to tune, costs, and other tilings, a,s seem just. 

241 Where an affidavit used ui the Court is not iii accordance 
with these rules, the Omni may make such order resjieetiug the 
costs of, or connected with, the affidavit as seems just, 

242. Before au affidavit is used in the Court, the original 
affidavit must be filed in the Oourt , and the original or an office 
copy thereof (that is, a copy sealed with tlie .seal of the Court 
as evidence of its being a correct cojiy, and either made under 
the dircotioii of the Court or produced to tlio Court for examina- 
tion and scaling) .shall alone lie recogni.scd for any pmpose in the 
Court. 


Otlm‘ Emknce. 

243. On the hearing of any intorlooiitoiy or other application 
ill a suit or matter, the Court may, if it thinks it Jiiat and oxjie- 
dient, for reasons to he recorded in the minutes of proceedings, 
summon a British subject to attend to produce documents lieforo 
it, or to be examuied, or to he cross-examined and re-examined, 
vivd voce, by or before it, in like manner as at the hearing of a 
suit. 

Such notice as the Court in each case, according to the 
circumstances, considers imsonable shall be given to the person 
summoned, and to such joecsoiis (parties to the suit or proceeding 
or otherwise mtere.sted) as the Court considers entitled to inspect 
the documents to be produced, or to examine, cross-examine, 
or re-exaniine the person summoned, or to he present at his 
examination, cross-examination, or re-examination, as tlie case 
may be. 

The. evidence of a witness on any such examination, cross- 
examination, or re-examination shall be taken m like manner, as 
nearly as may be, as evidence at the hearing of a suit. 

244. Where the circumstances of the case appear to the Court 
so to require, for reasons to be recorded in the minute.3 of pro- 
ceedings, the Court may, m like manner, take the evidence of any 
witness at any time in the course of the proceedings in. tiny suit or 
application as preparatory to the hearing of the suit or application, 
and the evidence so taken may be used at the hearing of the suit 
or application, saving just exceptions, 
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The evidence shall he taken in like inannei', as neaily as may 
ho, as evidence at the licaring of a suit, and then the note of the 
evidence shall he read over to the witness and tendered to him 
for .signature ; and if he refuses to sign it, the (Jonrt shall add a 
note of his refusnl, and the evidence may he used as if ho had 
signed it. 

lld.h Evidence may bo taken in like manner on the apjilioation 
of any person, before smt instituted, where it is shown to the 
satisfaction of the Court on oath that the person applying has 
good rensou to apprehend tliat a suit will be institiiteil against 
him in the Court, and that some person, within the particular 
jurisdiction at the time of application, can give material evidence 
respecting the subject of the apprehended suit, but that he is about 
to leave the particular jurisdiction, or that from some other cau.sc 
the person applying will lase the benefit of his evidence if it be 
not at once taken. 


Wifnens dead, imaw, or not appearing. 

246. Where any person who might give evidence in any 
suit or matter is deail or insane, or unavoidably absent at the 
time his evidence might be taken, or for any reason considered 
siiffioieut by the Court cannot appear to give evidence in tlie 
suit or matter, the Ooiirb may, if it thinks fit, receive proof of 
any evidence given by him in any former judicial proceeding ; 
provided that the .subject matter of such former judicial pro- 
ceeding wa.s substantially the same as that of the existing suit, 
and that the parties to the existing suit wore parties to it or 
hound by it, and m it Iiad cross-examined or had an opportunity 
of cros.s-examimng the witne.ss of whose evidence proof is so to be 
given. 


Oath. 

247 On any occasion the Court may, if it thinks it just and 
expedient for reasons to be recorded in the minutes of proceedings, 
take without oath the evidence of any person objecting on grounds 
of conscience to take an oath, — the fact of the evidence having 
been so taken without oath being also recorded in the minutes of 
proceedings. 


Admission of Documents. 

248. Where all parties to a suit are competent to make ad- 
missions, any party may call on any other party by notice filed in 
the Court, and served under order of the Court, to admit any 
document, saving just exceptions. 

In case of refusal or neglect to admit, the costs of proof of the 
document shall be paid by the party refusing or neglecting, what- 
ever he the result of the cause, unless the Court is of opinion that 
the refusal or neglect to admit was reasonable. 
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No cosl,H of proof of any doonuiciul, .shall ho allowed iiulesH 
Hiicli iioUne has ItCL'ii j'ivuii, uxce])!. in oases whore (lie ouiissioii to 
jlivii the iioUee, has ui the 0 ])iuion of Uie (haul iiroihieovl a saNdufi 
of e\peuH(‘. 


XIL — Misgellaneoos Peovisions. 

Jttm'Mi/s aiul jLgrnts. 

249. Every ]icr3oii doing any act or lalcino any proceeiling in 
the, Court as plaintitf, or otherwise, must do ,so in his own name 
and not otherwise, and either by himself in by his attorney, pro- 
curator, or agent thereunto lawfully authori.scd in writing. 

250 Where sucli act is done or proceeding taken by an 
attorney, procurator, or agent, the power of attoruoy, or iustrumeiit 
eonstitutiiig the procurator or agent, or an imtheuticated copy 
thereof, imi.st bo filed in the Court hel'ore or at the commonoemeut 
of the proceedings. 

Where the authority is a}iecial and has rofoionco only to the 
purtioular proceeding to be taken, the original dooninent ihself 
must bo Hied 

Wlioiv (lie iniilioiity is gmioral or liiis rol'oionce to otlier 
matters in wliicli the attorney, ])roeiirntoi', or agent is euii»owered 
to act, an aiitlioiituiated copy of siieli doouiiieut may be lilud. 

Tlie aatlioi’ity, whetlior genera] in R]»eoial, must lie distinct ami 
clear, so us to satisfy the Court tliat Uio ])evst)ii inol'es.siiig to act 
tiioreon lias such authority as lie claims to I'xereise,. 

251. Any poraon doing any act or taking any iiroiieeiling in 
the Court iii the name or on helialf of auotlipr peiwm, not being 
lawfully authorised tlicreimto, and knowing himself not to ho so 
authorised, is guilty of a contoinpt of Court. 

Proceedings ly or against Parinersliiijs. 

252 Proceedings by or on behalf of or agaimst a partnership 
solely or jointly must be taken in the .several names of the partners 
as individuals, and not in the name of the firm or otherwise,* 

Plaintiff out of Jurisdiction. 

263. Wlieie a plaintiff, whetlier suing alone or suing jointly, is 
out of the jurisdiction of the particular Court, or is only tem- 
porarily resident within it, he must file in the Court, at or before 
the commencement of proceedings, a written statement of a lit 
place within the jurisdiction where notice or process may be served 
on him, 

He must also give security for costs and fees by deposit, or by 
bond ill the penal sum of 500 dollars. 

The Court may at any time during the suit or proceeding,

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either on its own motion or on the .ap-jilicatinii of any clefendiint, 
order liiiu to yive I’urthcr or better security I'or costs and feos, and 
may direct proceedings to be stayed m the lueanwliile. 

Service. 

264, Service of a petition, notice, .suinmoM, decree, order, or 
other dneunrent q£ which service is required by these Enles, or 
according to the course of the Court, shall be made by an officei of 
tlio Court, unle.ss in any case the Court think, s fit uthenvise to 
direct ; and service shall not be valid miless it i,s made under aii 
order of the Court (iii writing under the seal of the Court), which 
may he either indorsed on or .subscrihed or annexed to the docu- 
ment to be served. 

266. Unless in any case the Court thinks it just and expedient 
otherwise to direct, service shall he peisoiial, — that is, the clocii- 
luent to be served .shall, together with the order for service (in- 
dorsed, subscribed, or annexed), be delivered into the hand,s of the 
person to be served. 

256, Where it appears to the Court (either vvitli or without 
any attempt at personal semce) tliat for any reason personal 
.service cannot l)e conveniently effected, the Court may order that 
service be effected either — 

(].) By delivery of Uie document to bo soi’voil, togetlior with 
the order fur service, to ,soiuo adult iiimato at tlie usual or last 
known ])lace of abode or bu,sine.ss witliiii the parbicular jurisdiction 
of the person to be served ; or 

(ii.) By dehvevy thereof to some agent witliiu the piirtioular 
jurisdiction of tlie person to he .served, or to some other jierson 
within the particular jmisdictioii through whom it appears to the 
Court there is a reasonable probability that the documeub and 
order served will come to the knowledge of the person to be 
served; or 

(ill ) By advertisement in some newspaper circulating within 
the particular jurisdiction ; or 

(iv.) By notice put up at the Court, or at some other place of 
public resort witliiu the particular’ jui'isdietion, 

267. Ordinarily, service shall not be made out of the partioulai 
jurisdiction, except under an order for that purpose made by the 
Court within whose jurisdiction service is to be made, which order 
may he made on the reijiiest of any other Court, and shall in each 
case direct in which of the modes above-meutioued service is to he 
effected. 

Where, however, the urgency or other peculiar circumstances 
of the case appear to any Court so to require (for reasons to be 
recorded iii the minutes of the piroceedings), the Court may order 
that service be made out of the particular jurisdiction. 

268 An y order for service may be varied from time to time 
with respect to the mode of service directed by the order, as 
occasion requires. 
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■269. Service of a doonuieiit not required Lobe served perwonally 
mil at be made before 5 o’clock in the evening. 

If made after that hour on any day but Saturday, it shall be 
considered as made on the followhig day. 

If made after that hour on Saturday, it shall be coirsidored as 
made on the following Monday. 

260. No service in a civil suit shall be made on Sunilay, 
Christmas Day, or Good Fi-iday. 


Ahseoruling Defendant. 

261. Where the Court is satisfied by evidence on oath that 
there is good reason to believe that a defendant means to abscond 
in order to avoid the process of the Court, after suit or other pro- 
ceeding instituted, the Court may make an order to hold him to 
baQ, and may require of him such security as seems fit fur his re- 
luaiiung witlihi the particular jurisdiction, and abiding and per- 
forming by any decree oi' order to be made in the suit or 
proceeding, and for costs and fees. 

Costs. 

262 The co.sLa of the whole suit and of each ])ai'ticnlar pro- 
ceeding therein are in the discretion of the Court ; but the Court 
shall not order the successful party in a .suit Lo pay to tlie un- 
successful party the costs of the suit generally, although the Court 
may order him, notwithstanding his success in the whole suit, to 
pay the costs occasioned by any particular proceeding therein, 

263. The Court may, if in any case it seems 6t, require any 
party to any suit or proceeding, either at the cnnimcncement or at 
any time during the progress thereof, to give security for costs, to 
the satisfaction of the Court, by deposit or otherwise. 


Paupers. 

264. The Court may admit any peraoii to sue m formd pmperis 
on being satisfied of his poverty and that he has primd facie a case 
proper for some relief in the Court , and may admit any person Lo 
defend in formd pauperis on being satisfied of his poverty. 

265. If in any case the Court thinks fit to assign a counsel or 
attorney to assist a person admitted to sue or defend in formd 
pauperis, the counsel or attorney so assigned may not refuse his 
assistance, unless he satisfies the Court of some good reason, for 
refusing. 

206 If a pauper gives or agrees to give any fee, profit, recom- 
pense, or reward for the despatch of his business in Court he shall 
be deemed guilty of a contempt of Court, and be shall also be 
forthwith dispaupered, and shall not be afterward, s admitted again 
ill that suit to sue or defend in formd pauperis. 

267, A person admitted to sue or defend in formd pauperis 
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may be dispaupered liy orfer of tlie Court, on its appearing tliat lu; 
was uot when admitted, or no longer is, of suffioicut poverty, or 
that he is abusing his privilege by vexatious proceedings. 

(JcnupiitatioH of Time. 

268. Where by these rules, or any sjiecial order, or the courso 
of the Court, any limited tune from or after any date nr event i.3 
appointed or allowed for the doing of any act or the taking of any 
proceeding, and such time is not limited by hours, the computation 
of such limited time does not include the day of such date or of 
the happening of such event, but commences at the beginning of 
the next following day, and tlie act or proceeding must be done or 
taken at the latest on the last day of such limited time according 
to such computation. 

269. Where the limited time so appointed or allowed is less 
than 6 days, the following days shall not be reckoned in the com- 
putation of such time, namely, Siuidays, (rood Friday, Monday 
and Tuesday in Easter week, Christmas Bay and the day next before 
and the clay next after Christmas Day 

270. Where the time for the doing of any act or the taking of 
any ]irooeediug e.xpircs on one of the days la.st mentioned, the act 
or proceeding shall be considered as done or talcen in duo time, if 
clone or taken on the next day afterwards tliat is not one of the 
last-mentioned days 

271. The day cm winch aii order that a ])lnintlfr do give 
security tor coat.s is servoil and the time thencernrward until 'and 
including the day on whieli .such .security is gi, mi. shall not be 
reckoned in the computation of tho time allowed to a defendant 
for putting in his an.swer 

Supplemental StatemeuL 

272. Facts or circumstances occurring after the institution 
of a suit may, by leave of the Court, be introduced by way of 
amendment into the petition or answer (as the case may re- 
quire) at any stage of the proceedings, and the Court ' may 
make such order as seems just respecting the proof of such 
facts or circumstances, or for afifording all parties concerned leave 
and opportunity to meet the .statements so introduced 

Death of Party or other Change 

273. Where, pending a_smt, any change or transmission of 
interest or liability occurs in relation to any party to the suit, or 
any party to the suit dies or (being a woman) marries, or the suit 
is m any other way rendered defective or incapable of being carried 
on, any person interested majq on motion e,r parte, obtain from the 
Court such order as is requisite for curing the defect, or enabling 
or compelling proper parties to carry on tlie proceedings,

Poiocr of Court as to Time. 

27(1. Nothing in these rule.s .sliall all'cci the i)owor of the Court 
(Cor roa,suns to be recorded in the iuinute.s of jiroceodiugs) to 
enlarge or ahridgo the time appointed or allowed for tlio doing of 
any aet oi’ the taking of any jji'oceeding on such terms (if any) as 
justice requires. 

277. Where the Court is by these rules or olhorwi.so autho- 
rised to appoint the tune for the doing of any acl. or tlie talcing 
of any proceeding, or to enlarge the tune appointed or allowed 
for that purpose by tliese rules or otherwise, the Court may 
further enlarge any time so appointed or enlarged by it on such 
terms (if any) as seem just, proi^ided that the application for 
further cnlaigeiiient is made before the expiration of the time 
already allowed, and that such fiii ther ciilai'geinent appears to the 
Court (for reasons to he recorded in the minutes of proceedings) to 
he required for the purposes of justice, and not to he sought merely 
for delay, 


Guardian for Fwrfoses of Suit. 

278. Where on default made hy a defendant in answering or 
otherwise defending the suit after due service of the petition, it 
appears to the Court that he is an infant or a person of weak or 
unsound mind (not so found hy inquisition), so that he is unable 
of himself to defend the suit, the Court may, on the application of 
the plaintiff or of its own motion, appoint some fit person to be 
guardian of the defendant for the purposes of the suit, by whom 
he may defend the same. 

But no such order shall be made except on notice, after expira- 
tion of the time for answering, and 4 days at least before the day 
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named in the notice for the hearing of the application, or for the 
Court proceeding (as the case may be), served on or left at the 
dwelling-house of the person with whom or under whose care the 
defendant was at the time of service of the petition, and also, in 
the case of an infant not residing with or under the care of liis 
father or guardian, served on or left at the dwelling-house of such 
father or guardian, unless the Court thinks fit in any case to dis- 
pense with such last-mentioned service. 


XIII.— CiUMiNAi Matters.* 

I. — In Crm&ral. 

279. In the following rules (under the heading “ Criminal 
Matters ”), as far as they relate to the Supreme Court, the expres- 
sion '' the Court ” means or includes (as the case may require) any 
officer of, or person attached to, the Supreme Court lioiii time to 
time authorised to exercise or assist in the exercise of any part of 
the criminal jurisdiction of that Court. 

280. A person making a criminal charge (Honn 31) against 
another before the Supreme or other Court must do so in person 
or by attorney or counsel, or an agent lawfully thereunto autho- 
rised. 

281. In every case, whether the charge is or is not such as 
must or may be heard and determined in a summary way, the 
Court shall proceed, if the accused is not already in custody, either 
hy way of summons to him (T’orm 32), or hy way of warrant for 
his apprehension in the first instance (Form 33), according as the 
nature and circumstances of the case require. 

Summons 

282. For the issuing of a summons the charge need not be put 
in writing or be sworn to unless the Court so directs. 

A summons shall be served by the delivery of it to the person 
summoned personally, or if lie cannot be conveniently met with 
then by its being left at lus usual or last known place of abode or 
business within the particular jurisdiction. 

The person effecting service must attend at the time and place 
mentioned in tlie summons to prove seiwice, if necessary. 


Wairant. 

283. If the person summoned does not obey the summons the 
Court may (after proof on oath of due service of the summons) 
issue a warrant for his apprehension (Form 34). 

Notwithstanding the issuing of a summons, a warrant (Form 33) 
may be. issued at any time before or after the time appointed in the 
summons for the appearance of the accused. 

* See also Buies, 7tli NoTember, 1878, Pafje 617. 
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A warrant, shall not, he i.sHiied in the fir, si, hustauce unl8«,s I, ho 
eliargo ia ui writing, on the oath of the poraoii laying the ehnrge, or 
of .some witness, 

A warrant need not he made returnable at uii)' ]iai'iieular time, 
but may remain in force until executed. 

It may be executed by the apprehension of the ac!eu,sed at any 
place within the particular jurisdiction, and in case of fre.sh pursuit 
it may be executed at any place iii another Oonsuhir district, 
witliout any application to the Court of that district. 


Search Warrant 

284. 'Where positive proof or probable .suspicion is shown to 
the Court by evidence on oatli that any thing 011 , by, or in re,spect 
of which a criine or olleuce cognizable by the Court has been coni- 
niitted is in any house or place over which, by reason of the 
nationality of the occupier thereof, the Court has jurisdiction, the 
Court may issue a warrant to search the house or place, and if 
any thing searched for is found, to seize it, and apprehend the 
occu])ier ol' the house or place. 

The warrant shall ho directed to some ollicer by name, who 
alone shall l)e intrusted with its execution, hut he may he accom- 
panied by any person or persons necessary to assist him in his 
aoarcli. 

A general warrant to search .shall not be granted, Init the 
particular lionae or place must he indicated iu it. 

If the house or place is closed, and the ollicer i.s denied admis- 
sion, after demanding admission and disclosing his ttuthurity and 
the object of liis visit, it may he ibroed open. 

Where there is probable suspicion only, the warrant must he 
executed iu the day time ; where there is positive proof, it may he 
executed m the night tune 


Witnesses. 

285. Where it is shown to the Court, on oath, that any British 
subject within the particular jurisdiction is likely to give material 
evidence, either for the prosecution or for the defence, and will not 
voluntarily attend to give evidence at the preliminary exainiiiatiou, 
or in snminaiy cases at the hearing of the charge, the Court shall 
issue a summons (Bonn 35) for his attendance. 

286. If the person summoned does not obey the summons, 
and does not excuse his failime to the satisfaction of the Court, 
then (alter proof on oath of due service of the summons) the 
Court may issue its warrant (Form 36) to compel his attendance. 

287. 'Where it is shown to the Court, on oath, that any British 
subject within the paiticulai' jurisdiction is likely to give material 
evidence, either for the prosecution or for the defence, and that it 
is probable he will not attend to give evidence at the prelimuiary 
examination, or in summary cases at the hearing of the charge, 
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unless compelled to do so, then instead of issuing a summons the 
Court may issue a warrant (Form 3*7) in the first instance 

288. If, on the appearance of tlie person summoned, either in 
obedience to a suuimons, or on being brought up by virtue of a 
warrant, he refuse.? to take an oath, or, having taken an oath, to 
answer any f[uestion put to him, and does not excuse his refusal to 
the satisfaction of the Court, then the Court may, by warrant 
(Form 38), commit him to prison, there to remain for not more 
than 7 days, unless he in the meantime consents to answer duly 
on oath 


Issumff, &c., of Warrant on Sunday or Holy-day. 

289. A warrant for apprehension or commitment or other pur- 
pose, or a search warrant, may be is.sned and may be executed on 
a Sunday, Good Friday, or Christinas Day, as well as on any other 
day, where the urgency of the case so requires. 


II. — Proceedings ly Preliminary Uxcmination and Indictment. 

290. The following rules (under the^suh-heading “ Proceedings 
by Preliminary Examination and Indictment ”) apply exclusively 
to oases where the charge is to be heard and determined not in a 
summary way. but on indictment. 

Preliminary Eamnination. 

291. Where the accused comes before the Court on summons 
or warrant, or otherwise, the Court, before committing him to 
prison for trial, or admitting him to bail, shall, in Iiis presence, 
talce the depositions on oath (Form 39) of those who know the 
facts and circumstances of the case, and shall put the same in 
writmg. 

292. The accused shall be at liberty to put questions to any 
witness produced against him, and the statements of any witness 
in answer thereto .shall form part of that witness’s deposition 

293. The deposition of each witness shall be read over to the 
witness, and shall he .signed by him. 

294. If on the trial of the accused it is proved on oath that any 
person whose deposition has been taken is dead or is so ill as not 
to he able to travel, and tliat his deposition was taken in the 
presence of the accused, and that he or his counsel or attorney 
cross-examined or had full opportunity of cross-examining the 
witness, the deposition may be read as evidence in the prosecution 
without further proof thereof. 

295. No objection at the preliminaiy examination to any 
charge, summons, or warrant for any defect in substance or 
form, or for any variance between it and the evidence adduced 
on the part of the prosecution, shall be allowed; but if any 
variance appears to the Court to be such that the accused has been 
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thereljy deceived or mi&lecl, tlie Cotirl, may, ou tlie re(iuest of tlie 
accused, adjourn tlie examination, and in tlie meantime remand tlie 
accused or admit him to bad. 

Stiitement of Accused. 

296. Alter the examination of all the witnesses on the part of 
the prosecutiou is completed, the Court shall, without requiring 
the attendance of the witnesses, read over to the accused the 
depositions taken against him, and shall then say to him these 
words 

“ Having lieard the evidence, do you wish to say anything in 
answer to the charge ? You are not obliged to say anything unless 
yon desire to do so, hut whatever you say will he taken down in 
writing, and may be given iii evideime against yon on yoiir trial. 
And I give you clearly to understand that you have nothing to 
hope from any promise of favour, and nolliiiig to fear from any 
threat, that may have been held out to yon to induce you to make 
any adiiiissioii or confession of your giidt ; but whatever you now 
say may be given in evidence against you upon your trial, notwith- 
standing such promise or threat ” 

Wliatever the accused then say.s in answer thereto shall be 
taken down in writing (Iform 40), and shall he read over to him, 
and shall be kept with the depositions of the witnesses, and after- 
woi'ds, on the trial of the accused the same may be given in 
evidence against him without further proof thereof. 

297. Nothing in the foregoing rules, however, is to prevent the 
prosecutor fi'oui giving in evidence any admission or confession or 
other statement of the accused made at any time, which would, by 
law, be admissible as evidence against Mm, 

Publicity. 

298. The room or place in which the preliminary examination 
IS held is not an open or public Court for that purpose , and the 
Court may, in its discretion, m case it appears to it that the ends 
of justice will be best answered by so doing, order that no person 
have acces.s to, or be, or remain in the room or place without the 
special permission of the Court. 


Pecoynizance to Prosecute or give Evkhnee. 

299. The Court may, at the preliminary examination, bind by 
recagnizance (Form 41) the prosecutor and every witness to 
appear at the Court at which the accused is to be tried, to pro- 
secute, or to prosecute and give evidence, or to give evidence (as 
the case may be), 

A notice of 'each recognizance (Foim 42) shall at the same t.iuiR 
be given to the person bound thereby. 

If a witness refuses to euter luto a recognizance the Court may,

But if afterwards, from want of sufficient evidence or other 
cause, tlie accused is not either committed Ibi’ trial or held to bail, 
the witness shall he discharged from custody by direction of the 
Court, 


Remand. 

300. If from the absence of witnesses or any other reasonable 
cause the Court coii.sider,s it necessary or advisable to defer or 
adjourn the preliminary examination, the Court may, by warrant 
(Form 44), from time to time remand the accused for such time as 
seems reasonable, not exceeding 14 days, to some prison oi' other 
place of security ; 

Or if the remand is for not more than eight days the Oonrt 
may, by word of mouth, order the officer or person in whose 
custody the accused is, or any other fit officer or person, to con- 
tinue or keep the accused in his custody, and to bring him up at 
the time appointed for commencement or continuance of the 
examination. 

During the period of remand the Court may, nevertheless, 
order the accused to he brought before it. 

Instead of detaining the accused in custody during the period 
of remand the Court may discharge him, on his entering into a 
recognizance, with or without a surety or surctie,? as the Court 
may think fit (Form 45), for Ins appearance. 

A notice of each recognizance (Form 46) shall at the same 
time be given to each person homid thereby. 


Commitment. 

301. When all the evidence adduced at the preliminary ex- 
amination on the part of the prosecution has been heard, if the 
Court is of opinion that it is not sufficient to put the accused on 
his trial, the Court shall forthwith order him, if in custody, to be 
discharged as to the particular charge in question. 

If, on the contrary, the Court is of opinion that the evidence is 
sufficient to put the accused ou his trial, the Court sliall either by 
warrant (Form 47) commit him to prison, there to remain till 
delivered by due course of law, or admit Mm to hail. 

Bail. 

302. Where the accused is charged with — 

Felony ; 

Assault with intent to commit felony ; 

Attempt to commit felony ; 

Obtaining or attempting to obtain property by fal.se ijretencea ; 
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lieceiving stolen property, or property obtained by false pre- 
tences; 

Perjury, or subornation of perjury ; 

Goiicealiug tlie birth of a child by secret burying or other udse ; 

Wilful or indecent exposure of the person ; 

Riot ; 

Assault on a constable or officer of the Court in the execution 
of his duty, or on any person acting in his aid ; 

Neglect or broach of duty as a constable or officer of the 
Court ; 

it shall be in the discretion of the Court to admit him to bail, 
either lu the first instance, instead of committing him to prison 
for trial, or at any time after his commitment and before trial. 

Where the accused is charged with any ludictahle inisde- 
nieanoiu' other than those hereinbefore described the Court shall 
ordinarily admit him to bail. 

303. A person charged with murder or treason can be admitted 
to bail by the Judge of the Supreme Court only, 

.304 The .Tudge of the Supreme Court may, on good ground, s, 
admit any person to hail, although the Provincial Court before 
winch the charge is made does not think fit to do so. 

305. The accused who is to be admitted to bail i.s to produce 
such .surety or sureties as, in the opinion of the Court, will be 
sufficient to ensure his appearance at the time and place when and 
where he is to be tried, and with such surety or sureties to enter 
into a recognizance accordingly (Form 46). 

A notice of each recognizance (Form 46) is at the same time 
to be given to each person bound thereby. 

Prvmkges of Accused. 

306. At any time after the prehminary examination has been 
completed the accused is entitled to have copies of the depositions 
on which he lias been committed for trial, or held to bail, on pay- 
ment of a reasonable sum, not exceeding 64 for every 100 words, 
or gratis, if the Court so directs. 

The Court shall, at the time of commitment or of holding to 
bail, inform the accused of his rights in this respect. 


Preparations for Trial. 

307. The written charge (if any), the depositions, the statement 
of the accused, the recognizances of prosecutor and witnesses, and 
tlie recognizance of bail (if any) shall be carefully transmitted in 
proper time to the Court at which the trial is to be held 

Indictmeni. 

308. A trial before the Judge or an officer of the Supreme 
Court, vvith a jury, and the proceedings before and after trial 
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relatiTe thereto, .shall he conducted as nearly as may be us a 
criminal irial before a Judge uuth a jury and the cori’eapoiidiiig 
]ji’oceeding.s i.s and are conducted in England. 

Other criminal Inals, with or without a j ary, or with Asses,soi’s, 
and the proeeediiig.s before and after trial relative thereto, .shall be 
conducted in like maimer, mvtatis 'niv-ttmlis. 

309, 111 erinimal oases to be tried on indictineiit before the 
Judge or Assistant Judge of the Supreme Court, whether with or 
without a jury, the depositions when completed shall forthwith he 
delivered to tlie Law Secretary a,s prosecutor on behalf of the 
Crown, who sliall thereupon, in person or by some proper repre- 
sentative appointed by him in any case by writing under his hand, 
take all pinper steps for indicting and bringing to trial tlie accused, 
and cniicluct the prosecution lu Court at the trial; and no such 
prosecution .shall he under the direction or conduct of any private 
prosecutor. 

Any private prosecutor may, however, retain any member of 
the English, Irish, or Scottish Bar, or any regular and duly qualified 
advocate of a foreign nationality, to assist in the prosecution ; and 
.such barri.ster or advocate may, with the assent of the prosecutor 
for the Grown, appear in Court at the trial and take part in the 
prosecution, hut no such prosecution shah be withdrawn or 
abandoned without the express consent of the Law Secretary as 
prosecutor for the Crown, or of his repieseiitative, given in open 
Court. 


III . — SwruTfutry Froueedings. 

310. The following rules [under the sub-heading " Summary 
Proceedmg.s ”) apply exclusively to cases where the charge is to 
be heard and determined not on indictment, but m a summary 
way. 


Heamig. 

311. Where the accu.sed comes before the Court on summons 
or warrant, or otherwise, either originally or on adjournment, then 
if ihe prosecutor, having had due notice of the time and place 
appointed for the hearing or adjourned hearing of the charge, does 
not appear m person or by counsel or attorney, the Court shall 
dismiss tlie charge, unles,s for some reason it thinks proper to 
adjourn or further adjourn the hearing, with or without impo.sing 
any terms 

312. In case of adjournment the Court may commit the accused 
111 the meantime to prison or to such other custody as it tluiiks 
fit, or may discharge liim on his enteruig into a recogiuzance 
(Form 45), with or without a surety or sureties, at the discretion 
of the Court, for his appearance at the time and place of adjourn- 
ment. 

A notice of each recognizance (Form 46) is at the same time to 
be given to each person bound tliereby. 
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313. If both parties appear in person, or by ooiursel or 
attorney, the Court shall proceed to hear and finally determine 
the charge 

314. The prosecutor shall be at liberty to conduct the charge 
and to have the witnesses examined and cross-examined by counsel 
or attorney on his behalf. 

316. The accused shall he admitted to make Ms full answer 
and defence to the charge, and to have the witnesses examined 
and cross-examined by counsel or attorney on his behalf ; and if 
he does not employ counsel or attorney, he shall, at the close of 
the examination of each ivitness for the prosecution, be asked 
by the Court whether he wishes to put any questions to the 
witness. 

If he puts any question to a witness, the witnes,s may be re- 
examined for the prosecution. 

316. The room or place in which the Court sits Lc hear and 
determine the charge is an open and public Court to which the 
public generally may have access as far as the room or place can 
conveniently contain them. 

317. The substance of the charge shall be stated to the 
accused, and he shall be asked if he has any cause to show why 
he should not bo convicted 

If he thereupon admits the truth of the charge and does not 
show sufficient cause why he should not be convicted, the Court 
may convict him Accordingly. 

If he does not admit the truth of the charge, the Court shaU. 
proceed to hear the prosecutor and such witnesses as he ex- 
amines and such other evidence as he adduces in support of his 
charge. 

On the termination of the whole evidence in support of the 
charge, if it appears to the Oom-t that a ^rimd facie case is made 
out against the accused, he shall be asked by the Court if he 
wishes to say anything in amswei, or has any witnesses to examine 
or other evidence to adduce in his defence; and the Court 
shall then hear the accused and his witnesses and other evidence, 
if any 

318. If the accused adduces any evidence in his defence 
the prosecutor may adduce evidence in reply thereto ; hut the 
prosecutor shaLL not in any case be allowed to make any 
observations by way of reply to the evidence adduced by the 
accused, nor shall the accused in any case be allowed to make 
any observations on evidence adduced by the prosecutor in reply. 

319. A variance between the charge and the evidence ad- 
duced in support of it as to the time at wliich the alleged crime 
or offence was committed is not material if it is proved that the 
charge was in fact made within the time (if any) limited by law 
for the making thereof. 

But if any variance between the charge and the evidence 
appears to the Court to be such that the accused has been thereby 
deceived or misled, tire Court may acljourn the hearing. 
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Adjournment, 

320. At auy lime before or during the hearing of the charge 
the Court may, in its discretion, for any good cause recorded in 
the minute.? of proceedings adjourn the hearing 

An adjournment ordered for any cause .shall lie made to a cer- 
tain time and place, to be at the time of the adjoiirument appointed 
and stated in tlie presence and hearing of the parties nr their re- 
spective counsel or attorneys. 

During the period of adjournmeiit the Court may in its 
discretion, according to tlie nature and oirciimstances of each 
case, either suffer the accused to go at large or commit him 
by warrant (Form 44) to such piusoii or other place of' security, 
or to such other safe custody, as the. Court thinks fit, or may 
discliarge him on his entering into a recognizance (Form 46), 
with or without a surety or .sureties, at the discretion of the 
Court, for his appearance at tlis time and place of adjourn- 
ment. 

A notice of each recognizance (Form 46) is at the same time 
to be given to each person hound thereby. 

If at- any time and place of adjournment of a hearing which 
has once begun, the accused does not appear in person or by 
counsel or attorney, the Court may in its discretion proceed with 
the further hearing as if the accused were present. 


Decision. 

321. The Court having heard what each party has to say as 
aforesaid, and the witnesses, and the evidence adduced, shall 
consider the whole matter and finally deteTinine the same, and 
shall either convict the accused or dismiss the charge. 


Conviction 

322. In case of conviction a mmnte thereof shall be made, and 
the conviction (Forms 48, 49) shall afterwards he drawn up in 
form to be preserved among the records of the Court. 

Dismissal. 

323. Ill case of dismissal of the charge the Court may, if it 
thinks fit, oil being requested so to do, make an order of dismissal 
(Form 55) and give the accused a certificate thereof (Form 56), 
which certificate shall on being produced, without further proof, he 
a bar to any subsequent charge for the same matter against the 
same person. 


Costs. 

324. In case of conviction the Court may, in and by the con- 
viction, award and order that the person convicted do pay to the 
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pi’osecntoi' such cost,s na .scein ju.8t aud reasonahle, to lie .specified 
in tlie conviction. 

•325. In case of dismissal the Court may, in aiid by the order 
of dismis.sal, award and order that the prosecutor do pay to the 
accmsed such costs sis .seem just aud reasonable, to lie specified 
in the order of dismis.sa] 

JH.i'fi'nUoH of (Jonmiion nr Order of Dismissal, 

,326. Whote a conviction does not adjudge the payment of 
money, lint adjudges that the offender he imprisoned, the Court 
shall issue a Varraut of commitment (Form 50) accordingljc 

327. Where a couvietioii or order of dismissal adjudges any 
money liyfie paid by any person convicted or any prosecutor 
I'or pen^y, coinpemsation, co,yts, cliarges, or otherwise, tire 
moueVi^o i)g\-TiaM may he levied on the goods of the person 
adijjdfged to payTHs-sturiA-d^v^ sale under warrant 

B'J, 57). 

323. If the officer having the execution of the warrant returns 
(Form 53) that he could find no goods or no sufficient goods 
wliereon to levy tlie money mentioned in the wa-SSJitr^isg&tiher 
with co.sts, the Court may by warrant (Furm,s 54, 58) coin- 
mit the person adjudged to make the payment to prison for not 
more than two mouths unless the money adjudged to be paid, and 
all costa aud charges of the distress, commitment, and conveyance 
to prison, to be specified in the warrant of commitment, are sooner 
paid. 

329 Where it appears to the Couit that such distress and sale 
of goods as aforesaid would be ruinous to the person ordered to 
pay the money and his family, or (by confession of that person or 
otherwise) that he has no goods rvhereon a distress may be levied, 
then the.

custody for no other matter. 
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XTV — Aptbal to Supbkwe Coort iti Criminal Cases. 

832. Tlie application for a special case, on a summary convic- 
tion, shall be made mthin 48 hours after the sentence. 

333. The application for a special case shall .state shortly the 
grounds on which the appellant considers the conviction erroneous 
in point of law, and may contain any argument in support of 
the appeal, or may include an appheation that time be allowed 
for the filing of such an argument, which may be allowed accord- 
ingly 

334 The special case, when granted, shall he stated within ten 
days after application for the same, or after expiration of tiie time 
allowed for tiling such argument. 

335. A copy of the appellant’s application for a special case, 
and of any argument filed by him in support thereof, .shall he 
annexed to the special case. 

336 The appellant .shall give security to the safci.sfactioii of the 
(Jourt, by recognizance, deposit or otherwise, to prosecute the 
appeal without delay, and to submit to the judgment of the Supremo 
Court and to pay any costs awarded against him. 

337. The appellant, if in custody, .shall be liberated on his 
further giving security to the satisfaction of the Court, by recog- 
nizance, deposit or otherwise, to appear and receive judgment at an 
appointed time and place unless the conviction is set aside by the 
Supreme Court. 

338 The prosecutor shall be entitled, on payment of the 
proper fees, to have a copy of any special case or other docu- 
ments sent to the Supieme Court on any appeal in a criminal 
case. 


XV.— General Provision (Civil and Criminal Matters). 

339. In all matters not in these Rules expressly provided for, 
the procedure of the Superior Courts and of Justices of the Peace 
in England in like cases shall, as far as possible, be followed, 
save that with re.spect to matters arising under the Admiralty 
or other special jurisdiction, the procedure of the Courts having 
such juiTsdiction iu England shall, as far as possible, be fol- 
lowed. 

340. Notices, summonses, warrants, decrees, orders, and other 
documents issuing from the Court shall be sealed with the seal of 
the Court, 

341. In these Rules the words “ oath ” and " affidavit,” .and 
words referring thereto, or to swearing, include affirmation and 
declaration and refer thereto, or to the making of an affirmation or 
declaration, where an affirmation or declaration is admissible in 
lieu of an oath or affidavit. 

Terms used in these Rules have the same meanings as in the 
Order in Council under which these Rules are framed. 
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IH2, The Forms appended to these Eules may he used with 
such m'iatioas as the circuiastances of eacli case require. 

24.3. The Fee.s specified in the List appended to these Eules 
shall he paid. 

The Oourt may, liowevev, remit any such fee, wholly or in part, 
if it thinks fit. 

844. The.se Rules shall commence and have effect at the 
same time as the Order in Council under which they are 
framed.

Eitle I — It shall he the rule for all business coiiiiected wEli 
the Onstom-ilouse Departaieiit to he lu the linst instance tran.s- 
acted between the Oommissioaor of Cnstoni.s aucl tJie Consul, 
peisonally or by letter; and procedure in decicUug cases shall be 
taken in accordance with the following iegulatn)na. 

Eule II. — Whenever a ship or goods iiclonging to a foreign 
merchant arc seized in a port of China by the CnsLoni-lIunse 
officers, the seizure sliall be repoitod without delay to the Kieii-tuh 
or Chinese Superintondeiit of Customs. If he consider the seizure 
justifiable he will depute tlie Skimi-wii-sze, or Foroigu Commis- 
sioner of (iiistoms to give notice to the party to whom the ship or 
goods are declared to belong, that they have lieen seized liecause 
such or siicli an irregularity has been conimitte<l, and that they 
will be oonliacated unless, before noon on a ceitain day, being the 
sixth day from the delivery of the notice, the Custom-House 
authorities receive from the Consul an official application to have 
the case fully investigated. 

Tlie merchant to whom tlie ship or goods belong, if prepared to 
maintain that the alleged iriegulanty has not been committed, is 
free to appeal, witlnn tbc iimited time, direct to tlie Commis,saouer, 
who is to inform tlie Siiperiiitoinleiit. 

If satisfied with liis explanations, the Supeimteiident will 
direct the release nf the sbi]) or goods , otherwise, if the merchant 
elect not to appeal to the Customs, or if, alter receiving Ins ex- 
jilaaations, ihe Superintendent still decline to release the slap or 
goods, he may appeal to his Consul, who will inform the Super- 
intendent of the particulars of this appeal, and request him 
to name a day for them both to investigate and try the case 
piibliely. 

Euf.ii! Ill — The Superintendent, on receipt of the Consul’s 
coiuraiiuication will name a day for meeting at the Custom-House; 
and the Consul will direct the merchant to appear with his 
witnesses there on the day uained, and will liiin.scif on that day 
proceed to the Custom-House, The Hupuriiiteudeut will invite 
the Consul to take lus .scat wilh him on the bench ; the Coimins- 
sioner of Customs will also he seated to assist the Supcrmteudeiit. 

I’roceedmgs will he opened hy Ihe Superiutemlent, who will 
call on tlie Customs’ employes who seized the ship or goods to state 
the cu’ciraistauces winch occasioned the seizure, and will qne.stion 
them as to their eviclonce. Whatever the merchant may have to 
advance in contradiction of their evidence, he will state to tlie 
Consul, who will cross-examine them for him. Such will he the 
jiroceedmgs in the interest of tnitli and equity. The Consul and 
Superintendent igay, if they see fit, appoint dcpuLie.s to meet at 
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the r'usi,oiii-TIoiise in thoir .st('a(l. in vvhicli ca.se the ordev of pro- 
ceeduiii will lie the same as if tliey were pi’eseiiL iu persuii. 

IiUl.E IV, — Kotes will be luken of ulie statements of all imnics 
examnied, ii copy of which will he .signed and .sealed by the Cmiml 
and Superintendent. The room will tlien be cletued, and the 
Suiierintendeiit will inform the Consul of the course he proposes 
to pursue If he propose to confiscate the vessel or goods and the 
Consul di.s.seiit, the inorchaut may appeal, and the Cousid having 
given notice of the appeal to (lie. Superintendent, they iviU forward 
certified cojues of the above note.s to Peking, the former to his 
Minister and the latter to tlie Foreign Office, Cor their decision 
If the Consul agrees with the Superiiiteiideiit that the ship or 
good.s ought to he coiiliscated, the merchant will not liave the right 
of appeal ; and in no case will the release of slii]) or goods entitle 
linn tn claim iiidenniity for their seizure, whether they be i’elea,st'd 
after the iiivesligatioii at the CJustoiii -House or after the appeal to 
the high authoritie.s of both nations at Peking 

ItULG A''.— Tlie case having been referred to superior authority, 
the inei'cluiut iutere,sted shall lie at liberty to give a bond Imiding 
liiinself to pay the fall value of the ship or goods atUiclicd, should 
the ultimate decision be against him, wlueli bond being .sealed 
w'ltli the Consular seal and deposited at the Custom-House, the 
Siipei’iuteudmit will restore to the inercliaiit the .shi]) or goods 
attached ; and when the superior authorities shall liave decided 
whether so much money is to be paid, or the wdiole of the property 
seized ho confiscated, tlie inercliaiit wilj be called on to pay 
accordingly. If he dcclmc to give tlie necessary security, the sliip 
or meidiandise attached will he detained But whether the 
decision of the su]ierior aublioiities be favourable or not the ap]iul- 
lant will not be allowed to claim iiideimiity. 

Eule VI. — Vdien the act of wdiicli a merchant ataiiypoitis 
accused is not one involving the confisculion of ship or cargo, lint 
is one which, hy Treaty or i’ogiilatioii, n. pniiishahle by fine, the 
Commissioner will report the case to the Superintendent, and at 
the same time cause a plaint to be cniered in the Consular Court. 
Tlie Coiisid will fix the day of tlie trial and inform the Cnmmia- 
sioiier, that ho may then appear with the evidence and the 
witues.sos in the ciuse. And the Commis,sioaer, either personally 
or hy deputy, .shall take Ins seat on the bench, and conduct the 
case on behalf of the prosecution. 

When the Treaty or llegulatioiis affix a siiecific fine for the 
offence, the Consul sliall, on conviction, give judgment for tlint 
amount; the power of mitigating the sentence rostuig with the 
Snperinteudent and Cominksioiier If the defendant is acquitted 
said the Oommissioncr does not demur to the decision, the sliiji or 
goods, if any he mnler seizuie, shall at once be released, and the 
circumstances of the ease be communicated to the SuperintendmU 
The nierdiaiit shall not be put to any expense by delay, but be 
shall have no claim for compensation on account of liindraiice in 
his business, for loss of interest, or for deinurrage. If a difiefence 
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of opinidii exist between tlie (^onsiil and the Commissioner, notice 
to that effect siuill bo niveii to tlie Snpeuiiteuileut, and copies of 
the whole piocecdnig.s forwarded to I’eting for the consideration 
of tlinir respective Ingb antliorilies. 

Pending tlicir decision, the owner of the property must file a 
bond in the Consular Court to the full value of tlio proposed flue, 
which will be sent to tlie Giistom-Hoiise autlionties by the Consul, 
and the .ship or goods released. 

Eule V 1 [ — If the Custoin-TIoLise authorities and Consul cannot 
agree as to whether certain duties are leviable or not, action must 
he taken as Rule V directs, and the nicrohaiit must sign a hoiid 
for the value of the duties iii cpiestion. The Consul will afhx lus 
seal to this document and .send it to the Custom-House aiitlioiitiL.s, 
when the Superintendent will release the goods without receiving 
the duty, ami these two fuuctioiiai'io.s will send ,statenient.s of the 
case to Peking, one to lus Minister, the other to the Foreign 
Office. 

If it shall he decided there that no duty .shall be levied, the 
Ciustom-Iionse aiiLliorities will return the merchant's bond to the 
Consul to be cancelled, hut if it he decided that a certain aninuiit 
of duty is leviable, the Consul shall leciuire tlie merchant to pay it 
at the Custom-House. 

Rule YlII. — If the Consul and the Custoni-House autlionties 
cannot agree as to whether confiscation of ship, or a cargo, or both 
of tliein together, being the property of a foreign merchant, shall 
take place, the case must he referred to Peking for the decision of 
the Foreign Office and the Minister of has nation. Pending their 
decision the niercliaiit iiiiust, iii accordance with Rule V, sign a 
bond for tlio amouiifc, to whicli tlm Consul will affix lii.s seal and 
send it for deposit at the CusLoin-Hoiise. As difference of opiiuoii 
as to the value [of ship or goods] may arise, the valuation of the 
meichant will he decisive, and the Custom-House authorities may, 
if they see fit, take over either at tlie price ai'oresaid. 

If, after such purchase, it be decided that the, property seized 
ought to be confiscated, the merchant must redeem his bond by 
paying in at the Ciistom-Honse the original amount of the purchase 
money. If the decision bo against coj,i^ication, the boiicl will be 
returned to the Cunsnl for tramsmis^; to the merchant, and the 
ca.se then be dosed. The sum pai,r^ . y tlie Ciistoni-Honse aiitho- 
ritie.s for ship or goods being regari..,d as their proper price, it vill 
not he in'Hlieincrchant’s pow.[t, by a tender of the purchase 
money, to reco^dhem.

Notification. 

Whereas many pemons of Clnnose descent, who are or claim 
to he British subjects, go to reside or tiarel in the dominions of 
the Emperor of China j and whereas serious difficulty exists in dis- 
tinguishing such British subjects from n.ative.s amenable to Chinese 
]aw,s only, and accordingly greal practical inconvenience frequently 
results to the jiarties thoinselve.s, and to the authorities of both 
countries; and whereas it is de-sirahle, nith a view to the mainte- 
nance of order and good government of Briti.sh .subjects of Cliine.so 
descent rc.sorting to (Jluna, and for the unaiutenance of friendly 
relations between British suhjecAs and Chinese subjects aud autho- 
rities, that a remedy should he provided for such inconvenience . 
Therefore, by the authority and power lesled in me by Section 85 
of “ The China and J.npan Order in Council, 18G5,”t j do declaie 
and order that all British subjects of Chinese descent shall, while 
residing or being in Chinese leiritory, dusctu’d the Cluiiese costume 
and adopt some other dress or co.stiiine whereby they may readily 
he distinguished from the native population. Aud I do further 
warn all llntLsh subjects of Chinese di scent so residing or being 
in the Chinese dounuions as aforesaid that m the event of their 
infringing or not obseiving this Order and Ecgalation, they shall 
not he entitled to claim British jirotection or niteiference on their 
behalf in any Court of Justice or elsewhere in the Chinese 
dominions 

And I do fnither order that every British subject of Chinese 
descent who shall sue m any Cliiiiese Court of Justice, or appear in 
public before the authoiities of the Empire, shall he and is hereby 
recpiireil to pay all duo I'esjiect to tlio Chinese authorities according 
to the custom and ii.sage ^the country, save and except that such 
British subject shall not^ lioiiiid or lequired to observe any 
custom or ceremony whereby, would admit that he is a subject 
of His Imperial Majesty.

The Code of Municipal and Land Eegiilation.?, issued on the 
5th July, 1864, Ity the Ooiisiils of (Treat Britain, the United State, s 
of America, and France, acting under iiistructioii.s from their re- 
spective Fluiiipoteiitiariee for the better security and government 
of all foreigners at Hhanghae, having been found by subsequent 
experience to be inadequate to meet the exigencies of the adminis- 
tration of law and order over the lucreasiiig population living at 
that port, was revised at a special meeting of the land-renters, con- 
vened hy tlieir respective Consuls, in the month of March, 1866, and 
submitted for approval tiirough the Ministers of Great Britain, tlie 
United States of America, France, Russia, and Forth German 
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CoiifecleTatioii, to llio.se Govornments, all of wliioli have since 
offiuiall 7 sigmllecl tlicir acceptance of the same. But meanwliile, 
tlii'ougli tlie separate action of tlic Breucli Government, a Code of 
Ecgleuieiis d’ Organisation Mnnieipale was puhLlsltetl 11th Jul/, 
186(1; and again nii the I4th April, 1808, with modificiiLion hy 
the French Oousiil-General, which now ha.s effect over that portion 
of the foreign settlement lying south of the Yaiig-laug-pang Creek , 
and conseqiieutlj', the aforesaid Code of revi.sed land Iiegulatiuiis 
will apply only to that part of the foreign settlement lying north 
of this creek, whenever it goes into operation. 

Therefore, in order to avoid longer delay, and its consequent 
imnnnent risks to the welfare and safety of tho.se concerned, we, 
the Undersigned, do hereby provisionally agree, on behalf of onr 
re.spective Governments, botli to tlic Code of Kdglemcns issued 
1 1th April, 1808, and to the revised laud liegulations for the 
foreign settlement v/ith the bye-law, s annexed, piepiired in March, 
1866, which are severally to have ulfect within tlie limits now 
claimed ou the south and north side.s of the aforesaid creelc, and 
are both alike to have the force of law on and after the 1st day of 
November, 1869, until the further pleasure of onr respective 
Governments lie made known 

And in pursuance of this Agreement, we will give the neces- 
sary instructions to the Consuls of our respective iiationalitie.s at 
Shaiigliae, through whom these two Codes shall he puhlisliecl for 
general information and observance.

Memoeandum. 

In reference to the annexed Joint Minute, it is hereby declared 
that the revised land I’egulatioiis, with the bye-laws, prepared in 
1 866, provisionally sanctioned by the Undersigned, sliall be held to 
iiidude the said Regulations as amended and modihed by a pul)lic 
meeting of tlie laiid-i’enteT.s, held on the 27th and 28th hlay, 1869. 
And subsequently considered at a meeting of the foreign Consuls, 
held on the 18th July, 1869, and by them confirmed. 

And in reference to the qirestion thsGii.ssed by the Consuls 
relative to a provision for enabling mdividuuls to sue the Goiineil, 
the Undersigned sanction provisionally, mul as an e.xperiment sub- 
ject to future modification if found expedient, the third propo,sition 
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lirouglifc under consideration of the Consuls in their meeting of the 
l;3Lli July, 1869, by which a Court, to he styled the “Court of 
Poreigii Consuls,” shall be established at the begiuning of each 
year hy tlie whole body of Treaty Consuls, and instructions will 
ho given accordingly.

Land Eegulations. 

Freamhle. 

Wliereas certain Eegulations, entitled Land Municipal Eegula- 
ti'ins, for the peace, good order, and government of all per, sons re- 
siding on the laud set apart by tlie Chine, se authorities for the 
T(!sidonoe of foreigners, were .settled and agreed upon hy the 
Eoiu'eseiitatives of England, France, and the United States of 
America, then being the three Treaty Powers, and under their in- 
struction by the Consuls of the above-mentioned States, iu com- 
munication with his Excellency Woo, the chief local authority 
representing the Cluuese Government at Shanghae ; and whereas 
it was therein provided that, hereafter, should any corrections ho 
req^uisite in the aforesaid Eegulations, or should it be necessary to 
determine on further rules, or should doubts arise as to the con- 
s' ruction of or powers conferred thereby, the same should be 
coiisiiUed upon and settled hy the Foreign Consuls and Intendaut 
of Circuit iu coimnunicntion togetlior, vvlio should equitably decide 
thereon, cud submit the same for confirmation to the Eepresenta- 
tives of their res])ective countries in China, and to the Chinese 
luqierial Commissioner mauagmg the affairs at the five ports. 
Ami whereas it is exjiedieuL that the said Eegulations should he 
revised, and that further and better provi.siun should be made for 
the peace, good order, and government of all persons residing on 
the land so set apart as aforesaid • he it ordered that the following 
revised Eegulations, and the hye-laws annexed thereto, shall have 
effect and be binding upon all persons residing or being within the 
limits mentioned in the following Eegulations, as to all matters 
ami things comprised therein from and after the expiration of one 
mouth, after the same shall have been affixed and kept exhibited 
at the offices of the various foreign Consulates. 
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Eegulations. 

I , — Boundaries and Limits Defined. 

The homidaries of the land to wliicli these Eegiilations appl/ 
are : — 

1st. Those defined iu the land Kcgiilations, settled and agreed 
upon hy Captain Balfour, Her Britaimic Majesty’s Coiisu], and 
Kuiig-Moo-Kew, Inteiiclant ol‘ Cireiiit, on the 24th day of Septein- 
lier, 1846 , and further defined in the Agreement entered into 
between Eutherford Alcock, Esq, Her Britannic Majesty’s Consul, 
and Lin, Intendaiit of Circuit, on the 27th day of November, 1848, 
ami set forth m the copy, liereimlo-aanexed, of the original map 
attaelied to the .said Agreement.* 

And 2nd. On the north snle of the Soochow Creek — north, the 
line fioni Yang-tsze-poo to the point oiiposite the Defence Creek ; 
.south, the Hwaiig-poo from the mouth of the Soochow Creek to 
the mouth of the creek entering tlie Hwaiig*poo, near the lower 
limit of the anchorage called the Yang-tsze-poo , west,tlie Sooriiow 
Creole from a point opiiosiLe the entrance of the Defence Ch’eek to 
the Hwaiig-pou ; east, the hank three li along the hue of the 
Yiuig-lsze-poo. 

Within the liouiidarie.s defined and above referred to nnder the 
first head are certain sites, namely, tlic new Custom House and the 
Temple of Ee wards, together with the land set apart for the use of 
Her Britannic Majesty’s Coveriimeut, known as the British Con- 
sulate site, winch are exempted from municipal control, as well as 
any land hereafter to be settled or acquired by other CTOveuiments 
having Treaties with China for Government purposes only ; bub 
the British and foreign Consulate sites, the Custom House, and any 
liiuJa acquired as above, shall hear then' share of the public burdens 
and iminicipaLtaxes, 

11. — Jfoefe ofi aequvring Land. 

Any person desiring to rent land or purchase houses from 
the Chinese proprietors, within tlie said limits, shall do so in 
ac'covdance witli the provisions kid down in the ITeatiesof foreign 
Bowers with China. 


III . — Fined Settlement and Title-Deeds. 

It having been aseevlained that no impediment exists to the 
renting of the land, the parties interested may settle with the 
Chinese projirietois the price and coiidikons of sale, and they will 
then report the transaction to their Consular iiepieseutative, and 
lodge with him the Chinese proprietor’s Agreement, or deed of sale, 
in duplicate, accompanied liy apian clearly marking the boundaries. 
The said Consular Eepreseiitabive shall then transmit the same to

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tlie Infcendant of Circuit for examination. If the sale be regular, 
ilie deeds will be reluriiecl to the Consul sealed by the Intenclant 
of Circuit, and the purchase-money can then be paid. If there 
are grave.s or coffins on the land rented, their removal iuu.st be a 
matter of separate agreement, it being contrary to the custom of 
the Cliiaeae to include them in the agreement or deed of sale. 

IV . — llegidndion of Land and Charges Thereon. 

All such conveyances or leases of land, so purchased as afore- 
said, shall witliin one iiioiilh from the tune of the completion of 
the .sale he registered in the office of the Consular Representative 
i)F the purchaser; and all charges hy way of mortgage, whether of 
a legal or erputable clmraeter, sliall also he registered m the like 
niauiier, and witliin one uiontli of their execution. 

V . — Transfm of Lots, lohen to be Begistered. 

All transfers of land shall be made at the Consulate where the 
deeds are registered, and also he regnstered at that of the vendee or 
assignee, and notice of the same shall be lodged by the Consul 
witli the Municipal Cuuncil. 


VI — Land Surrendered to Pnhlie Use. 

It is understood and agreed that laud heretofore surrendered hy 
the vaiious foreign renters to public use, such as roads and the 
beach gi’omicls of the rivers within the aforesaid limits, shall remain 
lumceforth dedicated to the same uses ; and as new lots are required, 
such parts thereof a,s are beach ground shall be held iiiKler and 
subject to similar uses ; and clue provision shall he made for the 
exLoubion of the line.s of road.s at present laid down as means of 
comiiiunicatioii in the settlement. To this end the Council, 
ajipoiuted by the land-renters and others entitled to vote on tlie 
temis and iii the maimer lieieinaftcr mentioned within the hound- 
anus referred to, will at the hegiiiiiing of each yeai examine the 
nuj). and determine what new linus of road are necessary ; and all 
laud subsequently rented shall only be rented on the terms of the 
reutor sniTeiideruig to the public use the beach ground aforesaid, if 
any, and the land required for sudi roads ; and in no case shall 
laml so surrendered, or which shall now ho dedicated to the use of 
ilie jiulilie, he resumed, except with the consent of the proper 
nujoi'ity of land-renters and oLliers who may be entitled to vote as 
aforesaid in jnihlic meeting assembled, nor shall any act of owner- 
ship bo exercised over the same by the renters thereof, notwith- 
sLautliiig any payment by them to the Chinese Ciovernment of any 
ground rent. Provided always that no act of njipropriation or 
dedication for public uses of the said beach ground, or of ground 
for reads, other than those ah eady defined, shall, coiitruiy to the 
Will of the renters thereof, in any case, he sanctioned or held lawful 
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under these Regulations. On the admis.sion hj vote of public 
meeting of any tracts of land into the limits of the iiiuiiicijial 
authority, the Municipal Council .shall give iioLice of all roads and 
public properties wliieli they intend to set aside in the general 
interest ; and .should auy citizen or subject of a Treaty Power who 
may previously have acpired laud within such tracts object to 
auy part of the reservation thus notified, he must, within fourteen 
days after the issue of the notice, warn his own Consul or the 
ilumcipal Council of his objection, in order that steps may be 
taken to adjust the claim. Provided always that in the event of 
a failure to effect such adjustuieut on terius wliich may appear 
icfisouahle to the Consul, the Council shall liave the option of 
dcchniug to accept jurisiliction over the proposed auuexiition, 
which consecpicutly cannot take piluce. It shall also be lawful for 
the land-renters and others who may he entitled to vote as here- 
inafter mentioned, in public meeting asseiuhled, to purchase land 
leading or being out of tlie .settlement, or to accept land from 
foreign or native owners upon terms to he mutually agreed upon 
between the Council and such foreign or native owners, for the 
purpose of converting the same into roads or public gardens and 
places of recreation and amuseineiit, and it sliiill be lawful foj' the 
Council from time to time to apply such portion of the funds 
raised under Article IX of these Hegulatioiis, for the purchase, 
creation, and mainteiiaiice of sucli roads, gardens, &o., as may be 
necessary and expedient. Provided always that such roads and 
gardens shall be dedicated to the public use, and for the health, 
amusement, and recreation of all persons re.sidmg within the 
settlement. 


VII . — Bomulnry Stones to 

When laud is rented, stones liaviiig the nnmher of the lot 
distinctly cut thereon, in English and Chinese, must he placed to 
define the houudanes thereof, under the supervision of the Consul 
applying for the land, and of the Chinese local authorities. A 
time will be named for tlie boiuulary stones to be fixed, in the 
presence of an officer deputed by tlie Consul, of the Tepaoii of the 
district, and of the Chinese propiietors and the renter, in such 
nianncr that they may not interfere with the lines of road or the 
boundaries, or in any other way give cause for litigation and dis- 
pute hereafter. 


YIII . — Chinese Government Land Tax, when Faydbh. 

The annual rent on all lands leased by foreigners, reserved to 
the Clnuese Government, shall he payable in advance on the i5th 
day of the 12th moon of each year. And all rent in arrear and 
unpaid on that day shall be recoverable in a summary maimer, on 
the complaint of the Intendaiit of Circuit in the Court of the Con- 
sular Representative of the defaulting renter. 
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IX. — JRoads and Jeliics, Assessment on Land and Souses, Bates, 

Dues, and, Tuxes. Consuls to fix days for Blection of Council. 

Galhny Seetmj of Batepuyers. 

It being expedient and necessary for the better order and good 
government of the settlement that some provision shank! he made 
for tlie appointment of an Executive Committee or Council, and for 
the construction of public works, and keeinng the same in repair , 
and for cleausing, lighting, watering, and draining the ssttlenient 
generally establishing a watch or police force therein ; purchasing 
and renting lauds, houses, and hnildiugs for municipal purposes ; 
jjaying the persons necessarily employed in any municipal office or 
ca]),icity, and for raising money when necessary by way of loan or 
otlierwise for any of the purposes aforesaid, the foreign Treaty 
( ’ousiils, or a majority of them, shall, during the month of April or 
fd.fy, in each year, iuid so early m the same as possible, fix the day 
for the election of the Executive Committee or Oonncil, in manner 
lieruiriafter provided, giving fourteen days’ notice of the same, and 
sliall also during the sard months give notice of a piililio meeting 
to he held within twenty-one days of such notice to devise ways 
and means of raising the recpuisitc funds for these purposes ; and 
it sliall be competent to sncli meeting duly assembled, or a majority 
thereof, including proxies for absent owners of land, to impose and 
levy rates and issue licenses for the purposes mentioned in the bye- 
laws, and to declare an asses-smeut in the form of a rate to be 
made on the said land or hiuMings ; provided always that the pro- 
portion between the tax on land and on houses or buildings shall 
not exceed one tioentieth of one per ct'ni. on the gross value of 
land to one per cent, on the annual rental of houses ; and it shall 
also be competent to the said meeting, or a majority thereof as 
aforesaid, to impose other rates and taxes in the form of dues on 
all goods passed through the Olunese custom-house by any person 
or persons resident within the said limits, or landed, shipped, or 
tnuisliiiiped at any place witiuu the said limits ; provided the said 
votes or taxes levied in the form of dues shall lu no case exceed 
the amount uf one-tenlh of one per cent, on the value of the goods 
so passed, landed, .shipped, or transliipped, and in such other 
forms as may appear requisite and necessary for the purposes 
aforesaid. 

X. — Zancl-Benters and Others to appoint Committee or Council. 

And whereas it is expedient that the said land-renters and 
others entitled to vote, on the terms hereinafter mentioned, in 
public meeting duly a.ssembled, under and in accordance with the 
provisions of the preceding article, should appoint in the mode 
lioreinafter provided an Executive Committee or Council to consist 
of not more than nine nor less than five persons, for the purpo,se 
of levying the rates, dues, and taxes hereinbefore mentioned, and 
applying the funds realized from the same for the purposes afore- 
said, and fur carrying out the Eegulations now made, be it further 
ordered that suoli Committee, when appointed, shall have full 
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power and authority to levy and apply such rates, due.s, and taxes 
for the purposes aforesaid, and shall have power and authority 
to sue for all arrears of such rates, dues, and taxes, and recover 
the same from all defaulters in the Courts under whoso jiirii?- 
diction .^nch defaulters may he, and shall also have power to 
cuter and di, strain on lands and tenement.^ and to seize and sell 
good.s in respect of which rate.s, dues, and taxe.s are iii arrear or 
unpaid. 


XL — Comnittae or Council ham Fower to mcihe Byc-Lciws. 

When in pursuance of these Eegulationa the ahove^iiientioned 
Couimittee or Council shall have been duly elected, all the power, 
authority, and control conferred by tlie liye-laws now sanctioned 
and annexed to these Regulations, and all the rights and proj^erty 
wliieli by such liye-laws are declared to belong to any Coiiiiiiittee 
or Council, elected as afore.said, sliall vest in and absolutely belong 
to such Coininittee or Oouticil, and to tlieir sucees.sor.s in office, and 
such successors as are duly elected; and .such Committee shall 
have power and authority from time to time to make other bye- 
laws for the better enabling them to carry out the object of these 
Eegulations, and to repeal, alter, or amend any such bye-laws, pro- 
vided such other bye-laws be not repugnant to the provisions of 
these Eegulations, and be duly confirmed and published; and 
provided also that no bye-laws made by the Committee under the 
authority of these Eegulations, except such as relate solely to their 
Council, or their officers or servants, shall come into operation 
until passed and approved by the Consuls and Ministers of foreign 
Powers having Treaties, or a majority of them, and the ratepayers 
in special meeting assembled ; of wluch meeting, and the object of 
it, tm days’ notice shall he given. 

XII . — Audihng Accounts. 

And whereas it is also expedient that due provision should he 
made for the auditing of the accounts of the said Committee., and 
for the obtaining the approval and sanction of them by the rate- 
payers ill public meeting duly assembled, be it ordered that the 
result of the said audit shall be made known, and the said sanction 
and approval sli.-ill be made at tlie annual public meeting convened 
by the Consuls as hereinbefore mentioned. 


XII r — Saeinj De/aulters. 

And it is fiirtlier ordered that it shall be lawful for the said 
Comniittee, or their Secretary, to sue all defaulters in the payment 
of all assessments, rates, taxes, and dues whatsoever, levied under 
these Eegulations, and of aE fines and penalties leviable iiiicler the 
bye-laws annexed to tliein, in the Consular or the Courts under 
whose jurisdiction such defaulters may be, and to obtain payment 
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of the same ty sucli means as shall he auLlioiized hy the Courts in. 
•which such defaulters are sued. Provided that in case the Coiu- 
inittee or Council shall be unable to discover the owner of goods 
ill respect of which assessments, rates, dues, or taxes are in arrear 
or unpaid, or whose said owner shall he beyond the jurisdiction of 
the Consular or judicial authorities, or where any one or more of 
the said defaulters or owners, shippers or consignees of goods re- 
fusing to ])ay have no Consular representatives at Shanghae, the 
said Committee shall, with the consent of the local authorities, lie 
at liberty to delaiii and sell such portion of the goods, or use sueh 
other means as, with the consent of the local authorities, may be 
necessary to olitaiii such payment of such assessments, rates, taxes, 
dues, fines, and penalties, or in respect of land or house assessment, 
to distrain on the land or houses to such extent as may bo requiied 
to satisfy such assessment or dues. 


XIV. — Eecovcnng of Penalties imder Bye-Laios. 

Be it also further ordered that any penalty or forfeiture or fees 
on licences provided for in the bye-laws framed under the autho- 
rity of these Regulations, and imposed in pursuance of such bye- 
liiv's, may be recovered by .suiiiinary proceedings before the proper 
Consular or other authority, and it shall be lawful for such autho- 
rity upon conviction to adjudge the offender to pay the penalty or 
incur the forfeiture, as well as the costs attending the conviction, 
as such authority may think fit. All fines and jienalties levied 
under these Eegulatioius, and thehye-laws framed and to he framed 
under them, shall he carried to the credit of the Committee in 
diminution of the general expenditure authorized hy the provisions 
of these Eegulatioiis 

XY. —Consuls may at any tinu call Meeting of Land-Renters and 

others, dee. 

Be it further ordered that it shall be competent for the foreign 
Consuls, collectively or singly, when it may appear to them need- 
ful, or for the electors, provided not less than twenty-five agree in 
writing so to do, to call a public meeting at any time, giving ten 
days notice of the same, setting forth the business upon which it 
is convened, for the eonsiderutinu of any matter or thing connected 
with the Municipality. _Aiid all Kesolutions passed hy a majority 
at any such public meeting, including proxies for absent owners of 
land, on all such matters as aforesaid, shall he valid and binding 
upon the whole of the said electors if not less than one-third of 
the electors are present or represented. At such meeting the senior 
Consul present shall take the chair, and in the absence of a Consul, 
then such elector as the majority of voters present may nominate. 
Ill all eas' s in which electors in public meeting assembled, as 
herein provided, decide upon any matter of a municipal nature, 
not already enumerated, and affecting the general interests, such 
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decision shall first be reported hy the Chainiian to the Consuls for 
their concurrence and approval, and unless .such approval be given, 
such Resolution shall not be valid and binding. Provided always 
that a term of ten clays shall elapse between tlie date of tlie Reso- 
lution and the signification of approval liytlie Consui, during uliicli 
tune any person considering hnnsell prejudiced in property or 
interests hy the Resolution may represent liis case to the Consuls 
for tlieir consideration. After the expiration of the term of tivo 
laonths, the Consular approval, if signified, siiail be considered 
binding. 


XYI . — Cemeteries for Foreigners, Chinese Graves, &c. 

Within the said limits lands may he set apart for foreign 
cemeteries In no case siiall the graves of Oliinese on -land rented 
by foreigners be removed without the express sn^%tion of tiie 
families to whom they belong, wiio also, so loii''^ as they remain 
unmoved, must he allowed every facility to vif ' and sweep them 
at the esfcahlislied perioti, imfc no coffins of C .niese must liereafter 
be placed witlnn the said limits, or be lef^; oove ground, 

XVII . — Breach of Begulations. 

Hereafter, should information of a hreacli of these Regulation.s 
be lodged with any foreign Consul, or should the local authorities 
address him thereon, he may in every case 'vvitlnn his jun.sdiction 
summon, or cause to be summoned, the ofi'ender before him, and if 
convicted, punish him or cause linn tr be punished summarily, 
either by a fine not exceeding 300 dollars or by imprisonment not 
exceeding six montlis, or m such other manner as may seem j'ust 
Should any foreigner who has no Consular authority at Shanghae 
commit a breach of tlie said Regulations, then and in such case tlie 
Chinese chief authority may he appealed to by the Couiicil through 
one or more of the foreign Consuls, to uphold the Regulations in 
their integrity, and punish the party so ml'niigiiig them. 


XVIII . — Nominaiion and Voting for Conneil. 

It shall he competent to any two persons, being foreigners, 
entitled to vote, to nominate any duly qualified person for election 
as a meinher of the Council, and all such uomiuatiuiis shall be 
sent in, in writing, with the signature of the propn.ser and seconder, 
as also the written as.sciit to serve of the caiididatea proposed, at 
least seven days before the day appointed for the election, to the 
Secretary or other officer appointed by the existing Couucil to 
receive such nomination, 

On the day after the expiration of the time allowed for sending 
in such nominations as aforesaid, the e.xisting Council shall cause 
a list of tlie ratepayers proposed for election to be advertised m the 
public journals, and shall likewise cause such list to be exhibited 
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tlienceforwavd until the dnj of election in the council room, and 
other ])ublic places. 

On the (lay appointed for the election, should the number of 
ratepayers proposed for election as Councillors e-xceecl nine, trvo 
oflicers appointed hy the existing Council for the purpose shall 
attend at the place appointed for the election to recount the votes 
of the xatepayers. These officers shall he provided with a list of 
all the ratepayers duly qualified to vote, and shall give to each 
&voh ndepcujers as may he present,'^ and may recpiire it, a voting 
card or paper containing a list of the ratepayers proposed J'or 
election. The voter shall then mark on such voting lists the name.s 
of any number of persons, not exceeding nine, for whom he intends 
to vote, and shall deposit the list signed hy himself, with Ins own 
name so marked, in a closed bo.x provided for the purpose of re- 
ceiving su(>k^i.st. 

The poll ih^all remain open for two consecutive days, from 
10 AM. to 3 PM.'''];! which hour on the second clay the poll shall 
he closed. Iniinei. ''tcly upon the close of the poll two scnUinecrs 
appointed hy the Ci/'jnii shall without delay proceed to open the 
box or boxes, examme^he voting lists, and declare the names of 
the nine ratepayers who' Jmve the greatest iiumher of votes, and 
who shall thereupon be considered duly elected as the Council for 
the ensuing municipal year. 

Should the munher of names proposed for election be exactly 
nine, or less than nine and more than four, it shall not be necessary 
to have a poll; hut, on the day after the expiiution of the Lime 
appointed for sending in nominations, the existing Council shall 
advertise and make kuonlvtlie names of the nine or le.sser number 
of ratepayers proposed, and they shall be considered to he duly 
elected as the Council for the ensuing municipal year. 

Should the number of names proposed for election be less than 
five, then on the day after the expiration of the time appointed for 
sending in iiommations the existing Council shall advertise and 
make known the names of the ratepayers, to be held on the day 
appointed for the election, at winch meeting the ratepayers present 
shall piroceed to elect, either by ballot or otherwise as they may 
then decide, as many more ratepayer as may be requisite to make 
the number before proposed up to five at the least, and such five 
or more ratepayers shall he considered duly elected as the Council 
for the ensuing municipal year. 


XIS — Eketion of Council and Qualifications of Voters at, 
jPnUic Ileetings. 


Every foreigner, either individually or as a member of a firm, 
residing in the settlement, having paid all taxes due, and being an 
owner of land of not less than 600 taels in value, whose annual 
payment of assessment on land, or houses, or both, exclusive of all 


* TJjider tliebC Regulations voting by proxy is practically pravented, ns tlie rate- 
payer must bo present, 
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payments in respect of licences, shall amount to the sum of 
10 taels and upwards, or who shah be a houseliolder paying on an 
assessed rental of not less than 600 taels per annum and upwaiils, 
shall lie enfcitleil to vote in the election of the .stud iiicinbers of the 
Council, and at the public meetings, and no one shall be ipialitied 
to be a member of the said Council unless he shall pay an annual 
assessment, exclusive of licences, of 50 taels, or .shall be a house- 
holder paying on an assessed rental of 1,200 taels per aniiiiiii. 
Provided always that this clause shall not entitle any firm to more 
than one vote. 

A list of persons duly qualified to vote according to the 
Eegiiktioiis to which these hye-laws are appended shall ho kept 
at the office of the Council, and such list shall be revised and cor- 
rected by the Secretary of the Council on the first day of March 
in each year, or so soon after as may be coiiveiiieiit, and published 
for the information of the public in such manner as the Council for 
the time being shall think jiroper. 

XX. — Vamneics. 

In case of a vacancy or vacancies occurring during their teiinre 
of office, the existing Couiioil shall have the power to fill up such 
vacancy or vacancies by the vote of the majority of the Council, 
providing such vacancies do not exceed three in number. 

Should tlie vacancies exceed tliree, an election of the whole 
number of new members who have not been originally elected shall 
he called lu the manner previously provided for by Article XYill. 

XXT. — Tenure, of Office. 

The Council slfcih enter upon their office as soon as the accounts 
of the retiring Committee shall have been audited and passed at 
the annual meeting mentioned in Articles IX and XII, and shall 
remain in office until then: owni accounts have been duly audited 
and accepted, and their succes.sors assume direction At their first 
meeting the new Council shall elect a Chairman and Vice-Cliair- 
man, who shall hold office for one year. In their temporary 
absence the members present at any meeting of the Council shall 
elect their Chairman for such meeting. 

XXII . — Questions and Quorum. 

I On all questions in which the members of the Council present 
are equally divided in opinion, the Chairman shall have a second 
q^ casting vote. Tliree inemhers of the Council shall constitute a 
Quorum for the dispatcli of business. 

XXIII. — Committees. 

The Council may from time to time appoint out of their own 
body such and so many Committees, consisting of such number of 
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parsons as iliey sluill iliiiik fit, Ibr all or any of tlie purposes 
wlieroin they are wmiowtiicd to act, vvliicli in the discretion of the 
Coiiucil would be bettor re;>ulaLed and nianaosd by mean.s of 
sucli (Juimnittees, and may fix the (piorum of such Oonimittoes. 

XXIV.— O^CCT-S. 

The Oounoil may from time to time appoint such officer, s and 
servants as they think necessary for carrying out these Eegiila- 
tions, and fix the salane.s, wage.?, and allowances of such officers 
and servants, a,nd may pay the same out of the municipal funds, 
and make Itnles and liegulations for the gorernnieut of such officers 
and servanhs, and may di.scontniue or remove any of them from 
time to time as they shall think fit. Provided always, that ro 
officers shall he appointed for any longer period than three years, 
unless the said appointment, together with the salary appertaining 
thereto, he sanctioned by a public meeting of the electors duly 
convened. 


XXY.—Fmids. 

The Conuoil shall administer the municipal funds for the 
public use and benefit, at their discretion, with due regard to the 
Budget passed, provided they do not exceed the sum voted at the 
annual meeting, or any special meeting called to vote expenses, 
and a statement shall be drawn, up by them at the end of each 
year for which the Council has boon elected, showing the nature 
and amount of the receipts and disbursements of the municipal 
funds for that year, and the said statement shall he published for 
general information at least ten days previous to the annual 
meeting hereinbefore mentioned. 

XXYI. — Persons acting in Esecutwn of these, Regulations not to he 
personally Kahle. 

Ko matter or thing done, or contract entered into, by the 
Council, nor any matter or thing done by any member thereof, or 
by the Secretary, Surveyor, Superintendent of Police, or other 
officer or person whomsoever, acting under the direction of the 
Council, shall, if the matter or thing were done, or the contract 
entered into bond fide for the purpose of executing these lleguln- 
tions, subject them, o" any of them, personally to any action, 
liability, claiin, or demand whatsoever, and any expense properly 
and with due authority incurred by the Council, Members, Seche- 
t.iry, Surveyor, Superintendent of Police, or other officer or person 
acting as last aforesaid, shall be borne and repaid out of the rates 
leviecl under the authority of these Itegulations, 

XXVII. — Council, how to be sued. 

And be it further ordered that the Executive Committee or 
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Ooimoil may siie aiiJ be sued in the name of their Secretary for 
the time lienig, or in their corporate capacity or character ns 
“ Oomicil for the Foreign Comm unity of Shaughae,” and such Com- 
mittee, Council, or Secretary shall have all the rights and privi- 
leges which private complainants have to recover and enforce 
judgments obtained by them, ami shall also incur the obligatioiis 
which private defendants have in proceedings at law or suit.s iii 
equity commenced against them, provided that the indiviclmii 
members of the Council or their Secretary shall not be personally 
responsible, but only the property of the Council, and all proceed- 
ings against the said Conned or their Secretary shall be com- 
menced and prosecuted before a “ Court of Foreign Consuls,” which 
shall he established at the beginiimg of each year by the whole 
body of Treaty Consuls. 

XXVIII.— of Regulations licrea/Lcr. 

Hereafter, should any corrections he rerjni.site in these liegiila- 
tions, or should it be necessary to determine on furthor llules, or 
should doubts arise as to the coiistriictioii of, or powers conferred 
thereby, the same must be consulted upon and settled by the 
Foreign Consuls and local Cliiuese authorities, subject to coniinna- 
tion by the Foreign Eepresentatives and Supreme Chinese Govern- 
ment at Peking. 

XXIX.— La)id-Rentcrs aiul Rategmyers shall he tahn to mean 

“ Electors” 

That the words “renters of land and ratepayers," wherever 
they occur in the foregoing Regulations, shall, where not otherwise 
indicated by the connection in wliich they occur, be taken to inoau 
electors entitled to vote according to the terms of Article XIX. 


Bye-Laws, 

Annexed to the land Regulations fw the Foreign Quarter of 
Shangliac, North of the Yang-king-pang. 

I , — Control and Management of Seioers and Brains. 

The entire control and management of all public sewers and 
drams within the limits of these Regulations, and all sewers and 
drains in and under the streets, with all the works and matenals 
thereunto belonging, whether made at the tune these Regulations 
become valid or at any time thereafter, and whether made at the 
cost of the Council or otherwise, shall vest in and belong to the 
, Council. 
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II . — Power to make Sewers and Brains. 

Tlie Council sliall, from time to time, cause to be made under 
the streets such main and other sewers a,s shall be necessary for 
the effectual draming of the town or district within such limits, 
and also all such reservoii-s, sluices, engines, and other works as 
shall be necessary for cleamiig such sewers, and, if needful, they 
may carry such sewers through and across all or any of the streets, 
doing as little damage as may be, and making compensation, to be 
determined by arbitration, or recoverable in the maimer provided 
hy these Regulations for any damage done ; and if for completing 
any of the aforesaid works it be found necessary to carry them into 
ox through any cnclo.sod or other lands, the Council may, after 
reasonable notice, carry the same into or through such lands 
accordingly, mukiiig compensation as aforesaid to the owners and 
occupiers thereof ; and they may also cause such sewers to com- 
municate with and empty themselves into the river, or they may 
cause the refuse from such sewers to be conveyed hy a proper 
channel bo the most convenient site for collection and sale lor 
agricultural or other purposes, as may be deomecl most expedient, 
hut so that the same shall in no case become a nuisance. 


III . — Power to enlarge and alter Sewers and Brains. 

The Council may from time to time, as they see fit, enlarge, 
alter, arch over, and otherwise improve, all or any of the sewers 
vested in them ; and if any of such sewers at any time appear to 
them to have become useless, the Council, if they think fit to do 
so, may demolisli and discontinue such sewers, provided that it be 
so done as not to create a nuisance. 


IV . — Penalty on any unanthorized Person for making any Brain 
flow into apiiblic Sewer withoilt consent of Council. 

Every person, hob being employed for that purpose hy the 
Council, who shall make any drain into any of the sewers or drains 
so vested in the Council, shall forfeit to the Council a sum not 
exceeding 100 dollars ; and the Couiieil may cause such branch 
drain to be re-made, as they think fit, and all the expense 
incurred thereby shall be paid by the person making such branch 
drain, and shall be recoverable by the Council as damages. 


V . — No Person to luild over any public Sewer without consent of 

Council. 

No sewer or drain shall be made, or any building be erected 
over any sower belonging to the Council, without the consent of the 
Council first obtained in writing: and if after the passing of these 
' JRegiikdions any sewer or dram be made, or any building be 
erected contrarv to the provisiTOs herein contained, the Council 
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may demolish the same, and the expenses incurved thereby shall 
he paid by the person erecting such building, aud shall be recover- 
able as damages. 


YI. — Sewers and Brains to he provided with Traps. 

All sewers aud drains within the limits of these Eegulations, 
whether public or private, shall he provided by the Oonncil, or 
other persons to whom they severally belong, with proper traps or 
other coverings or means of ventilation, so as to prevent stench. 

YXI — Expense of maintaining and cleansing all Sewers and Brains. 

The expense of maintaining and cleansing all sewers, not here- 
inbefore provided for, shall be defrayed out of the rates and taxes 
to be levied under Article IX of these Eegulations. 


VIII. — Ho one to huild or rebuild a House until a covered Brain he 

ceynstrxated. 

It shall not he lawful to erect any house within such limits, or 
to rebuild any house in the settlement, until a drain or drains be 
constructed, of such size aud materials, and ut such level, and with 
such fall, as iixioii the report of the Surveyor, made to the 
Council, shall appear to be iieces.sary and sufficient for the proiier 
and effectual drainage of the same aud its appurtenances ; such 
report to bo made within fourtecij. days after notice is given to the 
said Surveyor of the ]3roposed ercobiou or rebuilding, , and in default 
thereof all parties shall be at liberty to ju’oceed with any such erec- 
tion or building as i f no such report were required ; and if a sewer 
ol' the Goiincil, or a sewer which they are entitled to' use, be within 
100 feet of any part of the site of the house to be built or rebuilt, 
the dram or drams so to be constructed shall lead from and com- 
nuiuicate with such sewer as the Oouucil shall direct ; or if no 
such ineaus of drainage be within that distance, then the last-men- 
tioned drain or drains shall communicate with and he emptied into 
such covered cesspool, or other place not being under any house, 
aud not being within such distance from any house, as the Council 
shall direct , and whosoever erects or rebuilds any house, or con- 
structs any drains contrary to this hye-law, shall he liable for 
every such ofTence to a penalty or fine not exceeding 250 dollars ; 
and if at any tune, upon the report of the Surveyor, it appear to 
the Council tliat any house, whether built before or after the pass- 
ing of this bye-law, is without any dram, or without such a drain 
or drains communicating with a sewer, as is or are sufficient for the 
proper and effectual drainage of tlie same and its appurtenances ; 
and if a sewer of the Council, or a sewer which they are entitled 
to use, he within 100 feet of any part of such lioiise, they shall 
cause notice i:i writing to be given to the owner or occupier of such 
house, requiring him forthwith, or witliiu such reasonable time as 
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shall he specified thereia, to construct and lay down, in connection 
with such house, one or more dram or drains, of such materials and 
size, at such level, and with such fall, as upon the last-mentioned 
report shall appear to be necessary ; and if such notice be not com- 
plied with, the Council may, if they shall think fit, do the works 
luentinned or referred to therein; and the expenses incurred by 
them in so doing, if not fortliwith paid by the owner or occupier, 
shall he defrayed by the Council, and by them be lecovereJ from 
the owner of the hou.se in the same manner as a penalty under these 
bye-laws is recoverable. 

IX. — Coimc/il shall he Surveycyrs of Highways. 

The Council, and none other, shall be surveyors of all liigh- 
ways within the aforesaid limits, and within those limits shall have 
all such poweis and authorities, and he subject to all such liabili- 
ties, as any surveyors of highways are usually invested with. 

X. — Managenieni of Streets and the Repairs thereof to vest 
in Council. 

The management of all the public streets, and the laying out 
and repairing thereof on passing of these Xegulations, or whieli 
thereafter may become public highways, and the pavements and 
other materials, as well in the footways as carriage-ways of such 
public streets, and all buildings, material®, implements, and other 
things provided for the purposes of the said highways shall belong 
to the Council. 

XI, — Council may stop up any Street pending construction, &e., 

of a Sewer’. 

The Council may stop any street, and prevent aU persons from 
passing along and using tlie same, for a reasonable time, dimiig the 
construction, alteration, repair, or demolition of any sewer or dram 
in or under such street, so long as tliey do not interfere wuth the 
ingress or egress of piersons on foot to or from their dwellings or 
tenements. 

XII. — Penalty on making unauihorixed Alterations in Streets. 

Every person who wilfidly displaces, takes up, or makes any 
alteration in the pavement, flags, or otlier materials of any street 
under the management of the Council, without their consent in 
writing, or without other lawful authority, shall be liable to a 
penalty or fine not exceeding 26 dollars, and also a further sum 
not exceeding 1 dollar, for every squ.are font of the pavement, 
flags, or other materials of Uie street so displaced, taken up, or 
altered. 
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XIII — Council may alter situation of Gas or Water Firpes 

For the prirposea of these Regulations, if the Council deem it 
necessary to raise, sink, or otherwise alter the situation of any 
waterpipe, or gaspipe laid in any of the .streets, they maj' from 
time to time, by notice in writing, require the person or persons to 
vvboin any such pipes or works belong to cause forthwith, as soon as 
conveniently may be, any such pipes or works to be rai.sed, sunk, 
or otherwise altered in position, in such niaiiiier as the Council 
direct; provided that such alteration he not such as permanently 
to injure such works, or to prevent the water or gas from llowing 
as freely and conveniently as before; and the expenses atteiiuiLg 
such raising, sinking, or altering, and compensation for ovciy 
cliunage clone thereby, shall be paid by the Council out of the 
rates and taxes levied under these liegiilations. 

If the person or persons to whom any such pipes or works 
belong do not proceed forthwith, or as soon as conveniently may 
he after the receipt of such notice, to cause the same to he raised, 
sunk, or altered in such manner as the Council require, the Council 
may themselves — but then at the co.sts and charges of the person 
or persons to whom the pipes or work.s belong, such costs and 
charges to be recoverable ni the same way as the penalties enacted 
umler these bye-laws — cause such pipes or works to be raised, 
sunk, or altered as they think fit ; provided that such works he not 
liermanently injured thereby, or the water or gas prevented from 
flowing as freely and couveiiieutly as before. 

XIV. — WatcTspiouts to he affixed to Houses or Buildings. 

The occupier of every house or building in, adjoining, or near 
to any street, shall within fourteen days next after service of an 
Older of the Council for that purpose put up and keep in good 
condition a shoot or trough of the whole length of such house or 
building, and shall connect the same either with a similar shoot on 
tlie adjoining house or with a pipe or trunk to he fixed to the front 
or side of such building from the roof to the ground, to carry the 
water from the roof thereof in such manner that the water 
from such house, or any portico or projection therefrom, shall 
not fall upon the persons passing along the street, or flow over the 
footpath, and iii default of compiliauce with any such order within 
the period aforesaid, such occupier shall he liable to a penalty or 
fine not exceeding 10 dollars for every day that he shall so make 
default. 


XV . — Penalty for not lighting deposits of Building Material 
or Excavations. 

"When any building materials or other things are laid, or any 
hole made in any of the streets, whether the same be done by 
order of the Council or not, the person or peisous causing such

materials or other things to be so laid, or such hole to be made, 
shall at his own expense cause a sufficient light to be fixed in a 
proper place upon or near the same, and continue such light every 
night from sun-setting to sim-rismg, while such materials or hole 
remain ; and such person shall at his own expense cause such 
materials or other things, and such hole to be sufficiently fenced 
and inclosed until such materials or other things are removed, or 
the hole filled up or otherwise made secure; and every such 
person who fails so to light, fence, or inclose such materials or 
other things, or such hole, shall for every such offence be liable to 
a penalty or fine not exceeding 25 dollars, and a further penalty or 
fine not exceeding 10 dollars for every day while such default is 
continued. 


XVI. — Penalty for continuing deposits of Building Materials or 
Excavations an unreasonaUe Time. 

In no case shall any such building materials or other things, or 
such liola be allowed to remain for an unnecessary time, under a 
penalty or fine not exceeding 25 dollars, to he paid for every such 
olieiioe by the person «ho causes such materials or other things to 
he laid, or such hole to be made, and a further penalty or fine not 
exceeding 10 dollars for every day during which such offence is 
continuecl after the conviction for such offence, and in any such 
case the proof that the time has not exceeded the necessary time 
shall be upon the person so causing such materials or other things 
to be laid, or causing such hole to be made. 


XVII. — Dangerous places to le repaired or inclosed. 

If any building, or hole, or other place near any street be, for 
want of sufficient repair, protection, or inclosure, dangerous to the 
passengers along such street, the Council shall cause the same to 
be repaired, protected, or inclosed, so as to prevent danger there- 
from, and the expenses of such repair, protection, or inclosure 
shall he repaid to the Council by the owner of the premises so 
repaired, protected, or inclosed, and shall he recoverable from him 
as damages. 


XVIII. — Cleansing Streets. Council to cause Streets to he cleansed 
and Dust and Ashes to he removed from the Mouses. 

The Council shall cause all the streets, together with the foot 
pavements, from time to tune to he propeily swept and cleansed, 
and all dust and filth of every sort found thereon to be collected 
and removed, and shall cause all the dust, ashes, and rubbish to he 
carried away from the houses and tenements of the inhabitants of 
the town and district witliin such limits, at convenient hours and 
times, and shall cause the privies and cesspools within the said 
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town or district to be from Lime to time emptied and cleansed in 
a sufficient and proper manner. 


XIX. — Counoil may compound for moeping footways. 

The Council mai’ compound, for such time as they think lit, 
with any person liable to sweep or clean any footway under tlie 
provisions of these Eegiilations, for sweeping and cleaning the 
same in the manner directed by these Eegulatioiis. 

XX . — Ruinous Buildings. 

IE any building or wall be deemed by the Surveyor of the 
Coiuicil to be in a ruinous state, and dangerous to pas.sengers or to 
the occupiers of the neighbourhood, such Surveyor shall imme- 
diamly make complaint thereof to the Consul of the nation of the 
person or persons to whom the building belongs, and it shall be 
lawful for such Consul to order the owner, or in his default the 
occupier (if any), of such building, wall, or oilier thing, to take 
down, rebuild, lepair, or otherwise secure to the satisfaction of snch 
Surveyor, within a time to be fixed by such Consul ; and in case 
the same be not taken down, repaired, rebiult, or otherwise secured 
within the time so limited, or if no owner or occupier can be found 
on whom to serve such order, the Council shall with all convenient 
speed cause all or so much of such building, wall, or other thing as 
shall lie in a ruinous condition and dangerous, as aforesaid, to be 
talcen down, repaired, rebuilt, or otberwi.se secured, in .such manner 
as shall be requisite, and all the expenses of putting up every snch 
fence, and of taking down, repairing, rebuilding, or securing such 
building, wall, or other tiling, shall be paid by the owner or owners 
thereof. 


XXL — Bspenses of removal of ruinous Buildings. 

If such owner or owners can be found within the said limits, 
and if on demand of the expenses aforesaid he neglect or refuse to 
pay the same, then such expenses may be levied by distress, and 
tlie Consul, on the application of the Council, may issue Hs 
wari'iuit accordingly. 


XXlf . — When owners of ruinous Buildings cannot h found. 

If such owner cannot be found within such limits, or sufficient 
distress of his goods and chattels within such limits cannot be 
made, the Council, after giving tvjcnty-eight days’ notice of their 
intention to do so, by posting a printed or written notice in a con- 
spicuous place on such building, or on the land whereon, such 
building stood, and by giving notice in the local newspapers under 
the head of “ Municipal Notification,” may take such building or 
land, sell the same by public auction, and from and out of the 
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])voceeds of such sale may reimljvirse Iheinselvcs for tlie outlay 
iiiouri'ed, or the Cnuncil may sell the materials thereof, or so much 
of the same as shall be pulled down, and apply the proceeds of 
such sale in payment of the expenses incurred in respect of such 
house or building ; and the Cnuncil shall restore any overptlus 
arising from such sale to the owner of such house or building, on 
doHiaiid ; nevertlieless, the Council, altliough they sell suoli 
materials for the purpose aforesaid, shall have the same remedies 
for comjjelling the ])ayjnent of so much of the said expense as may 
remaiu due after the application of tlie proceeds of such sale as 
are hereiuhefore given to them for compeihug the payment of the 
whole of the said expenses. 


XXIII . — Projections of Houses are to le rmoved on Notice. 

The Council may give notice to the occupier of any house or 
budding to remove or alter any porcli, verandah, shed, projecting 
window, step, cellar, ccllar-dooi, or window, sign, sign-post, sign- 
iron, show-board, wmdow-sluitter, wall, gate, or fence, or any 
other obstruction or jirujection erected or placed against or in 
front of any house or building within such limits, and which is an 
obstruction to the safe and convenient passage along any street ; 
and such occupier sliall, within fourteen clays after the service 
oi such notice upon him, remove siicli obstruction or alter the 
same iii such uuuitier as shall have been directed by the Council, 
and in default thereof shall be liable to a penalty or flue not 
exceeding 10 dollars, and the Council in such case may remove 
such obstruction or projection, and the expense of such removal 
shall be paid by the occupier so making default, and shall be 
recoverable as damages. Provided always, that in the case in 
which such obstructions or projectioivs wore made or put up by 
file owner, the occupier shall be entitled to deduct the expense of 
removing tlie same from the rent payable by him to the owner of 
tlie house or building. 

XXIV . — Obstructions of Streets. 

Every person who shall obstruct the public roads or foot-paths, 
with any kind of goods or building materials, shall he liable to a 
penalty or fine not exceeding 10 dollars for every twenty-four 
hours of continued obstruction, and after the first twenty-four 
hours’ notice shall be given by the Council to the owner of the 
same, or the person using, employing, or having control over the 
same, or in the ab.sence of any sncli person, or inability on the part 
of the Council to discover such owners or persons, then it shall be 
lawful for the Council to remove and retain the same until the 
expense of .such removal shall have been repaid, and the Council 
may recover the expense of such removal as damages ; and the 
Goiuioil may after the lapse of a reasonable time sell the same, 
holding the balance (if any) after payment of penalties, expenses, 
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and costs, to the use ot the person entitled to the same, And it 
shall be competent to the Council to charge for hoardings or scaf- 
foldings \vliich it may be foinid necessary for the safety of the 
public to place round buddings in course of erection, interfering 
■with the public highway, should the owners or others refuse or 
neglect to provide the same, 

XXV . — Cleansing Sir eels. 

All occupiers of land and houses shall cause the foot pavements 
in front of their houses to be swept and clenusccl whenever occasion 
sliall rer[uiro, after the receipt of notice served upon them, aud 
they sliall also cause to be swept and cleansed all gutters, surface 
drains m the front, side, or rear of their premises, and remove all 
accumulations of soil, ashes, or ridibisli ; and eveiy such occupier 
making default herein shall for every offence be liable to a penalty 
or fine not exceeding 5 dollars, and for the purpose aforesaid when 
any house shall be let iu apartments, the person letting the same 
shall be deemed the occupier. 

XXVI — Conveyance of offensive Matter. 

The Council may, from time to time, fix the hours within which 
pnly it shall be lawful to empty privies or remove offensive matter 
■witbin such limits, aud when the Coimcil have fixed such hours, 
And given public notice thereof, every person who witliiii such 
.limits empties or begins to empty any privy, or removes along any 
tmoroughfare within sucli limits any offensive matter at anytime 
fflxcept within the hours so fixed, and also every per, son who at any 
time, whether such hours have been fixed by tlie Council or not, 
use for any such purpose any utensil or pail, or any cart or 
t larriage, not having a covering proper for prerenl iiig tlie escape 
if the contents of such cart, or of the stench thereof, or who wil- 
fully slops or spills any such offensive matter m the removal 
thereof, or who does not carefully sweep and clean every place iu 
vvhich any such offensive matter has been placed, or unavoidably 
slopped or spilled, shall he liable to a penalty or fine not exceed- 
ing 10 dollars, and in default of the apprelieiisiou of the actual 
offender the driver or person having the care of the cart or 
carriage employed for any such purpose shall be deemed to be the 
offender. 

XXVII . — Stagnant Pools. 

No person shall suffer any offensive waste or stagnant water to 
remain in any cellar or other place within any house belonging to 
or occupied by him, or within or upon any waste land belonging 
to or ill Ills occupation, within such limits, so as to be a nuisance, 
and every person who shall suffer any such water to remain for 
forty-eight hours after receiving notice of not less than forty-eight 
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hours from the Council to romovc the same, and every person who 
allows the contents of any i)rivy or ce.ss])ools to overllow or soalc 
therefi-nui, to the auiioyanc.e of the occupiers of any adjoiiniig 
property, or who keeps any pig or pigs within any dwelling-liou.se 
within such limits, so as to be a nuisance, shall for every suuli 
offence be liable to a penalty or fine not exceeding 10 dollars, and 
to a further penalty or fine nob exceeding 2 dollars lor every day 
during winch such nuisance continues; and the Council may drain 
and cleanse out any stagnant pools, ditches, or ponds of wal.er 
within such limits, being a luiisance, and abato any such nuisance 
as aforcsiud, and for tliab purpo.se may enter, by their officers and 
workmen into and upon any building or laud witliin siicli liinit.s 
at all reasonable tunes, and do all necessary acts for any of tlio 
purposes aforesaid ; and the expenses iiicinTed thereby shall be 
paid by the person coramitbiug such offence, or occupying the 
building or land whence such auuoyance proceeds, and if there be 
no occupier, by the owner of such building or laud, and shall be 
recoverable as damages. 

XXVIII . — Bagulation to 'prevent Accurmilations of Dung, &c. 

If the dung or soil of any stable, cow-house, or pig-stye, oil 
other collection of refuse matter, elsewhere than ni any farmyard), 
be at any time allowed to accumulate within such hmits for morel 
than seven clays, or for more than two clays after a quantity e\-l 
cceclmg one ton has been collected in any place unt allowed by tlira 
CoLuicil, such dung, soil, or refuse, if not removed within ticentyA 
four hours after notice from any officer of the Council for thiiti 
purpose, shall become the property of the Council, and they, or anw 
person with whom they have at the time any subsisting contract] 
for the removal of refuse, may sell and dispose of the same, ancl( 
the money thence arising shall be applied towards the purposes on 
the Council, or they may recover the expense of such removal fronij 
the occupier of the budding or land as damages. ' 

XXIX . — Certlficccte of the Officer of Health. Filth to he Remcmd. 

If at any time the Officer of Health, or, if for the time being 
there be no Officer of Health, any two surgeons or physicians, or 
one surgeon and one physician, residing within such limits, certify 
under his or their hands to the Council that any accumulation of 
dung, soil, or filth, or other noxious or offensive matter within 
such limits, ought to be removed, as being injurious to the health 
of the inhabitaius, the Secretary of the Council shall /orfAwii/i give 
notice to the owner or reputed owners of such dung, soil, or filth, or 
to the occupier of the land where the same are, to remove the same 
within twenty-four hours after such notice ; and in case of failure 
to comply with such notice, the Said dung, soil, or filth shall there- 
upon become vested in the Council, and they, or any person with 
whom they have at that time contracted for the removal of all 
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such i'efu,se, may sell and dispose of the same, and the money 
thence an, sing shall he applied towanls the purposes of the Council, 
and they may recover the expense of such removal from sucli 
occupier or owner in the same inamier as damages. 


XXX. — Houses io he Wliiteioaslied and Purified on Certificate of 
Officers of Health, &e. 

If at any tune the Officer of Health, or if for the time heiiig 
there he no Officer of Health, any two surgeons or physicians or 
one .surgeon and one physician, residing within such limits, certify 
under his or their hands to the Council that any house, or part o 
any house or huildmg within such limits, is m .such a filthy or 
unwholesome condition that the health of the inmates or of the 
neighbours is thereby affected or endangered, or that the white- 
washing, cleansing, or purifying of any lioiise or huildmg, or any 
part thereof, would tond to prevent or cheek infectious or contagions 
disease therein, or that any dram, privy, or ces.spool is m such a 
defective state that the health of the neighhoiivs is thereby afIVeted 
or endangeied, the Council shall order the ociaipier of such house, 
or part thereof, to whitewash, cleanse, and purify the same, and 
the owner of such dram, privy, or cesspool to amend the condition 
thereof iu .such manner and within suclr time as the Council deem 
reasonable ; and if such occupier or owner do not comply with 
such order, he .shall be liable to a penalty or fine not exceeding 
10 dollars for every day’s neglect thereof ; and in such case the 
Council may cause such house, or any part tliereof, to be white- 
washed, cleansed, and purified, or the ooiichtiou of such drain, 
privy, or cesspool to he amended, and may recover the expense 
thereof from such occupier or owner in the same manner a.s 
damage, s. 

XXXI. — Ooiincil may order Huisances to h Alated, 

If any candle-hou.se, melting-house, melbiug-place, or soap- 
house, or any slaughter-house, or any building or place for boiling 
offal or blood, or for boiling or crushing bones, or any pig-stye, 
necessary house, dung-hill, manure-heap, or any manufactory, 
building, or place of husiuess within such limits be at any time 
certified to the Council by the Inspector of Nuisances or Officer of 
Health, or if for the time being there he no Inspector of Nuisances 
or Officer of Health, by any two surgeons or physicians or one 
surgeon and one physician, to he a nuisance or injurious to the 
health of the iuliahitants, the Council shall direct complaint to be 
made before the Consul of the nation of the person by or on whose 
behalf tlie work complained of is earned on, and such Consul shall 
inepure into such complaint, and may, by an ordei in writing under 
his hand, order such person to discontinue or remedy the nuisance 
within such time as to him shall appear expedient Provided 
always that if it appear to such Consul that lu carrying on any 
business complained of the best means then known to he available 
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for mitigating tlm nuisance or the injurious effects of such biiainess 
have not lieen tidojileil, he may sus\>eu(l his tiuiil detevnunation 
upon coiulifciou tint the person so complained against shall under- 
take to adojit within a leasonahle time such means as tlie said 
Consul shall judge to be practicable, and order to be carried into 
effect for mitigating or preventing the injurious elfects of ,siich 
busiiies,s. 


XXXII , — Ohtriiction of Scctocngers 

Every occupier of any bnildiiig or land within such limits, and 
every other person who refuKe.s to jicrniib the scavengers employed 
by tiie Council to remove, .such dirt, ashes, or rubbish as by the.so 
hye-laws they are authorized to do, or who obstructs the .said 
.soaverigers in the performaiioe of thou dutv, shall for every siicli 
offoiica be liable to a penalty or fine not exceeding 25 dolLirs. 

XXXIII . — Dangerous Buildings. 

No straw shed, bamboo-houses, or buildings of like inflammable 
material shall ho erected within such hums, nor sliall contraband 
goods or merchiiudize likely to eudaiiger life or cause injury to 
individuals, such as gunpowder, saltpetre, sulphur, large quantity 
of si)irits in Inilk, petroleum, naphtha, and oilier explosive gases or 
liquids stand on the jireiiiises of any individual under a penalty 
or flue, recoverable from the offender, not exceeding 250 dollars 
for the first offence, and not exceeding 500 dollars, witli conflscatiou 
of the good.s theroselves_ to the use of the Council, for each suc- 
ceeiling offence. On articles of tins nature being brought within 
such limits, immediale notice must he given by the importer, con- 
signee, or owner thereof to the Secretary of tlie Council, whose 
duty It will be to assign tlie locality or place witlini which such 
goods may he safely stored, and every refu.sal to obey, or dis- 
obedience of the order of tlie Socretaiy m tliis behalf, shall he 
visited upon the offender with a penalty or fine not exceeding 
250 dollars, and a penalty or fine not exceeding 100 dollars for 
every twrnty-fuur hours of continued disobedience, and such penalty 
together willi the preceding penalty, and all other fines and 
penalties declared by these byc-laws, shall be recoverable in a 
summary manner before the Consul or Court having jurisdiction 
over the offender or defaulter, 

X XXIV. — X icenses. 

No person shall open or keep a house of public entertainment, 
music hall, tlieatre, eii-ens, billiard, howling or dancing saloon, or 
shop or store fur the sale of wines, spirits, beer, intoxicating drugs, 
hutebers’ meat, poultry or game, slaughter-house or livery stable, 
or sell or vend any wines, spirits, beer, intoxicating drags, butchers’ 
meal, poultry, or game, ox ply, let, or use for hire any boat, horse, 
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or public vehicle, within such limits, without a licenso fir.st obtained 
from the Cuuuoil, aud in the case ot‘ foieigimr.s couuteiyigimd. bj 
the Consul of the nationality to which .such person belongs In 
respect of such licenses, the Council may impose such couditions 
and exact such security as the nature of the particular oa.se may 
require, and charge such fees in lespect thereof as may be autho- 
rized, at the annual general meeting of ratepayers Av\d any 
person offending against or infringing the provisions of tins liye- 
law .shall he liable for eveiy offence to a line not exceeding 
100 dollars. 


XXXV. — Bistar'ba'iice in Streets. 

All persons firing guns or pistols, causelessly creating a noise 
or disturbance, and all per.sons guilty of furious or impioper riding 
or driving, or the leading of boises up and down any thoroiiglifare 
for exorcise, or who shall coimuib any act winch may legitimately 
come within the meaning of the terra iniisancc, shall be liable to a 
penalty or fine not exceeding 10 dollars. 

XXXVL— Xawps. 

All persons driving carriages or carts of any description, 
between one hour after sunset and one hour before sunrise, and not 
affixing lighted lamps to their vehicles, .shall be liable to a penalty 
or line not exceeding 5 dollars for each omission. 

XXXVII . — Carrying Arms. 

No person within such limits, except Consular officers and the 
officers of the Council duly authorized, and military aud naval 
officers, voluiiteors or soldiers, or soldiers of any Government force 
in uniform or on duty, shall under any pretence carry offensive or 
defensive arms, .such as guns, pistols, swords, daggers, loaded sticks, 
slung shots, knives, or any weapon of like character, under a 
penalty or fine not exceeding 10 dollars, or one week’s imprisou- 
nient, vith or without hard labour, rrovided that nothing in this 
hye-law be construed to extend to the carrying of fowling-pieces 
for the purpose of shooting game. 

XXXVIII . — Transient Offenchr 

It .shall he lawful for any officer or agent of the Council, and 
all persons called by him to his assistance, to seize and detain any 
person who shall have committed any oflencc against the prciisions 
of these bye-laws, aud whose name aud residence shall bo unknown 
to such officer or agent, and convey him, with all convenitmt dis- 
patcli, before his proper Coixsul, without any warrant or other 
authority than those bye-laws. 
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XXXIX . — Penalty for Disobedience of orders of Consuls. 

If any such nuisance, or the cause of any such injurious effects 
as aforesaid, he not diseontuiued or remedied within such time as 
shall be ordered by the said Consul, the person by or on whose 
behalf the hiisuiess eausiiiy such nuisance is carried on shall be 
liable to a penalty nr fine not exceeding 25 dollars for every day 
during which .such nuisance shall he continued or unreinedied after 
the expiration of such time as aforesaid. 


XL. — Bye-Laws. 

Nothing ill these hye-laws contained shall he construed to 
render lawful any act or oinmsion on the part of any person which 
Ls, or rvouhl be, deemed to he a nuisance at coiuinoii law, from 
juosecutioii or action in respect thereof, according to the forms of 
])i'oceeding at common law, nor from the consetpuences upon being 
convicted thereof 


XLI . — Penalties to be suvmanly Beoovered. 

Every penalty or forfeiture iinpiosed by these bye-laws made 
in pursuance thereof, the recovery of which is not otheiwise pro- 
vided for, may be recovered by summary proceedings before the 
proper Oonsidar repre.seutative, and it shall be lawful for such 
Consular representative, upon conviction, to adjudge the offender 
to pay the penalty or forfeiture incurred, as well as such costs 
attending the conviction, as such Consular representative shall 
think tit. 


XLII.-— Publication of Bye-Lavjs. 

These hye-laws shall he printed, and the Secretary of the 
Council shall deliver a pirmted copy thereof to every ratepayer 
applying for the same, without charge ; and a copy thereof shall 
he hung up in tlie front, or iii some coiispaciious part of the prin- 
cipal office of the Council 


EtTLES or Pkoceduee to be obsekted at Meetings oe 
Eatepayees. 

I — Notice of Meeting to state Business. 

"When a meeting of ratepayers is convened, whether for 
gei.eral or special purposes, under provisions of Articles IX and 
XV of the Land Eeplations, 18V0, the notice of meeting shall 
state the business to be brought forward at such meeting. 
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ir , — Notice to le given of Subjects intended to be brought forward. 

No proposition or question sliall be admitted, for coiisidevation 
during a meeting unless it armes directly out of any subject 
actually under discussion, and wliicli ha.s been duly notified, tis 
above, in the notice roiivemng the meeting ; or unless a written 
Memorandum of such proposition or question bo lodged with the 
Secretary of tlio Couiieil ibvct days before the date on wliicli the 
meeting is convened. In the lattei’ case a copy of such Meino- 
rundiim will be published by the Council in the “ North China 
Daily News ” on the days before and of the meeting. 


Ill — Meotion of Ohocirnian and Seeretarg. 

After the chair has been taken, as provided for by the Land 
I’egulatious of 1870, the meeting shall proceed to elect a Secretary 
for the then meeting. 

IV. — Quorum reguisiie of Ratepayers present. 

Before the Chairman can declare a .special meeting, called under 
the provisions of Article XV of the Laud liegulatioms, 1870, for- 
mally constituted under the provisions of the Land liegnlations, 
1870, die Secretary of the Council shall aiiiiouiice that tlie requisite 
‘number of ratepayers are preseut or represented, and have regis- 
tered their voi.es No vote will be accepted at any meeting unless 
supported by a formal voting ticket, to be registeied before eiiteiing 
the meeting room, to he supplied to each ratepayer on application 
to the Secretary of the Council 

V. — Absence of Voter and disposition of Vote. 

A voter having once recorded his vote shall, in the event of Ins 
absence during division or divisions in session, be considered as 
having left lus proxy with the Chairman of the Council, unless he 
leaves a proxy in other hands. 


VI . — Order of Bmincss. 

The meeting being duly opened, the Chairman shall read 
the notice convening it, and shall proceed with the business of 
the day in sucli order as is set down in the notice; and no subject 
shall be regarded as duly before the meeting unless put from the 
Chair. 

VII — Reference to Business already disposed of. 

No reference will he allowed to any subject or business already 
disposed of unless by special consent of the Clmirmaii, or of a 
majority of the ratepayers present or represented at a meeting 
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A Reaolutioa once passed can only be rescinded, or niodided, by a 
maprity of not less than Ihrce-JovirtJis of the voters present or 
represented. 


V I II . — Hesol u tions. 

Every Eesohition, or Aineiidmeiit, must be in writing, and 
signed iiy the mover and seconder, before it can be put from the 
Chair. 


IX. — Amcnrhni’nts. 

The mode of procedure with regard to amendments shall be as 
follows : Any iiiiiiiber of aineudme.nts may be moved, after which, 
the Chairman of the luectmg shall put the question for and against, 
beginning with the ameiidinent last proposed, until some one of the 
motions be carried, or all be rejected. The negativing of any 
aiueiidnieiit, however, shall not import the affirmance of the imme- 
diately preceding motion ; but such motion, wlietlier an original 
one or an ainendment on iL, shall then, in its turn, he submitted to 
the meeting for alliriuaiice or rejection. 

X. — 1)2 1 uiona. 

Upon a dimsion being called for, tlie Chairman shall direct the 
Secretary to read the list of ratepayers present at the meeting, 
and each ratejiayer shall, as his name is read, declare whether lie 
votes in t!ie affirmative or the negative, and the number of votes 
which he casts. Tlie result shall then be declared by the Oliairman. 


XI. — Pi'O formd, Beaelmgs. 

All documents which come before a ratepayers’ meeting shall, 
if they have been previously exhibited for three clear days (ex- 
clusive of holidays) at the Council Eoom, he accepted as read. 

XII . — Evles of Delate. 

Each speaker will address himself to the Chair. As a rule, 
except it he in explanation of the subject under discussion, or final 
rojily, ratepayer shall address the meeting hut once on each sub- 
ject. Any departure from this rule to he permitted only at the 
discretion of the Chairman. 

XIII . — PuUieation of Proceedings. 

The proceedings of a ratepayers’ meeting shall be published as 
soon after it has taken place as possible. The title of such pro- 
ceedings shall he “ Debates, Proceedings and Votes of the Shanghae 
Ratepayers, in public meeting assembled on — ■ ■ .” 
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XIV . — Casting Vole. 

On all questions where the ratepayers present or represented 
are equally divided in opinion, the Chairman shall have a second 
or casting vote. 


XV . — Questions of Order. 

On all questions of order the decision of the Olmirman shall he 
final, iiule.s.s overruled by three-fourths of the voters present and 
represented. 


XVI . — Modification of these Buies. 

These Enles of Procedure to be subject to modification if 
npce,ssary by any meeting of the ratepayers formally a.ssemhled, and 
after due notice, as per liule No. XI (page 567).

Tire undersigned, Her Britannic Majesty’s Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Pleuiiiotentiary and Oliief Superintendent of British 
tiade in Gliina, acting under the authority conferred upon him by 
tlio 8oth Section of the (Jluna and Japan Order in Council, 18G5, 
hereby declares the following Begnlations, made, in pursuance of 
the above Order in Council, to secure the ohseivance of Treaties 
and tlie inaintenaiice of friendly relations between British subjects 
and Chinese subjects and authorities, to be applicable to all ports 
which are or may hereafter become, open to British trade: — 

I The Bi'iti.sh Consulate otlices at the several open ports shall 
lie opened for public hiisiiiess from 10 o’clock A.M. to 4 o’clock p.ii. 
daily, e.xceptiiig Simdaj's, Christmas day. Good Eiiday, Queen’s 
birthday, Easter Moiulay, and those holidays upon which public 
offices ill England are closed, and Chinese New Year’s day and 
such Chinese holidays as the Chinese Customs authorities may 
observe 

II On the arrival of any British vessel at the anchorage of 
any of the open jioits, the master shall, within 24 hours, deposit 
his ship’s papers, together with a summary of the hiauifest of her 
cargo, at the Consiihile office, unless a Sunday or holiday shall 
intervene. 

HI. Every British vessel must show her national colours on 
eiueiing the port or anchorage, and keep them hoisted until she 
shall have been reported at the Consulate and her papers deposited 
there. 

lY. No British vessel or any vessel the property of a British 
subject, unless provided with a certificate of registry, or pro- 
visional or other pass from the Superintendent of Trade at Peking 
or from the Colonial Government at Hong Kong, shall hoist the 
British ensign within any port or anchorage, or any flag similar to 
the British ensign, or of a character not to be easily distingiiisb- 
able from it. Nor shall any registered British vessel flying the 
lied ensign hoist any other ensign or flag (except she be entitled 
to fly the Blue ensign) in use by Her Majesty’s vessels of war, 
or tlie national ensign of any foreign Stale or any ensign or flag 
not plainly flistiiigiiisliable from the ensigms used by Her Majesty's 
ships of war or from those flown by ships of foreign States, 

V. Should any seaman absent himself without permission, 
the master shall forthwith report the eireunistance at the Consulate

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office, and take the necessary measures for the recovery of the 
absentee, and it shall be lawful for the Consul, if circumstances 
shall require it, in his discretion to prohilnt leave being given to 
seamen to come ashore, and any master who shall violate such pro- 
hibition shall incur the penalties hereinafter declared. 

VI. The discharge of guns or other fireanns from vessels in 
harbour is strictly prohibited, unless permission shall have been 
granted by the Consul 

VII. Masters of vessels wlien reporting their arrival at a port 
shall notify in writing the names of aU passengers and persons iiob 
forming part of the articled crew on hoard, and previous to leaving, 
notice must he given of tlie number and names of all jiersons, nut 
forming part of the articled crew, intending to leave tiie port on 
hoard any vessel. 

VIIL All cases of death occurring at sea must he reported to 
the Consul within 24 hours of tiie vessel’s arriving in port or 
harbour, and all cases of death on hoard vessels in harbour or in 
the residences of British siilijects on shore, must he immediately 
reported at the Consulate office, and iu the event of sudden or 
accidental death tiie fullest information ohlauiahle should lie 
given. It IS strictly prolnbited to throw overboard the bodies of 
.seamen or otlier persons dying on board of a vessel iu harbour. 
Except in case of urgent necessity, no bunal slioiikl take place 
on shoie or from any ship in haiboiii without the licence of the 
Consul first obtained. 

IX. Stone or ballast shall not he thrown overboard in. any port 
or harbour, unless permission shall have been first obtained from 
the local authorities through the intervention of Her Majesty’s 
Consular officer. 

X. All cases of loss of property by theft or fraud on board 
slnjjs, as well as of assault or felony requiring redress or involving 
the public peace, must be immediately reported at the Consulate 
otfice. 

If any Chinese subject guilty of, or suspected of, havmg com- 
mitted, a misdemeanour on shore or afloat he detained, information 
must in such cases be forthwith lodged at the Consulate office, and 
in no instance shall Briti.sh subjects he permitted to use violence 
towards Chinese offenders or take the law into tlieir own hands, 

XI. Any vessel having in the whole above 200 lbs. of gun- 
powder or other explosive material on hoard, shall not approach 
nearer than a distance of one mile from the limits of the anchorage. 
On arriving at that distance, she must he forthwith reported to the 
Consular authority. 

Special luicliorages or stations will he assigned for such ships 
in tiie noighboiirhood of the ports. 

XIT No seamen or other person belonging to a British ship 
may he discharged or left behind at any port or anchorage without 
the express sanction of the Consul, ancl not then until sufficient 
security shall have been given for his maintenance and good 
behaviour wliile remaining on shoie, and if required, for the ex- 
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jieiisos incident to las sliipmeiit to a port in tlia United Kino'doin 
or to a liritihli colonial port, according a.s ilio .seiiiiiaii or otlier 
person is a naLi\e o! Great Britain or ol any Britisli Colony 

If any Britibli sulgect left at a jiort or anchorage by a Britisli 
ve.ssel be found to retiiiire public relief prior to the departuie of 
such vessel from the doinmious of the Emperor of China, the 
vessel will be held responsible for the maintenance and removal 
from China of such British suliject 

XIII, When a ve.sscl is ready to leave a port or anchorage, the 
master or consignee shall apply at the Chinese Custom-House for 
a Chinese ])ort clearance, and on his presenting this doeuinent, 
together with a copy of the manifest of hi.s export cargo, at the 
Consular office, hia .ship’s ])apci's will he restored to him, and ho ivill 
1)0 furnished with a Consular port eleai'aneo, on receiving which the 
vessel will be at liberty to leave Die port. Should any ves,sel take 
in or duscliarge cargo sub, sequent to the is, sue of the Customs 
clearance, the master will be subject to a penalty, and the ship to 
such detention as may be neces.saiy to the ends of justice. 

XIY When a vessel is ready to leave a port or anchorage, the 
master shall give notice tliereof lo the Consul, and shall hoist a 
Blue Peter at least 24 hours before tlie time appointed fur her 
departure The Consul may dispense with the observance of this 
regulation on security being given that claims presented within 
24 hours will he jiaid. 

XV. Ho Bntisli subject may establish or carry on an hotel, 
hoarding or eating-house, house of establishment, or shop fox the 
.sale of iKpioTS within the Consular district without the sanction 
and licence of the Consul, and jiayinent of such fees in respect of 
such licence, j early or othenvise, as may be duly authorised. The 
Consul shall require every person so licensed to give security for 
the good conduct of all inmates and frequenters of his house, and 
ahso that he will not harbonr any seaman who is a runaway or who 
cannot produce his discharge accompanied by a written sanction 
from the Consul to reside on .shore. 

Every person so licensed will be held accountable for the good 
conduct of all inmates and frequenters of his house, and in case 
of their misconduct may be sued upon the instrument of security 
so given, 

XVI. Any British subject desiring to proceed up the country 
to a greater distance than 30 miles from any Treaty port is required 
to procure a Consular passjioit, and any one found without such a 
passjiort beyond that distance will be liable to prosecution. 

XVII. The term Consul in these Eegulations shall be con- 
strued to include all and every ollicer in Her Jlajesty’s Consular 
sfU'vice, whether Cuusnl- General, Consul, Vice-Consul or Consular 
Agent, or other person duly authorised to act in any of the afore- 
said capacities within the doiuinions of the Emperor of China. 

XVIIl. Biitisli vessels are bound, as to mooring and pilotage, to 
act in accordance with the Harbour and Pilot regulations authorised 
in each port by Her Majesty’s Minister for the time being, and any 
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infraction of the same .shall render the party offending liable to 
the penalties attached to tliese reguhiti(jii.s 

XIX. No loading or dnseharguig of cargo may he canied on 
except withm the limits of the anchorage defined by the Coinsul 
and the Chinese authorities of each por(.. 

XX. Any infriiigeiiieiit of the preceding General Port llegu- 
latiuiia or of the Special Regulation referred to in llegulacioiis 
XYIII and XIX, shall subject the offender, for each offence, to 
imprisonment for any term not exceeding three months, with or 
without hard labour, and with or without a fine not exceeding 
200 dollais, or to a fine not exceeding 200 dollars, without im- 
prisoniiient, and with or without further fine.s for continuing 
offences not exccodiug in any case 25 dollars for each day during 
which the offence continues after tlie original fine is incurred ; such 
fine no he inflicted, levied, and enforced in accordance with the 
Order of Her Majesty in Oomicil, dated the 9tli day of March, 
1865 

And in consideration of the urgent neee.ssity for these Piegula- 
tions, the Undersigned hereby further declares that they shall 
have elfect unless and until they shall he disopjn’oved by Her 
Most Gracious Majesty, and notification of such (lisnjipiovnl shall 
he received and published by me or otlicr of Her Majesty’s mini.s- 
ter,? in China.

Whbeeas hy an Act of Parliament passed in the se,ssion of 
the 6th and 7th years of Her Maiesty's reign (chapter 80),* niul 
intituled "An Act for the better Government of Her Majesty’, s 
Subjects resorting to Ohina,” it -was enacted (among other thing.?) 
that it .should be lawful for Her Majesty, by any Order or Orders 
made with the advice of Her Privy Council to ordain for the 
government of Her Majesty’s subjects being witliin the dominions 
of the Emperor of China, or being within any ship or vessel at a 
distance of not more than 100 miles from the coast of China, any 
law or ordinance which to Her Majesty in Council might seem 
meet, as fully and effectually as any such law or ordinance could 
be made by Her Majesty in Council, for the government of Her 
Majesty’s subjects being within Her Majesty's Island of Hong 
Kong ; 

And whereas by another Act of Poj’liament passed in the 
sa,me session (6tli and 7Lh Yictoria, chapter 94),f and intituled 
“An Act to remove donbl.s as to the exercise of powmr and 
jurisdiction by Her Majesty within divers countries and placos 
out of Her Majesty’s dominions, and to rentier the same more 
effectual,” the short title of which is (in accordance with 29th 
and SOtli Victoiia, chapter 87t) “The Eoreign Jurisdiction Act, 
1843,” it was en.acted (among other things) that it was and should 
lie lawful for Her Majesty to hold, exercise, and enjoy any power 
or jurisdiction winch Her Majesty then had or might at any time 
thereafter have within any country or place out of Her Majesty’s 
dominions, in the same and as amjile a manner as if Her Majesty 
had 0,1 guired such power or jurisdiction by the cession or concj^iiest 
of territoiy: 

And whereas Her Majesty has had and now has power and 
jurisdiction in the dominions of the Emperor of China and in the 
dominions of the Mikado of J apan : 

And whereas, by “ The Merchant Shipping Act, 1873,” 30th 
and 37tli Victoria, chapter 85 (which is to be construed as one 
with the. Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, and the Acts amending 
the same, and which with the said Acts may be cited collectively 
as the Merchant Shipping Acts, 1854 to 1873), it was enacted, 
among other things, that where, in accordance with the Foreign 
Jurisciiction Acts, Her Mfijesty should exercise jurisdiction within 
any port out of Her Majesty’s dominions, it should be lawful for 
Her Majesty by Order in Council to declare sncli port a port of 
registry (m the Act now in recital referred to as a foreign port of

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registry), and hy the same or any suhsequent Order in. Council to 
declare the description of piersons who should he the registrars of 
British ships at such foreign port of registry, and to make regula- 
tions with respect to the registry of British ships thereat , and that 
upon such Order coming into operation it should have effect as if 
it were enacted in the Merchant Shipping Acts, 1854 to 1873, and 
should, subject to any exceptions and regulations contained in the 
Order, apjily in the same manner, as nearly as might be, as if the 
port mentioned in the Order were an ordinary port of registry ; 

And wliereaa it has been made to appear to Her Majesty that 
it is expedient to declare the port of Shanghai, in the empire of 
China, a foreign port of registry, and to declare the description of

10. Every .signature or seal affixed to any instnunent purport- 
ing to be the signature or the seal, as the case may he, of the 
Registrar, shaR for all purposes under this Order, without any proof 
thereof, he presumed to be genuine, and shall be taken as genuine 
until the contrary is proved. 

Powers of Begistrar. 

11 . The Registrar of Shipping at Shanghai shall have the same 
powers as any Registrar of Shipping appointed under the Merchant

On tile transfer of a sliip from one British subject to another 
under a certificate of sale, at any port in Japan or at any port in 
China other tlian Shangliai, the Coiisidar officer of such port shall 
endorse an entry of the transfer on tlie certificate.? of registry and 
sale of the said ship, and .slionld tlie purchaser be desirous of

by the purchaser or transferee or other duly authonsed person, 
forward to the Registrar at Shanghai the hill of sale, the declaration 
of ownership, and a certificate of any survey of the said ship that 
may he required for the piiiqioses of registry under the Merchant 
Shipping Acts ; and upon receiving the same the said Registrar 
shall grant^ a certificate of registry for the said ship, and shall

15. Lorchas and other Chinese and Japanese rigged ships, or 
other ship,s provided with SaiHiig Letters or documents of the 
nature of Sailing Letters granted by Her Majesty’s Ministers in 
China or Japan, shall, after the commencement of this Order, on 
their first arrival at any port in Japan or at any port in Chhia 
other than Shanghai where there is a surveyor, he surveyed, and 
the Consular Officer of such port shaE transmit to the Eegistrar 
at Shanghai the said Sailing Letter, and a certificate of any survey 
of the said ship, that may be reiiuired for the purpuses of registry 
under the Merchant Shipping Acts ; and upon receiving the same 
the said Eegistrar shall grant a certificate of registry for the said 
sliip, and shall either retain the said certificate, or forward the

than Shanghai, where there is a surveyor, the Cousular Officer of 
such port shall grant to the master of such ship, upon his applica- 
tion a Pass containing the particulars required by Schedule A to 
this, Order. The Pass so granted shaU within the China and Japan 
seas, inclncliug the waters of the island of Hong Kong, possess the 
same force as a certificate of registry until tlie expiration of four

Povjcrs of Ministers in China and Japan respecting Surveyors . — 
Powen's of Surveyors. 

18. Her Majesty’.? Minister in China shall at any port or place 
in China, and Her Majesty’s Minister m Japan shall at any port 
or place in Japan, have the same power to appoint ht and proper 
persons to he surveyors under the Merchant Shipping Acts as are 
possessed by the Board of Trade in the United Kingdom, and the 
persons so appointed .shall have the same powers as are conferred 
on the Surveyors appointed as aforesaid by the hoard of Trade.

20. In oases where it appears to Her Majesty’s Minister in 
China that by reason of special circumstances it would be desirable 
that pennission should he granted to any British ship to pass with- 
out being previously registered from the port of Shanghai, in the 
emiiiro of China, to any port or place within Her Majesty’s 
dominions, it shall be lawful for such Minister to grant a Pass 
accordingly, and such Pass shall for the time and within the limits 
therein mentioned have the same effect as a certificate of registry.

2, As to all other matters and provisions comprised and con- 
tained in this Order, immediately from and after the expiration of 
one month after this Order is finst exhibited in the public olfice of 
Her Majesty’s Consul at Sbangliai , foi- which purpo.se Her Majesty’s 
Consul at vShaiighai is hereby recpiived forthwith, on receipt hy him 
of a copy of this Order, to affix and exhibit the same conspicuously 
in his public office, and he is also hereby required to keep the same 
so affixed and exhibited during one month from the first exhibition 
thereof; and of the tune of such first exhibition notice shall, as soon 
thereafter as practicable, be published in every Consulf;i' district m 
China and Japan, in such manner as Her Majesty’s Ministers there 
respectively direct ; and, notwithstanding anything m this Order, 
the time of the expiration of the said month shall he deemed to be 
the time of the ccimnencement of this Order.

Whereas by an Act of Parliament passed in the 7th year of 
Pier Majesty’s reign [cap. 80], f intituled “ An Act for the better 
Government of Her Maje, sty’s subjects resorting to China,” it is 
(amongst other thmg.s) enacted that it shall bo lawful for Pier 
Majesty, by any Order or Orders made with the advice of Her 
Majesty’s Privy Council, to ordain, for the government of Her 
Majesty’s subjects lieing within the dominions of the Emperor of 
China, or being within any ship or vessel at a distance of not more 
tlian 100 miles from the coast of China, any law or orilinance 
which to Her Majesty may seem meet, as fully and effectiially as 
any such law or ordinance could be made by Her Majesty in 
Council for the government of Her Majesty’s subjects being within 
the Island of Hong Kong. 

And whereas Her Majesty was pleased by and with the advice 
of Her Privy Conned, by Order in Council of the 9th day of 
March, 1865,$ to ordain (amongst other things) that all Her 
Majesty’s jurisdiction exercisable in China or in Japan for the 
judicial hearing and determination of such matters as are by the 
4th section of the said Order specified, should be exercised accord-

addition to the power.? then vested iu the Supreme Court of

Wjibebas Her Majesty the Queen has power and jurisdiction 
over Her Majesty’s subjects resident in or resorting to Ohiua and 
Japan ; 

Now, tlierefore. Her Majesty, by virtue of the powers in this 
behalf by the Eoreign Juris^ction Acts, 1843 to 1875, and by the 
Act of Parliaiueiit of the Session of the 6tli and 7 th years of Her 
Majesty’s reign (chapter 80t), “ for the better governuiont of Her 
Majesty’s subjects resorting to China, ” or otherwise, in Her vested, 
is pleased, by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, to order, 
and it is hereby ordered, as follows : 

Preliminary. 

1. This Order may be cited as “ The China and J apan Order in 
Oouncil, 1878.” 

2. This Order shall commence and have effect as follows : 

(a.) As to the making of any warrant or appointment under 
this Order, immediately from and after the making of this 
Order. 

(6.) As to all other matters and provisions comprised and con- 
tained in this Order, immediately from and after the expiration of 
one month after this Order is first exhibited in tho public office of 
Her Majesty's Consul-General for the district of the Consulate of 
Shanghai; for which purpose Her Majesty’s Consul-General or 
other principal Consular Officer for the time being for that district 
is hereby required forthwith, on receipt by him from Her Majesty’s 
Minister in China of a copy of this Order, with instructions in 
this behalf, to affix and exhibit this Order conspicuously in that 
public office, and to keep the same so affixed and exhibited during 
one month thereafter ; of the time of which first exhibition notice 
shall he published as soon thereafter as practicable in each Con-

(d.) The Oourt for Japan shall hold its ordinary sittings at 
Xanagawa, or, on emergency, at any other place within the district 
of the Consulate of Kanagawa, hut may at any time transfer its 
ordinary .sittings to any place in Japan approved by the Secretary 
of State or by Her Majesty’s Minister in Japan. 

(4.) There shall he a Judge and an Assistant Judge of the 
Oourt for Japan.

Authority for furllur Regulations. 

6. Her Majesty’s Mfmister in China may from time to time,

Prison Begulcdioris.

then and m every such case, the mortgage debt secured by the 
deed or othei iiiatruineut and the interest tliereon shall not have 
priority over judgment or simple contract debts coutnictecl before 
the registration of that deed or other instrument. 

25. Eegistored deeds or other lu.sLmtneuts of mortgage, legal or 
ec{uitahle, of the same lands or houses have, as among themselves, 
priority in order of registnition. 

20. — {a ) The provisions of this Order do not apply to a deed 
or other insbrmueiit of mortgage executed before the commence- 
niout of this Order. 

(i ) As regards a deed or other instrument of mortgage executed 
before the commencement of this Order, the Eeguliitions repealed 
by this Order shall, notwithstanding that repeal, he in force, and 
shall be deemed to have always lieeu of the like validity and effect 
as if they had originally been made by Order in Council.

(3 ) Otherwise, all proceedings in the suit may, on application, 
be stayed on such terms as the Court thinks fit. 

(4 ) Wlien the names of the partners are so declared, the suit 
proceeds in the .same manner, and the same consequences in all 
respects foUow, as if they had been named as the plaintiffs in the 
petition.

Where a person, carrying on business in the name of a 
firm apparently representing more persons tluiii one, is sued in t!ie 
firm name lie must appear in his own name 

(11.) All subsequent proceedings uevertliele,ss continue in the 
firm name. 

(12) In any case not hereinbefore [irovided for, where persons 
claiming or being liable as partners sue or are sued in the firm 
name, any party to the suit may, on a[)plieatioii to the Coint, 
obtain a statement of the names of tlie per.sons who are partners 
m the firm, to he furnished and verified on oath or otherwise, as 
the Court thinks fit. 

(13.) Where a judgment is against partners in the firm name,

(iii) Against any person who has been served in the suit 
as a partner, and has failed to appear

Suits hy 07' against Foi'eignm. 

47. — (a.) Where a foreigner desires to institute or take a suit 
or proceeding of a eivil nature against a British siibjeet, or a 
British subject ch'sires to in.stilute or take a suit or proceeding 
of a civil nature against a foreigner, the Siijireinc Court fur China 
and Japan, and the Court for Japan, and a Provincial Court, 
according lo the respective jnnsdietion o£ tiie Court, may entertain 
the suit or proceeding, aiul hoar aud determine it ; and, if all 
parties de.sire, or the Court directs, a tiial willi a jury or assessors, 
then, witli a jury or assessors, at a jilace wliere such a tiial niight 
be had if all paitics ware British sulijects, but in all other respects 
according lo the ordinary course of the Court : 

(c.) A counter-claim or cross-suit cannot be brought or in- 
stituted 111 the Court agaiust a pLuiililf, being a ibreigner, who has 
submitted to the jurisdiction, by a defendant, except by leave of 
the Court first obtained. 

(J.) The Court, before giving leave, requires proof from the 
defendant that his claim arises out of the matter m dispute, and 
that there is reasonable ground for it, and that it is not made for 
vexation or delay, 

(e.) Nothing in this provision prevents the defendant from 
insti tiding or taking m the Court against the foreigner, after the 
termination of the suit or proceeding in winch the foreigner is 
plaintiff, any suit or proceeding that the defendant might have 
instituted or taken in the Court against the foreigner if no pro- 
vision restiaiuing counter-claims or cross-suits had been inserted 
in this Order. 

(/.) Where a foreigner obtains in the Court an Order against a 
defendant being a British siihjeet, and m another suit that defendant 
is plaintiff and the foreigner is dofeiuhint, the Court may, if it 
thinks tit, on the apjJicaliou of the British subject, stay the 
enforcemout of the Cider pending that other suit, aud may set off 
any amniint ordered to be iiaul by one jiarty in one suit against 
any ainoimt ordcied to he paid by the other party in the oilier 
siut.

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(g.) WTiei’e a plaintiff, being a foreigner, obtains in the Court

pending that other suit, and may set off any amount ordered to be 
paid by one party in one .suit against any amount ordered to be 
paid by the other party in the other suit, without prejudice to the 
right of the British subject to require contribution from Ms co- 
defendants under the joint habihty. 

(7i.) Where a foreigner is co-plaintiff in a suit with a British 
subject who is within the particular jurisdiction, it is not neces.sary 
for the foreigner to make deposit or give security for costs, unless 
the Court so directs ; but the co-plaintiff British subject is 
responsible for all fees and costs. 


Chinese, Jctrpaime, or Foreign Trihmals. 

48. — (a.) Where it is shown to the Supreme or other Court 
that the attendance of a British subject to give evidence, or for any 
other purpose connected with the administration of justice, is 
required in a Chinese or Japane.se Court, or before a Chinese or 
Japanese judicial officer, or in a Court, or before a judicial officer 
of any State in amity with Her Majesty, the Supreme or other 
Court may, if it thinks fit, m a case and in circumstances in which 
it would reqiure his attendance before itself, order that he do attend 
as so required. 

(6.) A Provincial Court, however, cannot so order attendance at 
any place beyond its particular jurisdiction. 

(c) If the person ordered to attend, having reasonable notice of 
the time and place at which he is required to attend, fails to attend 
accordingly, and does not excuse his failure to the satisfaction of 
the Supreme or other Court, he is, independently of any other 
liability, guilty of an offence against this Order, and for every such 
offence, on conviction thereof, by summary trial, is liable to a fine 
not exceeding 500 dollars, or to imprisonment for not exceeding 
one month, in the discretion of the Court. 

And the Eight Honourable the Earl Granville, one of Her 
Majesty’s Piincipal Secretaries of State, is to give the necessary 
directions herein.

in the particular cause or matter to the jurisdiction of the Court ; 
and (iii.) also, if required by the Court, gives security to the satis- 
faction of the Court, to such reasonable amount as the Court 
directs, by deposit of money or otherwise, to pay fees, costs, 
damages, and expenses, and to abide by and perform the decision 
to be given by the Court or on appeal. 

3. This Order shall come into operation as from the date of its 
publication in the " London Gazette,” but until the 1st October, 
1886, proceedings may be taken either in accordance with the pro- 
vision hereby repealed, or in accordance with the provisions of 
this Order.

I HATE the honour to forward to your Lordsliip the enolo.sed 
copy of a Circular Note which the Tsuiigh-Yain^u have addressed 
to the Nepreseutative of Cliiiia in foreign countries, and whicli 
they have directed them to communicate to the Courts to which 
they are severally accredited 

As your Lordships will perceive on perusing the Note, it 
relates to the procedure to be observed in cases where the Gover- 
noi’s-General, Governors, and others may desire to enter into 
contracts with foreign financial houses with the object of obtaining 
loans. 

Henceforth, no contract for a provincial loan is to he concluded 
until the local official for whose administration the money is 
required shall have submitted it to the Central Govorniueiit, and a 
notification that the project has received the Imperial sanction 
shall have been made by the Tsungli-Yamfin to the Eepresentative 
at Pekin of the country more immediately concerned in the trans- 
action. Loans contracted by the local authorities in contravention 
of this procedure will consequently he held to be illegal, and the 
Glimese Government absolved from all responsibility iii connection 
with them.

CmouLAH Note addressed by the Tsungli-Yamdn to the Eepresen- 
tatives of China in foreign countries. 

Gentlemen, 

You are aware that loans contracted with foreigners by our 
Provincial Authorities, Yicoroys, and Governors, to meet admini- 
.strative needs have always been submitted for tho preliminary 
authorisation of the Central Government at Pekin. This authori- 
sation must be requested by a special report presented to the 
Throne and must be confirmed by an official notification of the 
Tsungh-YamSn addressed to the Eepresentatives of the Powers 
concerned. 

But certain Yiceroys and Governors of Provinces having 
recently taken upon themselves to contract loans without present- 
ing a report to the Throne to request its authorisation of the same, 
the Tsungh-Yam^n and the Ministry of Finance, sensible of this 
abuse, winch is much to be regretted, thought it right to submit 
the following measure for the approval of the Emperor : — 

“ For the future, whenever our Provincial Authorities, Viceroys, 
Governors, and others shall approach foreign financiers with a 
view to contracting a loan, these latter should immediately com- 
municate this fact to the Eepresentative of their country accre- 
dited at Pekin. The Eepresentative should then ask the Tsuiigli- 
Yam§n officially whether the loan is authorised by the Central 
Government, upon a report duly presented to that effect. If such 
should be the case, the loan may be concluded ; in the contrary 
event, it shaU not be valid. 

“ The Imperial Government will decline aE responsibility for 
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loans contracted witliout its antliorisation, even tlioiigli a formal 
contract be produced liearing the seal and signature of the Provin- 
cial Authorities. It is unnecessary to add that the Chinese 
Government will, in such a case, take no action in favour of the 
creditors.” 

The preceding stipulations have been approved by His Majesty 
the Emperor, in a Decree dated the 25tli of November, 1891. 

You are instructed to bring this Circular ISTote, in writing, to 
the knowledge of the Governments to which you arc accredited ; 
it has also been communicated by us to the Eepresoiitatives of the 
Powers at Pekin. ' 

You will not omit to add that this measure on the part of the 
Chinese Government has been dictated by the desire to protect 
the credit of China, as well as tlio interests of foreign financiers, 
and that we are therefore anxious that this communication shouhl 
be made public by the Goverunients to which you are accredited, 
in order that it uiaj'' l)e generally known how this matter stands.

employed in any mnnicipal office or capacity, for raishig money by 
way of loan for any of the purposes aforesaid. 

Her Britannic Majesty's Consul to Convene a Meeting of Renters and 
other Persons entitled to Vote. Bettes and Taxes. 

Hei Britannic Majesty’s Consul shall, as soon after the 1st day 
of January in each year, or when it may appear to him needful, 
or on the requisition of seven duly qualified renters of land or 
others entitled to vote on the terms hereinafter mentioned, convene 
a meeting of such persons to devise ways and means of raising the 
requisite funds for these purposes ; and at such meeting it .shall be 
competent to the said persons, or a majority of them in public 
meeting duly assembled, to declare an assessment in the form of a 
rate to be made on the said land or huildings, and it shall also he 
competent for the said persons, or a majority of them as aforesaid, 
to impose other rates and taxes for the purposes aforesaid iu the 
form of due.s on all goods, merchandize, and treasure landed in, 
shipped from, or passing through the British Concession. 

Land-renters and others to Appoint a Committee or Council. Buies 

and Taxes. 

HI. And he it further ordered that the said land-renters and 
others as aforesaid, in puhlio meeting duly assembled, under and 
in accordance with the provisions of the preceding Article, shall 
appoint, in the mode hereinafter provided, an Executive Com- 
mittee or Council, to consist of not more than four persons, for the 
pmpose of levying the rates, dues, and taxes hereinbefore men- 
tioned, and applying the funds reahzed from the same for the 
purposes aforesaid, and for canying out the Eegulations now 
made ; and such committee when appointed shall have full power 
and authority to levy and apply such rates, dues, and taxes for the 
purposes aforesaid, and shall have power and authority to sue for 
all arrears of such rates, dues, and taxes, and recover the same 
from all defaulters in the Court under whose jurisdiction such 
defaulter may he. 


Qualification of Voters 

IT. That at all meetings the following persons shall alone be 
entitled to vote, namely, duly registered renters of one undivided 
Concession lot; recognised agents in the actual employment of 
firms, or persons who are duly registered renters as above ; house- 
holders whose residences are in the Concession or bordering upon 
its limits, and whose annual payment of taxes or contributions 
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amounts to 10 taels and upward.? ; and persons bolding written 
authority to act for qualified voters absent from sucb meetings. It 
i.s understood that a person sliall be entitled to one vote for eaoli 
undivided Conce.s3ion lot wbich he may hold, and also, if duly 
qualified to vote as a householder, to a vote in that capacity in 
addition to his vote as a land-renter. 

Election of Gotmcil. 

V. Tliat on or before the 5th day of January in each year it 
shall be competent for any two persons entitled to vote as above 
to nominate any duly qualified person or persons, not exceeding 
four, for election as members of the Council; and all sucli nomina- 
tions shall be .sent in writing to Her Britannic Majesty’s Consul 
witli the signatures of the proposer and seconder, and also the 
written assent to serve of the candidate or candidates proposed. 
The names of all tlic persons proposed shall tlien be exhibited in 
the Consulate Office until the 12th January, and, on the day ap- 
pointed for election, should the numbers ])ropo,sed exceed the 
required iiiiinber, the election shall be by ballot, but sliould not 
more than four persons be proposed, tlieii they shall be declared 
duly elected. 

Qualification for Ifenibers of Municipal Oounoil 

VI. All persons entitled to vote under Eegnlation IV shall be 
qualified to be members of the Municipal Council. 

Tenure of Office. 

VII. The Council shall enter upon their oftice as soon after the 
accounts of the retiring coinnnttee shall have been passed at the 
annual meeting in January, and at their first meeting the new 
Council shall elect a ehaii'man, secretary, and treasurer. In the 
temporary absence of tlie chairman, the members present at any 
lueetiiig of the Council shall elect their chairman for such 
meeting. 

Officers. 

VIII. The Council may from time to time appoint such oflicers 
and servants as they think necessary for carrying out those Eegu- 
lations, and fix the salaries, wages, and allowances of such officers 
and servants, and may pay the same out of the municipal funds, 
and make bye-laws for the government of such oflicers and 
servants, and may discontinue or remove any of them, from time 
to time, as they shall think fit. 

Qormnittee or Gouneil to have Power to make Eye-laws. 

IX. Wlieii in pursuance of these Eegiilations the above-men- 
tioned Committee or Council shall bo duly elected, all the power, 
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authority, and control conferred by tho bye-laws now sanctioned and 
annexed to these Eegulations, and all the rights and property which 
by sucli bye-laws are declared to belong to any Committee or Council 
as aforesaid shall vest in and absolutely belong to such Committee 
or Comioil and to their successors in office, and such successors as 
are duly elected and such Committee shall have power and au- 
thority from time to time to make other bye-laws for the better 
enabling them to carry out the object of these Eegulations, and to 
repeal, alter, or amend any such bye-laws, provided such other 
hye-laws be not repugnant to the provisions of these Eegulations, 
and be duly confirmed and published ; and provided also that no 
bye-law made by the Committee under the authority of these Eegu- 
lations, except such as relate solely to their Council or their 
officers or servants, shall come into operation until passed and 
approved by Her Britannic Majesty’s Consul and Minister and the 
ratepayers in special meeting assembled, of which meeting and the 
object of it ten days’ notice shaU be given. 


Funds. 

X. The Council shall administer the mnnicipal funds only for 
the public use and benefit at their discretion, and in accordance 
with any resolutions oarried at any general meeting of land-renters 
and ratepayers, and a statement shall be drawn up by them at the 
end of each year for which the CouncE has been elected, showing 
the nature and amount of the receipts and disbursements of the 
municipal fund for that year, and the said statement shall be 
published for general information at least seven days before tho 
general meeting is convened. 


How A ccounts to he Audited. 

XI. And whereas it is also expedient that due provision should 
be made for the auditing of the accounts of the said Committee 
or Council, and for the obtaining the approval and sanction of 
them by the ratepayers in public meeting duly assembled, be it 
ordered that an auditor shall be appointed by the Council to audit 
their accounts, and that the accounts so audited shall be pubbshed 
seven days before the annual meeting. 


Vacancies in Council. 

XII. In case of a vacancy or vacancies occurring in the Com- 
mittee or Council during the municipal year. Her Britannic 
Majesty’s Consul shall, if requested to do so, convene a meeting 
for the purpose of filling up such vacancy or vacancies. 
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Her Britannia Majesty’s Consul may at any time call Meeting of 
Landrenters. 

XIII, JBe it furthej:' ordered that it shall be competent for 
Her Britannic Majesty’s Consul, at any time when it may appear 
to him needful, or at the requisition of seven renters of land duly 
qualified to vote, or others entitled to vote on the terms jirevionsly 
mentioned, five of whom must be resident within the British 
Ooncession, to call a public meeting, giving ten days’ notice of the 
same, setting forth the business upon wliich it is convened, for the 
consideration of any matter or thing connected with the Munici- 
pality. All resolutions passed by a majority at any such public 
meeting, on all such matters aforesaid, shall he valid and binding 
on the whole of the ratepayers, provided not less than two-thirds 
of the whole body of those entitled to vote be represented at the 
meeting At .such meeting Her Britannic Majesty’s Consul shall 
take the chair , and, in his absence, then such ratepayer as the 
majority of voters present may nominate, who shall report to Her 
Britannic Majesty’s Consul the resolutions passed at such meeting 
for his concurrence and approval ; and, uniess such approval be 
officially given, such resolutions shall not be valid and binding. 
Provided always that a term of ten days shall elap.se between the 
date of the resolution and the signification of approval of Her 
Britannic Majesty’s Consul. In all cases in which the ratepayers 
in public meeting assembled, herein provided, decide upon any 
matter of a municipal nature not already enumerated, and affect- 
ing the general interests, any peiuon considering himself prejudiced 
in property or interests by the resolution may, within the period 
of ten days aforesaid, represent his ease to Her Britannic Majesty’s 
Consul for his consideration. After the expiration of the term of 
ten days the Consular approval, if signified, .shall be binding. 


Transfer of Lots to he Registered. 

XI V. All transfers of lots or portions of lots in the British 
Concession shall be made by the parties to the transfer or their 
duly authorised representatives in the presence of an officer of Her 
Britannic Majesty’s Consulate, Hankow, and shall be registered at 
the said Consulate. 


List of Voters. 

XV. Ten days previous to the annual and all other general 
meetings, a list of landrenters to whom land has been transferred 
and registered, as before provided, shall be communicated by the 
Consul to the Municipal Council. The Council shall thereupon 
cause a list to be made of aU persons entitled to vote, and of the 
number of votes to wliich each may be entitled, which list shall 
be exhibited in the British Consulate office at least seven days 
before the meeting. Corrections of the list may be made up to 
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within 48 hours of the time of holding the meeting oii proof of 
error or omission being given to the satisfaction of the Consul. 
Votes shall only he allowed in accordance with the list so cor- 
rected. 

Proxies shall he lodged with the Consul at least 24 hours before 
the meeting. 

ITmo FenaltiRS, lAcences, c6c„ under the Bye-lmus are to he recovered. 

XVI. Be it also further ordered, that any penalty, or forfeiture, 
or fee.s on licences provided for in the bye-laws framed under the 
authority of these regulations, and imposed in pursuance of such 
bye-laws, may be recovered by summary proceedings before the 
proper authority, and it shall be lawful for such authority upon 
conviction to adjudge the offender to pay the penalty or incur the 
forfeiture as well as the costs attending the conviction, as such 
authority may think fit. All fines and ])enalties levied under 
those regulations and the bye-laivs framed and to be framed under 
them, shall be carried to the credit of the Committee or Council in 
diminution of the general expenditure authorized by the [irovismus 
of these regulations 

Persons acting in Execfntion of these Regulations not to he pcrsonnlly 

liable. 

XVII. No matter or thing done, or contract entered into, by 
the Council, nor any matter or thing done by any member thereof, 
or person whomsoever, acting under the orders of the Council, 
shall, if the matter or thing were done, or the contract entered into 
bona fide for the purpose of executing these regulations, subject 
them or any of them personally to any action, liability, claim, or 
demand whatsoever. And any expense properly and with due 
authority incurred by the Council, or those acting directly under 
and in accordance with their orders, shall be borne and repaid 
out of rates levied under the authority of these regulations. 

Sow Council to be sued. 

XVIII. The Committee shall be liable to be sued, through 
their Secretary, in Her Britannic Majesty’s Consular Court at 
Hankow, by any person who may deem himself injured by any 
act of the Committee or its officers, and should the plaintiff 
obtain damages in any such suit, the said damages and the costs of 
such suit shaU, he summarily recoverable by Her Britannic 
Majesty’s Consul, and paid out of the funds levied under the 
authority of these local regulations. 
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Bye-laws annexed in tlie Land Ber/nlations for the Foreign SeUla- 

ment, Hankow, 

Control and Management of Sewers and Drains. 

1. Tlie entire control and inanagement of all public sewers and 
drains witbin the limits of these Eegulations, and all sewers and 
drains in and under the roads, and all the works and materials 
thereunto belonging, whether made at the time of the passing of 
these Regulations or at any time thereafter, and whether made at 
the cost of the Council or otherwise, .shall vest in and belong to tlie 
Council, 

Ho Person to build over any Public Sewer luithout Consent of 

Council. 

2. No sewer or drain shall be made, or any building be erected, 
over any sewer belonguig to the Council, neither shall any branch 
drain bo carried into any of the sewers or drains above vested 
ill the Council without the consent of the Council first obtained 
in writing. And if, after the passing of the Land Regulations, 
any sewer or drain be made, or any building be erected, contrary 
to the provisions herein contained, the Council may demolish the 
same, and the expenses incurred thereby shall be paid by the 
person so offending, and shaU be recoverable as damages. 

Sewers and Drains to be provided with Traps. 

3. All sewers and drains within the limits of these Regula- 
tions, whether public or private, shall be provided by the Council, 
or other persons, to whom they severally belong, with proper traps 
or other coverings, or means of ventilation, so as to prevent 
stench 



Expenses of Maintaining and Cleansing cdl Sewers and Drains. 

4. The expense of maintaining and cleansing aU sewers not 
lieroinbefore provided for shall be defrayed out of the rates and 
taxes, to be levied under Article I of the Lund Regulation, s. 


No one to bicild a House until a Covered Drain he constmeted. 

{). It shall not be lawful to erect any house in the Settlement, 
or to rebuild any house in the Settlement, without at the same 
time constructing a covered drain or drains of such size and mate- 
rials, and at such level, and with such fall as to the Council shall 
appear necessary and sufficient for the proper and effectual drain- 
age of the same and its appurtenances, in terms of Bye-laws Nos. 1 
and 2 ; the drain or drains so to be constructed shall communicate 
with such sewers as the Council may direct. And whosoever 
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erects or rebuilds any bouse or olber l)uikling, or cousirucis any 
drams contrary to Lliis bye-law, shall he liable for every such 
offence to a penalty not exceeding 250 taels, 

Gounail shall he Suneyors of Highways. 

6 The Council, and none other, .shall he surveyors of all high- 
ways within the limits of the aforesaid Eegulations, and within 
those limits shall have all such powers and authorities as any sur- 
veyors of highways are invested with m England 

Managetiierd of Streets and Bepairs thereof to rest in Qouncil ; also 
BmuUng and Jetties. 

7. The management of the streets, bunding, and jetties, and the 
laying out and repairing thereof, shall be vested in the Oouncil , 
and all materials, implements, and other things provided for laying- 
out and repairing said streets, bunding, and jetties siiall belong to 
the Council. 

Co^mil may stop up a-ny Street and pi'erent all Persons from 

passing 

8. The Council may stop up any streets, and prevent all 
persons from passing along and using the same during the con- 
struction, alteration, rejiair, or demolition of any sewer or dram in 
or uncler such street, 


Penalty on making nnautlmdeed Alterations in Streets. 

9. Every person who wilfully displages, takes up, or makes any 
alteration in the pavement, flags, or othek^naterials of any street, 
bunding or jetties under the management ofsjihe Council, without 
their consent in writing, shall he liable to a peb. 9 . 1 ty not exceeding 
26 taels. 


Penalty for not LAghting Deposits of BiAlding Materials or 
Excavations. 

10. When any building materials or other things are laid, or 
any hole made in any of the streets, whether the same be done by 
order of the Council or not, the person or persons causing such 
hole to be made shall, at his own expense, cause a sufficient light 
to be fixed in a proper place on and near the same, and continue 
such light every night from sun-setting to sun-rising wiyile such 
materials or hole remain ; and such person shall, at Ids own 
expense, cause such materials or -other things and such hole to be 
sufficiently fenced and mclosed until such materials or other things 
are removed, or the holes filled up, or otherwise made secure. 
And every such person who fails so to light, fence, or inclose the 
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same, shall for every srioh offence be liable to a penalty not exceed- 
ing 25 taels. 


Dangerous Places to he repaired or inclosed. 

11. If any building, wall, or bole, or other place near any 
.street be, for want of sufficient repair, protection, or inclo.suro, 
dangerous to the passengers along such street, the owner .shall 
repair the .same, or, in default, the Council shall cause the neces- 
sary repairs to be made, and the expenses of the same shall be 
recoverable as damages from the owner. If the owner cannot be 
found, or any agent who will midertake to act for him, within the 
limits of these Eegulatioiis, the Council, after giving 28 days’ 
notice of their intention to do so, by posting a printed or written 
notice in a conspicuous place iii such biuldnig, or on the land on 
which such building stood, or other place, may take such building 
or land and sell the same by piibhc action under Consular injunc- 
tion, and from and out of the proceeds of such sole reimburse 
themselve.s for the outlay incun’ed, and .shall restore any overplus 
arising from such sale to the owner of such property on demand ; 
but should the proceeds of such sale not cover the expense,? in- 
curred, the Council shall have the same remedies for compelling the 
payment of the balance as are hereinbefore given to them for 
compelling the payment of the whole of the said expenses. 

Projections of Houses to he removed on notice. 

12 The Council may give notice to the owner or occupant of 
any house or other building to remove or alter any porch, shed, 
projecting window, step, or any other obstruction or projection, 
erected or placed against, or in front of, any house or other build- 
ing, within the limits of these Eegulatioiis, and which is an 
obstruction to the safe and convenient passage along any street ; 
and such owner and occupant shall, within 14 clays after the 
service of such notice upon him, remove such obstruction, or alter 
the same in such manner as shall have been directed by the 
Council, and in default thereof shaU be liable to a penalty not ex- 
ceeding 10 taels ; and the Council in such case may remove such 
obstruction or projection, and the expense of such removal shall 
be paid by the owner or occupant so making default, and shall be 
recoverable os damages. 

OhstriKtion of Streets. 

13. Ho person shall obstruct the public roads or footpaths with 
any kind of goods or building materials under a penalty of 1 0 
taels for every 24 hours of continued obstniction ; and after the 
first 24 houi's that notice of removal shall have been given to the 
owner of the same, or the person using, employing, or having 
control of the same, or in the absence of any such person, or 
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inability on the part of the agents of the Council to find him, the 
Oonncil shall remove and retain the same until the expense of such 
removal .sliallhavo been repaid, or may recover the expense of such 
removal as damages, or may sell the same to recover such expenses, 
holding the balance, if any, after payment of penalties, expenses 
and costs, to the use of the person entitled to the same. 

Stagnant Pools, 

1 4. Ill the case of any stagnant pool, ditch, or pond of water, 
pig-sty, cow-housc, stable, privy, or any other building, obstruc- 
tion, or thing, being proved a nuisance to the occupiers of adjacent 
lots or to the public, the Secretary of the Council shall forthwith 
give notice to the owner, or reputed owner, or agent, that such 
nuisance must he removed ; and if the same be not removed 
within a time considered reasonable by the Council, the Council 
may abate such nuisance at the expense of the owner of such 
property, the same being recoverable as damages. 

Licences and Houses of Entertainment. 

15. That no spirit-shop or house of entertaiiiineiit of any kind, 
shall be opened within the limits of the Settlement, without a 
licence first obtained from the Council, countersigned by Her 
Britannic Majesty’s Consul (charges for such licence to be here- 
after arranged), under a penalty not exceeding 100 taels, recover- 
able from the person committing such offence. 

Eistu/rbance in Streets. 

16. All persons causelessly creating a noise or disturbance, and 
all persons guilty of furious and improper riding or driving, or the 
leading of horses up and down the bund for exercise, or who shall 
commit any act which may legitimately come within the meaning 
of the term nuisance, shall be liable to a penalty not exceedmg 
10 taels. 


Ga/rrying Lamps. 

Vl. All Chinese passing through or in the Settlement after 
6 P.M. in winter and 8 p.m. in summer, until dayhght, must be 
provided with lighted lanterns, rmder a penalty of being handed 
to Her Britannic Majesty’s Consul for tranmission to the native 
authorities. 


Transient Ojfenders. 

18. It shall be lawful for any officer or agent of the Council, 
and all persons called by him to his assistance, to seize and 
detain any person who shall have committed any offence against 
the provisions of these Bye-laws, and if he be a Chinese subject, 
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or a foreigner belonging to some nationality not represented by a 
Consul, to hand him to Her Britannic Majesty’s Oon.snl to be 
disposed of according to law. If the offender he a citizen or 
subject of sonic nationality duly represented, he shall be handed 
over to his own Consul for adjudication. 

Bye-laws. 

19. Nothing m these Bye-laws contained shall lie construed to 
render lawful any act or omission on the ])art of anj'- person which 
is, or would lie, deemed to be a nui.siu)ce at conmion law, from pro- 
secution or action in respect thereof, according to the forms or pro- 
ceeding at common law, nor from the con.setpiences upon being 
convicted thereof. 

Penalties to he simmarily recuvered. 

20. Every penalty or forfeiture imyiosed by these Bye-laws, 
made in pursuance thereof, the recovery of which is not otherwise 
provided for, may be recovered by summary proceedings before 
Her Britannic Majesty’s Consul, and upon conviction the oifendor 
shall pay the penalty or forfeiture incurred, as well as such costa 
attending the conviction as such Consul shall think lit. 
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(App. 1.) — AGT of the Farlkiinent “for the Regulation, 

of Chinese Passeni/er Ships ”* 

[18 & 19 Viet, cap, 104] \l4cth August, 1855.] 

Whekeas abuses have occurred lu coiiveynig euiigranls fruiii 
ports in the Okiuese .seas ; Aud whereas it is expedient to prevent 
such abuses ; Be it enacted by the Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with ihe advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows ; — 

I. In the construction of tins Act the term “ Cliinese passenger 
■ship ” shall include every ship carrying from any port in Hong 
Koug, and every Hritisli ship carrying from any port in China or 
within 100 miles of the coast thereof, more than 20 passengers, 
being natives of Asia ; the word “ colony ” shall include all Her 
Majesty’s possessions abroad not being under the Covermnent of 
the East India Company, the word “governor” s hall signify the 
person for the time being lawfully admimsteiing the government 
of such colony ; the term “ legislature of Hong Koug ” shall 
signify the governor and legislative eouncil or other legislative 
authority of the same for the time being , the word “ ship ” shall 
include all sea-gomg vessels; the terms “commander” and 
“ master” of any ship shall include any person for the time being 
in command or charge of the same ; the term “ emigration officer ” 
shall include every person lawfully acting as emigration officer, 
iminigratioii agent, or protector of emigrants, and every person 
authorized by the G-overnor of any British colony to carry out 
the provisions of this Aot, and the term “British Consul” shall 
include every person lawfully exercising consular authority on 
behalf of Her Majesty in any foreign port. 

II, It shall be lawful for the Legislature of Hong Kong, by 
any Ordinance to be by them enacted for that purpose, to make 
regulations respecting Climese passenger ships, and, in the case of 
British ships, respecting the treatment of the passengers therein 
while at sea, and until suoh enactment the regulations contained 
in Schedule (A) to this Act annexed shall be in force ; Provided 
always, that no such Ordinance shall come into operation until 
Her Majesty’s confirmation of the same shall have been proelaimed 
m Hoiig Kong by the Ooveriior thereof 

HI, It shall be lawful for the Governor of Hong Kong to 
declare, by Proclamation, for the purposes of this Act and of the 
said regulations, what shall be deemed to be the duration of the 
voyage of any Chinese passenger ship, and by such Proclamation 
to alter the scale.s of dietary, medicines, and medical comforts 
contained m the aforesaid Schedule (A). 

IV. No Chinese passenger ship shall clear out or proceed to 
sea on any voyage of more than seven days’ duration until the 
master thereof shall have received from an emigration officer a

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copy of ike atoi'eaiiid regulations, and a certilicaie in the form 
contained in Hcliedule (B) to tins Act annexed, or in suck other 
form as may be prescribed by the said Legisktoe, wbick copy 
and certificate, with any docmncnts to be attached thereto (herein- 
after designated as omigratioii papers), shall lie signed hy the said 
emigration officer, nor until the master shall, with two sufficient 
sureties, to be approved by the said emigration officer, have entered 
into a joint and several bond in the .sum of ],000Z. to Her Majesty, 
her heirs and successors, in the form contained in )Schediile (0) to 
this Act annexed, or in such otlier form as shall he prescribed by 
the said Legislature. 

V. The said penal sum of 1,000/. shall he due and recoverable 
iiotwitlistaudiiig any penalty or forfeiture imposed by this Act or 
by the aforesaid regulations, and whether such penalties or for- 
feitures shall have been sued for and recovered or not, 

VI. It shall be lawful for the commander of any of Her 
Majesty’s ships of war, or for any emigration officer, Custom-House 
officer, or British Consul, to enter and search any Chinese passenger 
ship (beurg a British vessel or within British jurisdiction) so long 
as such ship shall have any passengers on bniird, and for 48 hours 
afterwards, and in ease such ship shall be engaged on a voyage of 
more than seven day, s’ duration, to require the production of tlie 
emigration papers of such sliip, and to oxamine all persons on board 
of the same, in order to ascertain whetber the provisions of this 
Act and of the regulations aforesaid have been complied with ; 
and any person who refuses to allow, attempts to avoid, or obstructs 
any such emtiy, search, or examination, or who knowingly misleads 
or deceives any person lawfully making any such search or exami- 
nation, or who, being master of the ship, or having the emigi-atioii 
papers in his custody, fails to produce the same wlien reqiured as 
aforesaid, shall be deemed guilty of a uiisdemeanour. 

VII. In case of any neglect or refusal to comply with any of 
the provisions of this Act or any of the regulations aforesaid, or to 
perform any stipulation in any of the contracts made with the 
passengers, the master of the ship, and any other person who 
may have been guilty of or have aided or abetted such neglect 
or refusal, shall each he deemed for each offence guilty of a mis- 
deuieaiiour. 

VIII. If any Chinese passenger ship clears out or proceeds to 
sea on any voyage exceeding seven days in duration without such 
emigration papers as aforesaid, or if the eniigratioii papers of any 
Chinese passenger ship are forged or fraudulently altered, such 
ship shall, if she is a British ship^ or if, not being a British ship, 
the offence is conunitted and the ship is seized in Her Majesty’s 
dominions or in the territories of the East India Company, be for- 
feited to Her Majesty. 

IX. Every person who commits or aids or abets m committing 
any act or default by which any Chinese passenger ship may 
become liable to forfeiture shall be liable to a penalty not exceed- 
ing loo/, for cacli offence

X. It .shall he lawful for any commissioned officer on full pay 
in the military or naval service of Her Majesty, or any Britifsh 
officer of Customs, or any British Consul, to seire and detain any 
ship which has become .subject to forfeiture as aforesaid, and bring 
lier for adjudication before the High Court of Admiralty in England 
or Ireland, or any court having Admiralty jurisdiction in Her 
M(ije,sty’s dominions or in the territories of the East India Com- 
pany, and such Court may thereupon make such order in the case 
as it think.s fit, and may award suck portion of tlie proceeds of the 
sale of any forfeited ship as it thinks right to the officer bringing 
in the same for adjudication, or to any persons damaged by the 
act or default which has rendered the ship liable to forfeiture. 

XL No such officer as aforesaid .shall be responsildo either 
civilly or criminally, to any person whomsoever, in re.spect of the 
seizure nr detention of any ship tliat has been seized or detained 
by him in pursuance of the provisions heroin contained, notwith- 
standing that such ship is not brought in for adjudioatioii, or, if so 
brought in, is declared not to be liable to forfeiture, if it is shown 
to the satisfaction of the judge or court before whom any trial 
relating to such .ship or such seizure or detention is held that there 
are rea.sonable grounds for such seizure or detention ; but if no 
such grounds are shown such judge or Court may award payment 
of costs and damages to any party aggrieved, and make such other 
order in the premises as he or it thinks just 

XII It shall he 'awful for the Court before which any ship 
liable to forfeiture under tins Act is proceeded against to impose 
.such a pecuniary penalty a.s to the same Court shall seem lit, in 
hen of coudeuming the ship, and in such case to cause the ship to 
he detained uutil the penalty is paid, and to cause any penalty so 
imposed to be applied in the .same manner in which the proceeds 
of the said ship, if condemned and .sold by order of the Court, 
would have been apphcable. 

XIII. All misdemeanours and other criminal offences punish- 
able under this Act shall be dealt with, tried, and judged of in the 
same manner as misdemeanours and other offences punishable 
under the “ Merchant Shipping Act, 1854:,” and all the rules of 
law, practice, or evidence applicable to the last-mentioned mis- 
demeanours and offences shall lie apphcable to misdemeanours 
and other o&cnces under this Act. 

XIV. Any Court, justice, or magistrate imposing any penalty 
under thi.s Act for wliich no specific application is herein pro 
vided, may, if it or he thinks ftt, direct the whole or any part 
thereof io lie applied ni comjiensating any person for any wrong 
or damage which he may have sustained by the Act or default in 
respect of wlncli such penalty is imposed, or in or towards pay- 
ment of the expenses of the proceedings , and, subject to such 
direction.s or specific application as aforesaid, all penalties recovered 
in the United Kingdom shall be paid into the receipt of Her 
Majesty’s Exchequer in such manner as the Treasury may direct 
and shall be carried to and form part of the Consolidated Fund of 
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the United Kingdom ; and all penalties recovered in any British 
possession shall' be paid over into the L’ublic Treasury of such pos- 
session, and form p)arL of the public revenue thereof. 

XV. In any legal proceeding talren under this Act or in re,spect 
of the bond liereiiihefore required any document purporting to bn 
the written declaration of any British Consul, or of the Com- 
mander of any of Her Majesty’s ships of war, or to he a copy of 
the proceedings of any court of justice, sliall, without any proof of 
signature, be received in evidence, in case it shall appear that such 
copy or declaration, if produced in the United Kingdom, was 
oflicially transmitted to one of Her Majesty’s Principal Beoretaries 
of State, or, if produced in any colony, was officially transmitted 
to the Governor tliereof ; Provided always, that no person making 
such written declaration as aforesaid sliall be capable of receiving 
a share of any jpenalty or forfeiture which shall be jirociirod by 
such written declaration. 

XVI. This Act may be cited for any purpose whatever under 
the name of the " Chinese Passengers Act, 1855.” 

XVII. This Act shall come into operation as soon as it shall 
have been proclaimed in Hong Kong by the Governor thereof, or 
if not so proclaimed, on the 1st day of January next ensuing. 


SoiiEUULE (A). — Eegulations kespeotinCt Chinese Passenger 

Ships. 

Note . — The wilful and fraudulent breach of any of these regu- 
lations by the person in charge of any Chinese passenger ship is 
punishable by forfeiture of the ship, and every person concerned in 
sucJi breach is liable to a fine of £100 for each offence. 

I. No Chinese pas,senger ship shall clear out or proceed to sea 
on any voyage of more than seven days’ duration without a certifi- 
cate from an emigration officer ; and such certificate shall be in the 
form provided by “ The Chinese Passenger Act, 1855.” 

II. No emigration officer shall be hound to give such certificate 
in respect of any Chinese passenger ship till seven days after re- 
ceiving notice that the ship is to carry passengers, and of her 
destination, and of her proposed day of saihiig, nor unless there 
are on board a surgeon and interpreter approved by such emigra- 
tion officer. 

III. After receiving such notice the emigration officer shall be 
at liberty at all times to enter and inspect the s'hip, and the 
fittings, provisions, and stores therein, and any person impeding 
him in such entry or inspection, or refusing to allow of the 
same, shall be liable to a fine of not more than £100 for each 
offence. 

IV. The emigration officer shall not give his certificate unless 
he shall be satisfied, 

(1.) That the ship is seaworthy and properly manned, equipped, 
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fitted, and ventilated ; and has not on board any cargo likely, from 
its quality, quantity, or mode of stowage, to prejudice tlic health 
or safety of the passengers : 

(2.) That the space approjiriated to the passengers in the ’tween 
decks contains at the least 12 superficial and 72 cubical feet of space 
for every adult on board , that is to say, for every passenger above 
12 years of age, and for every two passengers between the ages of 
one year and 12 years • 

(3.) That a space of .1 .superficial feet per adult is left clear on 
the upper deck for the use. of the passengers : 

(4.) That provisions, fuel, and water liave been placed on board, 
of good quality, properly packed, ami sutfioieiit to supply the 
passengers on board during the deelare<l duration of the intended 
voyage, according to the following .scale :

The emigi’atiou officer shall not give his certificate until he 
shall have mustered the passengers, and have ascertained to the 
best of Ills power that they understand whither they are going, 
and comprehend the nature of any contracts of service which they 
have made; lie shall also take care that a copy of the form of such 
contracts, or an abstract of their substance, signed by himself, is 
appended to the said ceitificate If any of the passengers are in 
bad health, or insufficiently provided with clothing ; or if the con- 
tracts are unfair, or if there is reason to suspect that fraud or 
violence have been practised in their collection or embarkation, he 
may detain the ship, and, if he shall think fit, may order all or any 
of tlie passengers to be re-landed.

I. Trcmsit Dues. 

§ 1. It IS at the option of the British merchant to clear foreign 
imports to an inland market, or native produce to a port of ship- 
ment, either by payment of the different charges demanded at the 
Inland Oustoui-House, or by one payment of a lialf-tariff' duty as 
provided in Tariff Pule 7. 

§ 2. In the case of native produce the memorandum to be pre- 
sented at the first inland barrier may be there depo.sited by the 
merchant Iiimself or his agent, native or foreign ; but whereas it is 
alleged that both native and foreign transit dues have been totally 
evaded by the sale of produce in transihi after entry at a barrier 
as for sbipinent at a Treaty port, the memorandum tendered must 
he in the form of a Declaration, signed by the firm or merchant 
interested, and to the effect that the produce therein specified and 
entered on date, at barrier for shipment at 

port, is the property of the undersigned firm or merchant, and that 
the said firm or merchant engages to pay the half-tariff transit 
dues thereon. 

This form will be ]provided gratis by the Maritime Customs at 
every Treaty port, and issued on the Consur,s application by the 
Superintendent of Customs. 

§ 3. Hative produce carried inward.s from a port cannot be 
cleared by a transit duty certificate, whether in charge of native 
or foreigner ; it is liable to all charges imposed on goods in transitu 
by the Provincial Governments through whose jurisdiction it 
passes. 

§ 4. Foreign imports not protected by transit duty certificates 
are liable to the same charges. 

§ 5. Ho transit duty is leviable on foreign imports or native 
prodiide carried up or down the Yang-tze Kiang between Shanghai 
and the ports on that river now open imder provisional rules ; but

The exemption certificate protecUs duty-paid foreign unports, 
re-exported to any port in (‘Imia, against all further exaction of 
duty by the Maritime (histoms. Native iiroducc carried coastwise 
must he accompanied l)y a certificate that the export duty has 
iaicii paid at the port of .siiipmeiit ; and on leaving the second port 
for a third or fourlli port, l>y a certificate that the coast trade, 
duty, as below defiiK'd, has hecu ])ai(l at the second port.

111. Coast Trade Doty. 

§ 1. Native produce carried coastwise pay.s full export duty at 
the port of shipment , and, at the port of entry, coa,st trade duty, 
the amount of which is declared to be half-import duty. 

§ ’2. If the produce in question he entered at the second port 
as for re-exportation to a foreign marhet, the payment of coast 
trade duty is to be regarded as a deposit during a term of three 
months, before expiiy of which the produce must he re-shipped for 
a foreign port , and tlie merchant will thereupon immediately 
recover the ainoiint of the coast trade duty lodged with the 
(Jnstoms. If the term expire without shipment of the produce, 
the said amount will be carried to the account of Customs revenue, 
and the produce, if subsequently shipped to a foreign port, will pay 
a Ml export duty,* 

§ 3. If the produce, though shipped witlmi the term allowed, 
be found to have been sulijected to unauthorized changes of 
quality, condition, &c., the coast trade duty lodged will not he 
returned, and an export duty, as upon all other produce leaving 
the port, will be levied. 

§ 4. If, on arrival of the produce at tlie port of entry, loss of 
tlie export duty certificate be alleged, the export duty can he 
lodged with the Customs until the Customs authorities .shall 
ascertain tlie fact from those of the port of sliipmeut 

§ 5. Native produce, accompanied by a certificate that the 
coast trade duty has been paid at the .second port, may he carricil 
to any other port or ports in China, without payment of farther 
duty to the Maritime Customs.t

§ 6. Native pi-oditee carried from tShanghai . to Hankow, or 
Kiukiang, or cand, ])ajs a full import or export duty and 
mast trade duty. While the river trade continues under the Pro- 
visional Paile.s now in force, these duties will be levied at Shanghai. 
If the produce iii question he entered for re-export to a foreign 
port, the coast-trade duty will he deposited and refunded as ])ro- 
vided 111 clause 2 of this Rule.

>S'OT-//ofag umrf.s, merchantmen, lorchas, and sailing vessels 
generally, if trading at Ghinkiang, wdll pay their duties and 
tonnage clues at Ghinkiang. 

If a vessel of this class is proceeding iurther than Ghiidaang, 
that is either to Kuddang or to Hankow, her master must deposit 
her papers with the Consul at Ghinkiang, and must hand m her 
manifest to he oxamined hy the Ghinkiang Gustoins ; the super- 
intendent of which, on receipt of an official apiilication from the 
Consul, will issue a certificate, to be t:alled the Ghinkiang pass, to 
the vessel. The Ghinkiang pass will have entered upon it the 
number and t[uautities of arms, muskets, guns, swords, &c., on 
hoard the vessel , also the niiiiiber of her crew, her tonnage, and 
the flag she sails under The Gustoins will be at liberty to seal 
her hatches, and to put a customs employd on board her. On her 
arrival at Kiukiaiig, whether going up or coming down, her master 
must present her pass to the Customs for inspection. 

The duties on cargo lauded or shipped at Kiuldang or Hankow 
must all be paid in the manner prescribed by the regulations of 
whichever of the two ports she may be trading at, and on her 
return to Ghinkiang she must surrender her Ghinkiang pass to the 
Customs at Cliinkiang, and the Customs lianng ascertained that 
her duties and clues have been aU paid, and that every other con-

Any British vessel of this class found above Cliinkiang with out 
a Glnnltiang pass will be confiscated. Any ^nnk without Chinese 
papers will similarly be confiscated. 


ARTICLE IV. 

Rimr Steamers. 

Any British steamer trading regularly on the river will depo.sit 
lier papers at the British Consulate at Shanghai, and the Customs, 
on application of the British Consul, will issue a special River 
Bass (or Steam Pass), that shall be valid for the term of six 
months. Steamers trading on the river under this pass will be 
enabled to load and discharge, and will pay duties according to 
the rule affecting liiver Steamers. 

On arrival off Cliinkiang or Kiukiang, the steamer, whether 
proceeding up the river or down, will exhibit her pass to the 
Customs. 

The tomiage dues leviable on any steamer holding a River Pass 
shall be paid alternately at Cliinkiang, ICiukiang, and Hankow. 

The Customs are at liberty to put a tidewaiter on board a 
steamer at any of these ports to accompany her up or down stream, 
as the case may be. 

Infringement of River Port Regulations will be punished by 
the infliction of the pienalties in force at the ports open by Treaty ; 
for a second offence the steamer’s River Pass wdl also be cancelled, 
and she wfil be refused permission to trade thenceforward above 
Chinkiang. 

Any steamer not [novided with a River Pass, if her master 
propose proceeding above Cliinkiang, will come under the rule 
affecting sca-yoing vessels, laid down in Article III, and will be 
treated accordingly. 


ARTICLE V. 

Uwer Steamers' Cargoes. 

§ 1. Wher’e native produce is shipped at a river port on board 
a steamer provided with a River Pass, the shipper must pay both 
export and coast trade duty before he ships it. If it he for 
export to a foreign port, this should be stated when the produce 
arrives at Shanghai, and if it be exported from Shanghai within 
the three* months allowed, the shipper will obtain from the 
Shanghai Customs a certificate of ite re-exportation, on produc- 
tion of which at the river port of shipment, whether Cliinkiang,

ICiukiang, or Hankow, the Customs of that port will issue a draw- 
l)ack for the amount of coast trade duty paid. 

§ 2. Where import cargo is transhipped uii Ijoard a river 
steamer at Shanghai, it must first he cleaved of all duties. The 
transhipment will not he authorised until the Customs are satisfied 
that the import duties have been paid. 

AETICLE VI. 

Native Graft, oioticd or charter eel hij British merchants will pay 
duty on their cargo at the rates leviable on such cargo under tlie 
Treaty tariff. All such craft will further have to be secured by 
bond in the manner laid down in the provisional Rules published 
on the 5th December, 1861,* and on entry into any port will pay 
port dues according to Chinese tarilf. If the cargoes of native 
craft so employed do not agree with their cargo certificates, the 
amount specified in their bonds will be forfeited to the Chinese 
Govenimeiit. This provision is only valid until tranquility is 
restored along the river. 


ARTICLE VII. 

British vessels of all classes, as well as junks owned or char- 
tered by British merchants, must apply to the Customs at the 
port of departure for a cargo certificate {Tsuruj-tan), wiiieli oii the 
vessel or j'uuk’s arrival at the port of destination, must be handed 
m to the Customs before permission to discharge can be given, 

The above regulations are provisional, and open to revision if 
necessary.

Licences issued to pilots not being nath'es of China shall .subse- 
quently be vised and registered at the Considatc concerned. 

2. On the 1st clay of July each year, every pilot shall pay the 
sum of 10 liaikuau taels for the renewal of his licence. 

3. Every licensed pilot shall he given a printed copy of the 
General Eogulatioiis and Local Rules, and shall produce the same, 
as well as Ms licence, when recpxired. 

GENEEAL EEGULATION VI. 

Apprentice Pilots : how to he taken. 

1 It shall bo nllow’able for each licensed pilot to take an ap- 
pi entice, for whom he shall he responsible. On the application of 
pilots, the Harbour Master will supply apprentices with special 
certiti cates. 

2. When the circuinstaiice,s of tlie port appear to demand it, 
the Harbour Master may authorize apprentices to act temporarily, 
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and wilhin certain limits, as pilots ; provided thev have received 
certificates of competency from the Board of Appointment. 

GENERAL UEGULATION VII. 

Licensed Pilots : to whom Svbm'diiMted ; Ifyilicensed Piloting, &o. 

1. Licensed pilots may carry on their business either single or 
in companies. They must pay due respect to the wishes and 
instructions of the Harbour Master uniler whose orders and con- 
trol they are placed, and who is invested with power to suspend or 
dismiss, subject to an appeal to tlie Uonsul coueorned. When the 
pilot is a foreigner the appeal to be lodged witliin tliree days. 

2. If guilty of any misconduct for whicli Consular punishiuent 
has been infiiotod, or if proved to have committed any oifeuee 
against revenue laws, the individual concerned may lie suspended 
or disniisaed by the Harbour Master, subject to an appeal to Ins 
Consul. If a foreigner the appeal to be lodged within tiireu days. 

3. Any one piloting without a licence, or making use of 
another’s licence, shall be subject to prosecution before his own 
authorities, who will deal with the oflender in accordance witli the 
laws of his coiiiitry. Any pilot lending his licence to another will 
he proceeded against and dealt with in the same way, in addition 
to forfeiting his licence 

4. Any Commanding Officer employing an unlicensed person to 
pilot his vessel will be liable to be fined in the sum of 100 taels by 
the authorities to whose jiuisdiction ho is amenable. 

GENERAL REGULATION VIII. 

Pilot Boats ■ BegxdaMons to he Observed. 

1. Pilot boats shall be registered with their crews at the 
Harbour Master’s office, where each boat will be given a certiticate 
and number. The word, " Licensed Pilot Boat,” sliall, with the 
number, be legdbly painted at the stern, and on the head of the 
mainsail ; and a Bag, of which the upper horizontal lialf shall be 
yellow, and the lower green, shall be flown. Such registered pilot 
boats .shall deposit their national papers with their Consul or the 
Customs ; they shall be at liberty to move freely within the limits 
of the ports and pilotage ground, and shall be exempt from tonnage 
<liiea. On the requisition of the Harbour Master or Ins deputies, 
it will bo obligatory on registered pilot boats to convey, from place 
to place within the limits, employes belonging to either Customs’ 
or Harbour Master’s departments, with sucli stores as may be 
wanted for either light-houses or light-ships. 

2. Every licensed pilot boat shall pay a fee of twenty taels 
for renewal of Jiceuce on the 1st of July ench year. 

3. Ill ease of a pilot going off in an unregistered boat, he will 
be authorized to carry the pilot boat flag during the time he is on 
board; but no pilot is authorized to cruise in an unregistered 
boat without special periiiissioii from the Harbour Master. 
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4. The owner or hirer of an unregistered boat making use of a 
]nlot flag, and nut liaving a lieeiuseil pilot on l)oavd, shall be ju'o- 
secuted before the authorities to whom lie is amenable, or whose 
Hag or national ensign he has the right to use, 

.5. A registered pilot boat is not [lermittod to tly the pilot flag, 
save when there is either a licensed pilot or certificated apprentice 
on board.

FLags to he ExMbited on Arrival. 

When nearing anchorage the pilot shall cause to be ex- 
hibited : — 

A red and white flag (No. — H) if the vessel is from Hong 
Kong, Japan, or any Clunese pioit. 

A blue and white Hag (No. 2 — J) if from any foreign ]jort. 

A yellow and blue (No. 10 — K) if the vessel is iii ballast.

GENERAL REGULATION X. 

Harlour Pilots Vessels in Harbour Berthing, cC'fl. 

1. The duties of the harbour pilots, where such exist, will be to 
take charge of vessels at the outer limit of the anchorage, herth 
them lu accordance with the orclens received from the Harbour 
Master’s department, take charge of vessels shifting berths, going 
in or out of dock, or to and from a wharf or out of the anchorage, 
and to assist and report to the Harbour Master’s office all matters 
concerning the shipping in port, and the conservancy of the river 
or harbour. 

2. In berthing vessels the Harbour Master will, as far as 
possible, meet the wishes of commauding officers and consignees, 
and the entrance, working, or clearance of vessels taking berths 
not assigned to them shall be stopped by the Customs until the 
Harbour Master’s orders are complied with. 

3. Vessels are to moor m accordance with orders received from 
the Harbour Master,'and arc uot to remove from the anchorage 
without his permission.

The two 1'ower.s consent to a general cessation of hostilities as 
soon as the necessary orders can bo given and received, and France 
consents to the immediate raising of tlie blockade of Formosa. 

ARTICLE III. 

France consents to send a Minister to the north, ie., to Tien- 
tsin or Peking, to arrange the detaPs of the Treaty, and the two 
Powers shall then fix a date I'or the withdrawal of the troops.

1. A.S .^oim as an Imperial Decree shall have heeu promul- 
gated ordering the exerution of the Treaty of the 11th May, 1884 
(No. 30), and tlierefore enjoining the Chiuese troops who are at 
present at Tniirpiin to retire over the frontier, all military operations 
shall he suspended by land and by sea, at Formosa and on the 
Chinese coasts. Tim comu'andiug offieera of the French troops in 
Tonqnin will receive orders not to cross the Chinese frontier. 

2. As soon as the Chinese troops shall have received orders to

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re-croa,8 the frontier, the hloclcado of Formorsa and of Pak-Hoi will 
be raraed, and the Ph-encli Minister will enter into official relations 
with the Plenipotentiaries appointed by the Emperor of China, to 
negotiate and conclude with the least possible delay a definitive 
Treaty of Peace, Friendship, and Commerce. Tliis Treaty shall fix 
the date on which the French troops shall evacuate the northern 
part of Formosa. 

3. To insure the order for re-cros'iing the frontiers being com- 
municated as soon as possible by the Chinese Government to the 
troops of yuiinan, the French Government will afford every 
facility for such order to reach the commanding officers of the 
Chinese troops by way of Tonquin, 

4 Considering, however, that the order for the cessation of 
hostilities and for withdrawal cannot reach tlic French and the 
Chinese and their respective forces on the same day, it is under- 
stood that the cessation of hostilities, the comniencement ol the 
evacuation, and the conclu,sion thereof shall take place on the 
following dates : — 

The Idtli, 20th, and 30th April for the troops east of Tiiyan 
Quan. 

The 20th and 30th April and the 30th May for the troops to 
the west of that place. 

The commanding officer who shall first receive the order to 
cease hostilities shall he bound to communicate the news to the 
nearest hostile force, and shall abstain thenceforward from any 
hostile movement, attack, or collision. 

5. During the entire period of the armistice, and until the 
signature of tlie definitive Treaty, the two parties undertake not to 
convey to Formosa either troops or munitions of war.

Whereas by Treaty, capitulation, grant, usage, sufferance, and 
other lawful means, Her Majesty the Queen has jurisdiction within 
diveis foreign countries, and it is expedient to consolidate the 
Acts relating to the exercise of Her Majesty’s jurisdiction out of 
Her dominions : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 
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Exercise of Jv.nsdictio% in Foreign Oowntvy. 

1. T1. i,s and shall be lawful for Her Alajeisty blie Queen to hold, 
exercise, and enjoy any jurisdietiou which Her Maje.sLy now has or 
may at any time hereafter liavT, within a foreign country in the 
same and a.s ample a maimer as if Hei Maje.sty liad acquired tliat 
jurisdiction by the cession or conquest of territory.

Where a person is charged with an offence cognizable 
by a British court in a foreign country, any person having authority 
derived from Her Majesty in that behalf may, by warrant, cause 
the person so charged to be sent for trial to any British possession 
for the time being appointed in that behalf by Order in Oounoil, 
and upon the arrival of the person so charged in that British 
po.ssession, such criminal court of that possession as is authorized 
in that behalf by Order in Council, or if no court is so authorized, 
the supreme criminal court of that possession, may cause him to 
he kept in safe and proper custody, and, so soon as conveniently 
may be, may inquire of, try, and determine the offence, and on 
conviction punish the offender according to the laws in force in 
that behalf within that possession in the same manner as if the 
offence had been committed within the jurisdiction of that criminal 
court. 

Provided that — 

(a.) A person so charged may, before being so sent for trial, 
tender for examination to a British court in the foreign coun- 
try where tlie offence is alleged to have been committed any 
competent witness whose evidence he deems material for 
his defence, and whom he alleges himself unable to produce 
at the trial in the British possession • 

(&.) In sucli case the Br'tish court in the foreign country shall 
proceed in the examination and cross-examination of the 
witness as though he had been tendered at a trial before 
that court, and shall cause the evidence so taken to be re- 
duced into writing, and shall transmit to the criminal court 
of the British possession by which the person charged is to 
be tried a copy of the evidence, certified as correct under 
the seal of the court before wbicb the evidence was taken, 
or the signature of a judge of that court : 

(c.) Thereupon the court of the British possession before which 
the trial takes place shall allow so much of the evidence so 
taken as would have been admissible according to the law 
and practice of that court, had the witness been produced 
and examined at the trial, to be read and received as legal 
evidence at the trial : 

(d.) The court of the British possession shall admit and give 
effect to the law by which the alleged offender would have 
been tried by the British court in the foreign country in 
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which his offence is alleged to have been coininitteilj so far 
as that law relates to the criminality of the act alleged to 
liave been committed, or the nature or degree of the offence, 
or the ]nini.shment thereof, if the law differs in tho,se respects 
from the law in force in that Britisli possession. 

(2.) Nothing in this section shall alter or repeal any law, 
statute, nr usage by virtue of which any offence committed out of 
Her Maje.sty’s doiniiiions may, irre.specbively of this Act, he iii- 
ipiired of, tried, determined, and punished within Her Majesty’s 
dominion, s, or any part thereof. 

Provision as to Plmr of PiinLshmml of Persons Gomictail. 

7. Where an offender convicted before a British court in a 
foreign country has been sentenced by that court to suffer death, 
penal servitude, imprisoiimont, or any other piiuishineiit, the 
sentence shall he carried into effect in such place as may be 
directed by Order in Ooiiiicil or be determined in accordance with 
directions given by Order in Ooimcil, and the conviction and 
sentence shall be of the same force m the place in vvhioh the 
seiiteiico is so carried into effect as if the conviction had been 
made and the sentence passed by a competent court in that place. 

Validity of Acts done under Order in Gouneil. 

8. Where, hy Order m Oouncil made in pursuance of this Act, 
any British court in a foreign country is authorized to order the 
removal or deportation of any person from that country, that 
removal or deportation, and any detention for the purposes thereof, 
according to the provisions of the Order in Oouncil, shall be as 
lawful as if the order of the court were to have effect wholly 
within that country. 

Pmoder to Assign Jurisdiction to British Courts tn cases within 
Foreign Jurisdiction Ad. 

9. It shall be lawful for Her Majesty the Queen in Oouncil. by 
Order, to assign to or confer on any court m any British posses- 
sion, or held under the authority of Her Majesty, any jurisdiction, 
civil or criminal, original or appellate, which may lawfully by 
Order iii Oouncil be assigned to or conferred on any British 
court in any foreign country, and to make such provisions 
and regulations as to Her Majesty in (Joiuicil seem meet lespccL- 
ing the exercise of the jurisdiction so assigned or conferred, and 
‘respecting the enforcement and execution of the judgiueiits, 
decrees, orders, and senteuees of any such court, and respecting 
appeals therefrom. 

Power to amend Orders in Gouneil. 

10. It shall be lawlul for Her Majesty the Queen in Council to 
revoke or vary any Order in Council made m pursuance of this 
Act. 
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Laying Iqfm’e Parliament, and effect of Ordere in Council. 

11. Every Order in Council made in pursuance ol this Acl shall 
be laid before both Houses of Paiiianieufc fortliwith after it ],s made, 
li’ Parhainent be then m session, and if not, fortliwitli after the 
coimnencemoirt of the then next session of Parliament, and sliall 
liave eifect as if it were enacted in tliis Act. 

hi what cases Orders in Gounnil void for Repugnancy. 

12. — ^(1.) If any Order in Council made in pursuance of this 
Act as respects any foreign country is m any respect repugnant to 
the provisions of miy Actof Parliament extending to Her Majesty’s 
.subjects in that country, or repugnant to any order or regulation 
made under the authority of any such Act of Parliament, or 
having ill that country the force and effect of any such Act, it 
shall be read subject, to that Act, order, or regulation, and shall, 
to the extent of such repugiiaiicy, but iiut otlicrwi-se, be void. 

(2.) An Order in (Jouncil made in pursuance of this Act .shall 
not be, or be deemed to have been, void on the ground of re- 
pugiiauoy to llie law of England uule.ss it is repugnant to the 
provisions of some .such Act of Parliament, older, or regulation as 
aforesaid.

13. — (1.) An action, suit, pro.socutiou, or proceeding against 
auy person for any act done in pursuance or execution or intended 
execution of this Act, or of any enactment repealed by this Act, or 
of any Order in (Jouncil made under this Act, or of auy such juris- 
diction of Her Majesty as is mentioned m tins Act, or m respect 
of any alleged neglect or default in the execution of this Act, or 
of any such enactment. Order in Gouncil, or jurisdiction as afore- 
said, shall not he or be instituted — 

(a.) Ill any court within Her Majesty’s dominions, unless it is 
commenced within six months next after the act, neglect, or 
ilefault complained of, or in case of a continuance of injury 
or damage within six months next after the ceasing thereof, 
or where the cause of action arose out of Her Majesty’s 
dominions within six months after the parties to the action, 
suit, prosecution, or proceeding have been within the juris- 
diction of the .court lu which the same is instituted ; nor 

(&.) In auy of Her Majesty’s courts without Her Majesty’s 
dominions, unless the cause of action arose within the 
juvisdiction of that court, and the action is commenced 
within six months next after the act, neglect, or default 
complained of, or, in case of a continuance of injury or 
damage, within six months next after the ceasing thereof. 

(2.) In any such action, suit, or proceeding, tender of amends 
before the same was commenced may be pleaded in lien of or in 
addition to any other plea. If the action, suit, or proceeding was 
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commenced after .lueli tender, or is proceeded with after payment 
into court of any money in .satisfaction of the plaintiff’.s claim, 
and the plaintiff does not recover more than the .sum tendered or 
paid, he shall not recover any costs incurred after .such tender 
or payment, and the defendant shall be entitled to en.sts, to lie 
taxed a.s bet ;:«en .solicitor and client, as from the tune of such 
tender or ^nt ; but this provi.sioii.sliall not affect costa on any 
injunction ? action, suit, or proceeding. 

Jurisdiction ovm' S/d2>s in certain Bastcrn seas. 

14. It shall bo lawful for Her .Vrajesty the Queen in (Joiineil 
to make any law tiiat may seem meet for the government of Her 
Maje,sty’.s subjects being in any vessel at a distance of not more 
than 100 miles from the cioast of (Jhina or of Jujian, as Fully and 
effectually as any such Jaw niiglit lie made liy Her Majesty iu 
Uoiincil for the government of Her Maje.sty’s .subjects being in 
(Jhina or in Japan. 

Provision cts to subjects of Tmlian ^^rinccs. 

15 Wliere any (Irder in Council made in pur.siiaiice of tliis 
Act extends to persons enjoying Her Majesty’s protection, that 
expression shall include all subjects of tlie several Princes and 
States in India. 

Definitions. 

16. In this Act, — 

The expression “foreign country” means any country or place 
out of Her Majesty’s dominions : 

The expression “ British court iu a foreign country ” means 
any British Court liaving jurisdiction out of Her Majesty’s 
doimmons in pursuance of an Order in Council whellmr 
made under any Act or otherwise ; 

The expression “jurisdiction” includes power.

(App. 8.) IMPERIAL EEUMEE ordering Proteciion to It 
afforded to Foreign Missionary Estallishnents. loth June, 
1891.* 

(Translation ) 

We have received a memorial from the Tsnng-li YamSn 
dwelling on tlie frequency of missionary cases, and praying that 
stringent instructions should be issued to the various Viceroys and 
(Governors, directing them to take prompt measures for dealing 
with the question. The memorialists state that, during the fourth 
moon of the present year (8th .May to 6tli June, 1891), the mis- 
sionary buildings at W uhu, in Anhui, were burnt down by rioters, 
and that missionary premises in the Tan Yang district, in Kiangsu, 
in the market town of Wuhsiieh, in Ilupci, and at various other 
places, were also in close succession similarly destroyed, and they 
urge the extreme importance of securing the apprehension of the 
rioters, and of taking timely and effectual measures of protec- 
tion. 

The right of foreign missionaries to promulgate their rehgions 
in China is provided for by Treaty and by edicts which were pre-

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viously issued; Lbe aiitlioritieBol: all the provinces were coininaiiderl 
to afford tlieiu protection as ciroiiiu.stanccs required Tliero has 
been peace and harmony between Chinese and foreigners for a 
long series of years, and how comes it that within the last few 
days all these case.s of the burning and destruction of missionary 
building.s should have occuiTed almost simultaneously? It is 
assuredly a matter which cxcite.s Llie greatest surprise. It is plain 
tliat, connected with the movement, there are desperate characters 
secretly iilotting to gam adherents, and to inllame the feelings of 
the peojilc by the dissemination of false rumours, their oliject 
really being to take advantage of the opportunity to commit rapine 
and phmder. 

What IS still worse, good and peaceable citizens arc being 
inveigled to join tliern in committing a siicuohsion of the gravest 
crimes, and unless severe pimishment is meted out to them how 
can the majesty of the law he upheld, and the tranquility of the 
country preserved. 

Wo comuiaud the Viooi'oys of the Two Kumg and Hu Kuaiig, 
and the Governors of Kiaugsii, xbnhiii, and Hupei, to lose no time 
ill directing the civil and military authorities concerned to take 
steps for arresting the principal criminals, and for having them 
tried, and, when found guilty, condemned to capital punishment, 
in order that a warning may he given for the future. 

The religious of the West have for their object the inculcation 
of virtue, and though people become converts, they still remain 
Chinese subjects, and continue to he amenable to the jurisdiction 
of the local authorities. 

There is no reason why there should ntit be harmony between 
the ordinary people and the adherents of (foreign) religions, and 
the whole trouble arises from lawless ruffians fabricating baseless 
stories, and making an opportunity for creating distiirhance. 
These bad characters exist everywhere. We command the Maiichu 
Generals-in-Cliief, the Viceroys, and Governors in all the pro- 
vinces to issue Troclaraations, dearly explaining to the people that 
they must on no account give a ready ear to such idle tales and 
wantonly cause trouble Let all who post anonymous placards 
and spread false rumours inflaming the minds of tlie people be at 
once arrested and severely punished. The local authorities are 
bound to afford due protection at all times to the persons and 
property of foreign merchants and tWeigii missionaries, and must 
not allow them to be injured or molested by evil eharacters. 

Should the precautionary measures be lacking in stringency, 
and trouble be the result, we coinmaud that the local authorities 
be severely denounced. We further eommaud the Manchu 
Geiierals-iu-Chief, the Viceroys and Governors in all the provinces, 
to take immediate steps for settling all outstanding cases, and not 
to allow their subordinates to shrink from the difficulty of the 
task and interpose delays, in order that a compdele olearaiiee may 
be made of all arrears in the archives. 

Let this Decree be proclaimed for general information. 
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(App. 9.) GONVENTJON between Great Britain and Ohina"^ 
relative to Bimaah and GMna. Boundaries, &e, Signed at 
London, March 1, 1894 1 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kintrdom of (Ireat 
'lirilain and Ireland, Bnipross of India, and His Majesty the 
Emperor of Gliina, being sincerely desirous of consolidating the 
relations of frienclshixi and good neighbourhood which happily 
exist lietwceii the two Empires, have resolved to coiicliule a Con- 
vention with the view of givhig effect to Article IH of the Conven- 
tion relative to Burunili and Tibet, signed at Peking on the 24th 
July, 1886 (No. 15), and liave appointed as their Plenipotentiaries 
I'or tliis purpose, that is to say ; — 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, Empress of India, tlie Bight Honourable the 
Earl of Kosebery, Knight of the Most Noble Order of the Garter, 
Her Britannic Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for Eoreigu 
Affairs ; 

And His Majesty the Emperor of China, Sieli Ta-j6n, Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of Chinn at the Court 
of St James’s, and Vice-President of the Imperial Board of 
Censors ; 

Who, having mutually conimuiucaled to each other their 
respective Pull Powers, found to lie in good and due form, have 
agreed upon the following Articles : — 

AETICLE I. 

Boimdary, First Seeiion. 

It IS agreed that tire frontier between the two Empires, from 
latitude 25° 35' north, shall run as follows : — 

Commencing at the high conical peak situated apjiroximately 
ill that latitude and m longitude 98° 14' east of Greenwich and 
18° 16' west of Peking, the line will follow as far as possible the 
crest of the hills rmining in a south-westerly direction through 
Kaolang Puin and the Warong Peak, and thence run nearly 
midway between the villages of Wanchon and Kaolang — leaving 
the former to Burmah and the latter to China — on to Sabu Pum. 

Erom Sabu Pum the frontier will run in a line slightly to the 
south of west through Shatruug Pum to Namienku Pum ; thence 
it will be continued, still running in a south-westerly direction, 
along the crest of the hills until it strikes the Tazar Kha Eiver, 
the course of which it rvill follow from its source to its confluence 
with the Nam Tahet or Tabak Kha, thus leaving Uka to the east 
and Laipong to the west.

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Fi'om 1,lie couilueiice of Uie Tazar Kha Eiver with the Tahak 
Klia, tlie frontier will ascend the latter river to its junction with 
lire Lekra Kha, which it will follow to its .source near Nkrang. 
From the source of the Lekra Kha, leaving Kkrang, Knkum, 
and Singra to the west, and Sima ami Mali to the east, the line 
will follow the Lesa Kha from its western source to ite junction 
wilh the Mah liivcr, <aid thence will ascend the Mali to its 
source near Flpuura Shikong : thence it will run in a .sontli- 
wc.sterly direction along the Laisa Kha from its .source down to 
the point whore it falls into the Molce Uiver near Kadon, 
leaving tlie village of Kadon to the we.st and that of Laisa to the 
east.

Boundary. Second Section. 

The second section of the frontier, or that portion of it which 
extends from the Taping Eiver to the neigliboiuiiood of Meung 
Mao, will run as iollows : — 

Starting from tlie iuiiction of the Khalong Kha with the Taping 
Biver, the frontier will follow the Khalong Kha and its western 
branch to its source ; it will be drawn tlieiice southward to meet 
the Sipalio or Lower Nanthahet at a spot immediately to the south- 
west of Hanton, leaving Matin to (Ireat Britain nncl Loilong-ga- 
Tong, Ti6h-pi-Kwau, and Hanton to China ; thence it will ascend 
the branch of the last-named river which has its source nearest to 
that of the Mantein Kha It will thence follow the crests of the 
line of lulls running in a soutli-easterly direction to the more 
southerly of the two places named Kadaw, wliicli is close to the 
Hamwan River, leaving Kadaw to China and Palen to Creat 
Britain. It will follow the Namwan River in a south-westerly 
direction down to the point in about latitude ‘2H° 56', where that 
river take.s a south-easterly course. Thence it will run in a direc- 
tion somewhat we.st of south to the Namiiiak Eiver, leaving 
Kamkhai to Great Britain. It will follow the Kamniak Eiver to 
the point where it hifiireates in about latitude 23° 47', and will 
then ascend the southern branch till it reache.s the crest of a high 
range of hills to the south of Mawsiu, in about latitude 23° 46'. 
It will follow the crest of thm range (which runs slightly to the 
north of east) until it reaches tlie Bhweli Eiver at its junction 
with the Na“ininak, thus leaving to China the district of Mawsiu, 
the spot recently identified as 'Tieu-nui-Kwaii, and the villages of 
Hingloiig and Koiigniow, lying to the north of the above-mentioned 
range. 
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IL will tlion follow tho conrse of Uie Slivvcli I’lver, iuirl whore 
Lhe. river bifuroatos it will follow the more southerly of the two 
biuiiehos, leaving to Oluua the hfhiud formed by them, until it 
reaches a ]ioiut uear the eastern end of the loop which the river 
forms opposite to Meuiig Mao, as indieated iii the next Article of 
tho CoiiTentioii. 


lioad hehveen Bhamo wml Namkhan. 

The Govei'iimeiit of China consent that the most direct of the 
roads between Bliamo and Namkhan, wliere it passes through the 
small portion of Chinese territory south of the Nam wan, shall, 
while remaining entirely open to Chinese subjects and to the 
tribesmen subject lo China, be free and open to Great Britain for 
travellers, coiniuerce, and administrative purposes, without any 
restrictions whatever Her Bntaumc Majesty’s Govermneiit shall 
have the right, after conimimication with the Cliiiicsc authorities, 
to execute any works which may be desirable for the improvement 
or repair of the road, and to take any measures which may be 
retjuired for the protection of the traffic and the prevention of 
smuggling. 


Passage, of Troops along Road. 

It is ecpially agreed that British troops shall be allowed to pass 
freely along tins road, But no body of troops more than 200 in 
number shall he dispatched across it without the consent of the 
Clnnese authorities, and previous notice in writing shall be given 
of every armed party of more than 20 men. 

AETICLE III. 

Boundary. Third Section. 

The third section of the frontier will run as follows ; — 

It will commence from a point on the Sliweli Eiver, near to 
the east end of the loop formed by that river opposite to Meung 
Mao ; thence, paying due regard to the natural features and the 
local conditions of the country, it will trend in a south-easterly 
direction towards Ma-li-pa until it reaches, at a point in about 
longitude 98° 7' east of Greenwich (18° 23' west of Peking), and 
latitude 23° 52', a conspicuous mountain range. It will follow 
the crests of that range through Loiaipong and Loipanglom until it 
reaches the Salween Eiver, in about latitude 23° 41'. 

This portion of the frontier from the Shweli to the Salween 
Eiver shall be settled by the Boundary Commission provided for 
in Article VI of the present Convention, and in such a manner as 
to give to China at least as much territory as would he included if 
the frontier were drawn in a straight line from Meung Mao towards 
Ma-E-pa. 
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If it should he found that the most suitable frontier will give 
to China a larger amount of territorjr than is stated above, the 
compensation to be given to Great Ikitain on some other part of 
the frontier shall be matter for subsecpneiit arrangement. 

Kwnloncj given to Great Britain, and ICohaiig to China, 

Prom latitude 23° 41' the frontier will follow the Balween until 
it reaches the northern houudaiy of the circle of Kunlong. It will 
follow that boundary in an easterly direction, leaving tbe whole 
circle of Kunlorig and tiie ferry of that name to Great liritain, and 
leaving to China the Btate of Kokuiig. 

Somu and Mdng Ttvg. 

It will then follow the course of the river forming the boundary 
between Souiu, wbioh belongs to Great Britain, and Mfiiig Ting, 
wlncli belongs to China. It will still continue to follow the fron- 
tier between those two districts, wliiuh is locally well known, to 
where it leaves tbe aforesaid river and ascends the bills ; and ^Yill 
then follow tbe line of water-]iai'ting between the tributaries of 
the Salween and the Meikong liivers, from about longitude 99° 
east of Greenwich (17° .SO' west of Peking), and latitude 2S° 20', 
to a point about longitude 99° 40' east of Greenwich (16° 50' west 
of Peking), and latitude 23°, leaving to China the Tsawbwaships of 
K6ng Ma, Meutuug, and Mengko. 

Chen-pien Ting left to China, 

At the last-named point of longitude and latitude the line 
strikes a very lofty mountain rangy, called Kong-Ming-Sliau, wliioh 
it will follow in a southerly direction to about longitude 99° 30' 
oast of Greenwich (17° west of Peking), and latitude 22° 30', 
leaving to China the district of Clien-pieii T'ing. 


Munglem left to China and Manglim to Great Britain. 

Then, de.sceiidiiig the we.stern slope of the hills to the bTamka 
Eiver, it will follow the course of tluit river for about 10' of 
latitude, leaving Mimgleni to China and Maiigliin to Great 
Biitaiu. 

It will then follow the boundary between Munglem and 
Ky.iiug Tong, which is locally well known, diverging from tho 
Namka Eiver a little to the north of latitude 22°, in a direction 
somewhat south of oa.st, and generally following the crest of 
the hills till it strikes tlie Eaiulam Eiver in about latitude 
21° 45', and longitude 100° east of Greenwich (16° 30' west of 
Peking) 

Kiang-Thmg. 

It will then follow the boundary between Kyaing Tong and 
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Kiang Hung, which is generally formed hy the Namlam River, 
with the exception of a small strip of territory belonging to 
Kiang Hung, which lies to tlie west of that river just south of the 
last-named parallel of latitude On reaching the boundary of 
Kyaiiig Chaing, in about latitude 21° 27', and longitude 100“ 12' 
oast of Grreonwich (16° 18' west of Peking), it will follow the 
boundary between that district and Kiang Hung until it reaches 
the Meikong River. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Delimitation of Boundary to the North of Latitude 25° 35' 
reserved. 

It is agreed that the settlement and delimitation of that 
jiortion of the frontier which lies to the north of latitude 25° 35' 
north shall be reserved for a future understanding between the 
High Contracting Parties when the features and conditions of the 
country are more accurately known. 

ARTICLE V. 

Cession to China of States of Muruflem and Kiang Hwig. 

In addition to the territoiial concessions in Korihern Tlieiimi, 
and the cession to China of the Htate of Kokang, which result from 
the frontier as above described. Her Rritaniiio Majesty, in conside- 
ration of the abandoiiment of the claims advanced hy Cliina to the 
territory lying outside and abutting on the frontier of the Prefecture 
of Yung Chang and Sub-Prefecture of Teiig Yiieh, agrees to 
renounce in favour of His Majesty the Emperor of China, and of 
his heirs and successors for ever, all the siizeram rights in and over 
the States of Munglem and Kiang Hiing'*^ formerly possessed by the 
Kings of Ava concurrently with the Emperors of China. 


Non-cession of Munglem or Kiang Himg ly China to any other 

Nation. 

These and all other rights in the said States, with the titles, 
prerogatives, and privileges thereto pertaining, Her Majesty the 
Queen-Empress renounces as aforesaid, with the sole proviso that 
His Majesty the Emperor of China shall not, without previously 
coming to an agreement with Her Britannic Majesty, cede either 
Munglem or Kiang Hung, or any portion thereof, to any other 
nation. 


ARTICLE VI. 

Demarcation of Boundary Dine. Joint Commission to he appointed, 

if necessary. 

It is agreed that, in order to avoid any local contention, the

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alignments of the frontier described in the present Convention, and 
shown on the maps annexed thereto, shall be verified and demar- 
cated, and, in case of its being found defective at any point, rectified 
by a Joint Cominissinii appointed by the High Contracting Parties ; 
and that the said Commission shall meet, at a place hereafter to be 
determined on by the two Crovernments, not later than 12 months 
after the exchange of the ratifications of the present Convention; 
and shall terminate its labours in not more than three years from 
the date of its first meeting. 


E(]U>ivalent Oomjiemdmiin. 

It is understood that any altoratious in tlio alignment which 
the Joint Commission may find it necessary to make shall bo based 
on the principle of ocpiivalent compensations, having regard not 
onlj’ to the extent, but also to the value, of the territory involved. 
Further, that siiould the inemliers of the Coinini.ssion be iniahle to 
agree on any point, the matter of disagreement shall at once be 
referred to their respective Governments. 


Situation of Hanhcng ICwan to be identified, if possible. 

The Commission shall also endeavour to ascertain the situation 
of the farmer frontier-post of China named Haiilnng Kwan. if 
this ])]ace can be identified, and is found to be situated in British 
territory, the British (Tovernment will consider whether it can, 
■without inconvenience, be ceded to China. 

If it shall be found to the south-east of Meung Mao so as to 
be on the northern side of the straight Hue drawn from tiiat place 
towards Ma-li-pa, it will in that case already belong to China, 

AETICLE VII. 

Withdrawal of Military Fonts, ■where necessary. 

It is agreed that any posts helotiging to either country which 
may he stationed within the territory of tlic other when the Com- 
mission of Delimitation shall have brought its labouis to a conclu- 
sion shall, within eight months from the date of such conclusion, 
he withdrawn, and their places occupied by the tvoop.s of the other, 
mutual notice having in the meantime heeii given of the precise 
date at which the withdrawal and occupation w'lll take place. 


Maintenance of Good Order awl Tranqidllity of Tribes. 

From the date of such occupation the High Contracting Parties 
shall each v'ithin its own territories hold itself responsible for the 
maintenance of good order, and for the tranguilhty of the tribes 
inhabiting tnem. 
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No%-cmstruction of Fortifications, &c., within Ten Miles of Frontier, 
exca-pt Posts necessary for Ma,intcna7ice of Order. 

The High Contracting Parties further engage neither to con- 
struct nor to maintain within 10 English miles from the nearest 
Ijoint of the common frontier, measured in a straight line and 
horizontal projection, any fortifications or permanent camps, beyond 
such posts as are necessary for preserving peace and good order in 
the frontier districts. 


AETICLE VIII. 

Freedom of T^ude bdioeen Qhina and Burniah, except in Salt and 

Bice. 

Subject to the conditions mentioned hereafter in Articles X and 
XI, the British Government, wishing to encourage and develop the 
land trade of China with Burmah as much as possible, consent, for 
a period of six years from the ratification of the present Convention, 
to allow Chinese produce and manufactures, with the exception of 
salt, to enter Burmah by land dutyfree, and to allow British man- 
ufactures and Burmese produce, with the exception of rice, to be 
exported to China by land free of duty. 


Duties on Salt a^ul Bice. • 

The duties on salt and rice so imported and exported shall not 
1)0 higher than those imposed on their import or export by sea. 

AETICLE IX. 

Passage of Goods across Frontier hy Manwyne and Sansi. 

Pending the negotiation of a more complete arrangement, and 
untd the development of the trade shall justify the establishment 
of other frontier Customs stations, goods imported from Burmah 
into China or exported from China into Burmah shall he permitted 
to cross the frontier by Manwyne and by Sansi. 


Import and Export Duties. General Tariff of Ma^'itime Customs 

diminished. 

With a view to the development of trade between China and 
Burmah, the Chmese Government consent that for six years from 
the ratification of the present Convention the duties levied on 
goods imported into China by these routes shall he those specified 
in the General Tariff of the Maritime Customs diminished by three- 
tenths. and that the duties on goods exported from China hy the 
same route shall be those specified in the same tariff diminished by 
four-tenths. 
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Transit Passes. 

Transit pa.sses for imports and exports shall be granted in 
accordance with the rules in force at the Treaty ports. 


Smiigylccl Gooch Halle to Oonfiscatiun. 

Smuggling or the carrying of merchandize through CIjinesc 
territory liy other routes than those sanctioned by the present 
Convention shall, if the Clnnese authorities think lit, be punished 
by tile confiscation of the merchandize concerned. 


AKTIOLE X. 

Oontrcibasul Articles. Munitions of ITar. 

The following articles, lieing inuiiibions of war, shall neither be 
exported from Burmah into China, nor imported from China into 
Burmah, save at the requisition of the Government desiring their 
importation ; neither shall they be sold to parties other than those 
who have been duly authorized by their respective Goverhineiits 
to purchase them : — , 

Cannon, shot and shell, cartridges, and ammunition of all kinds, 
fire-, arms and weapons of war of every description. Saltpetre, 
sulphur, brimstone, gunpowder, dynamite, gun-cotton, or other 
explosives. 


AETICLE XI. 

SccU, 

The exportation from Burmah into China of salt is prohibited. 


Gash, Pice, Pulse, and Grains. 

The exportation from China into Burmah of cash, rice, pulse 
and grams of every kind is prohibited. 


Opiuyn and Spirituous Liijiiors. 

The importation and exportation across the frontier of opium 
and .spirituous liquors is prohibited, excepting in small quantities 
for the personal use of travellers. The amount to be permitted 
will be settled under Customs Eegulatioiis. 


Prohibited Goods liable to Confiscation. 

Infractions of the conditions set forth in this and the pre- 
ceding Article will be punishable by confiscation of all the goods 
concerned. 
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AETICLE XII. 

Nai'iyittkni of the Irmwaddij hy Chinese Vessels, Dues, &e. 

The British CrOTernmeiit, •wishing to promote frontier trade 
bet'vveen. the two countries by encouraging mining enterprise m 
Yiinnan and in the ne'w territorial acquisitions of Cliiiia referred 
to in the piesent Convention, consent to allo'w Chinese vessels 
carrying merchandise, ores, and minerals of all kinds, and coming 
from or destined for Ohma, freely to navigate the Irrawaddy on 
the same couditiona as to dues and other matters as British 
vessels. 


ARTICLE XIII. 

Ajppomtment of Chinese Consul at Bxingoon, and of British Consul at 

Manioyne. 

It is agreed that His Majesty the Emperor of China Inay 
appoint a Consul in Burmah, to reside at Rangoon ; and that Her 
Britannic Majesty may appomt a Consul to re.side at Maii'wyne ; 


Consular Privileges, &c. 

and that the Consuls of the two Governments shall each within 
the territories of the other enjoy the same privileges and immuni- 
ties as the Consuls of the most- favoured nation. 


Appointment of Additional Consuls. 

Enrtlier, that, in proportion as the commerce between Burmah 
and China iiicrease.s, additional Consuls may be appointed liy 
mutual agreement, to reside at such places in Burmah and Yuiimui 
as the requirements of the trade may seem to demand. 


Correspondence. 

The correspondence between the British and Chinese Consuls 
respectively, and the chief authority at the place where they reside, 
shMl he conducted on terms of perfect equality. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

Passports. 

Passports, written in Chinese and English, and identical in terms 
to those issued to foreigners at the Treaty ports in China, shall, on 
the application of the proper British authorities, be issued to 
British merchants and others wishing to proceed to China from 
Burmah, by the Chmese Consul at Rangoon or hy the Chinese 
authorities on the frontier ; and Chinese subjects wishing to pro- 
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cceci to Bumah from Cliiiia shall, on the application of any recop- 
nizerl Gliine.se official, he entitled to receive similar jja.'i.sports from 
Her Britanmc Majesty’s Consul at Mamvync or other convenient 
places in China where there may be a British Consular officer. 

ABTTCLE XV. 

Kdraditmi of Oriminnls, 

Should crimin.als, suhjecte of either country, take refuge in the 
territory of the other, they shall, on due requisition being made, he 
searched for, and on reasomihle presumption of their guilt being 
established, they shall he surrendered to the authorities demanding 
their extradition. 

‘'Hue rerpiiaitioii” shall he held to mean the demand of any 
functionary of either Government j)os.se38ing a seal of office, ami 
the demand may he addressed to the nearest frontier officer of the 
country in which the fugitive has taken refuge. 

ARTICLE XVI. 

TdegrapMc Omnvumications. 

With a view to improving the intercourse between the two 
countries, and placing the Chinese Consul at Rangoon in commu- 
nication with the High Provincial Authorities in Yunnan, the High 
Contracting Parties undertake to connect the telegraphic systems 
of the two countries with each other as soon as the necessary 
arrangements can he made ; the line will, however, at first only be 
used for the transmission of official telegrams and of general 
messages for and from Burmah and the Province of Yunnan. 

ARTICLE XVTI. 

Subjects of either Country to enjoy Most-favourecl-nation Treatment. 

It is agreed that subjects of the two Powers shall each within 
the territories of the other enjoy all the privileges, immunities and 
advantages that may have been, or may hereafter be, accorded to 
the subjects of any other nation. 

ARTICLE XVIII. 

Mutual Commercial Concessions. Burmah-Ghina Ocedund Trade. 

It is agi'eed that the commercial .stipulations contained in the 
pre,sent Convention being of a special nature and ,the result of 
mutual concessions, consented to with a view to adapting them to 
local conditions and the peculiar neces.sities of the Bnrmah-China 
overland trade, the advantages accruing from them shall not he 
invoked by the subjects of either Power residing at other places 
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■where the two Empires arc conlcniiinous, oxceplnig where the 
same conditions prevail, and then only m reLiirn for similar con- 
cessions. 

AKTICLE XIX. 

Goimiercinl Arrangements experimenial only. 

The arrangements with regard to trade, and commerce contained 
in the present Convention being of a provisional and expernnental 
character, it is agreed that should siibsecpieiit experience of their 
working, or a more intimate knowledge than is now possessed of 
the requirements of the trade, seem to require it, they may be 
revised at the demand of either party after a lapse of six years after 
the exchange of ratifications of the present Convention, or sooner 
should the two Governments desire it. 

ARTICLE XX. 

Ratifications. 

The ratiiioatioii of the present Convention niider the hand of 
Her Britannic Majesty and of Ills Majesty the Emperor of China 
shall be exchanged in London in six mouths from this day of 
signature or sooner, if possible. 

The Convention shall come into force immediately after the 
exchange of ratifications. 

Ill token whereof the respective Plenipotentiaries have signed 
this Convention in four copies, two hi Cluiiese and two in Englisli.

AltTICLE I. 

The Government of H(;r Majesty the Queen of the Uniled 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Jroluiid, Einpiiiss of India, and the 
Government of IIi.s Maje.sty the Emperor of (huiiii, with a view to 
facilitating international telegraph coiuinimicatioii, have resolved 
to effect a junction between the telegraph ]ine,s of the two Htates 
on the frontier of Bui'inah and Yunnan. 


AETICLE II. 

The junction shall he effected hetween the British station at 
Bhaine and the Chinese station at Tmgyuch (Momein), at a point 
situated conveniently near to where the main route of coinmmiira- 
tion between those places crosses the frontier. The exact point of 
junction is to be arranged as soon as possible. 

An intermediate station will be established at Manwyne. 

AETICLE III. 

Tlie junction shall be effected os soon as possible, and at latest 
on the d'lst May, 1895, unless prevented by accident or by force 
majeure, and in that case as soon as possible thereafter. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The Indian and the Chinese Telegr.apli Administrations shall 
establish, work, and maintain in good condition the line of coii- 
nection, and shall exchange tlie correspondence by wire between 
the two stations named in Article 11. 

Each of tlie Contracting Parties shall bear the expense incurred 
for these purposes on its own territory, and will t ike care that tlie 
houndaries between the territories of the two Goveruiuoiits are 
scrupulously respected. 


AETICLE V. 

ffhe rules for the extra-European system laid down in the 
Serfice Eegnlalions of the International Tele^-aph Convention 
shall he observed with legavd to the technical treatment of 
tele®ams transmitted over the line of connection described in 
Arl^le II.

AETICLE YI. 

Each of the Oontractang Parties fixes the charges for trans-

Telegrams referring to the settlement of accounts shall be 
considered as Service Telegrams, and transmitted free of charge. 

ARTICLE IX. 

The rate of exchange for the collection of the charges declared 
in Article VII, and for settlement of accounts, shall be : — 

One franc reckoned as 0 60 of a rupee, and as 0 26 of a Mexican dollar. 
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As regards outpaj’ments to Tclegrapli AdiuinisLrations beyond 
Clnua and India, the Chinese and Indian Telegraph Administra- 
tions 'Will communicate to each other their amount, and this amount 
the two Administrations will he at liberty to collect and settle, at 
such rates as may protect them from loss. 

AETICLE X. 

The present Convention shall come into force on the date of 
its signature, and shall remain in force for ten years, and shall

Kyaing-Hung.* — On the 1st December, 1893, tlio French 
Government were officially informed by the British Government 
that no Treaty had then been signed between Great Britain and 
China, on the subject of the State of Kyaing-Hiing, and tliat Eng- 
land had no intention of seeking to obtain any monopoly, either for 
railways, steam boat companies, or any other mode of transit or 
communication, to the detriment of Fiencli commercial enterprises 
of the same kind ; and that it was understood that, in that respect, 
the field would be left open to French and English enterprise. In 
return, the French Government stated that the delimitation of the 
French possessions on the side of Eyaiiig-Hung had not then been 
made, hut that, in the negotiations on the subject which the French 
Government would have to carry on with the Chinese Government, 
they intended to he guided by the same principles as were laid 
down by the British Government in their communication of the 
1st December, 1893.

[Ilatifications exchanged at Oliefoo, May 8, 1895.] 

Ills Majesty the Emperor of .Tap.an, and His Majesty the 
Enqieror of China, desiring to restore the hlessing.s of peace to 
their countries and subjects, and to remove all cause for future 
complications,* have named a.s their I’leni-iiotentiaries fur the purpose 
of concluding a Treaty of Peace, that is to say : — 

[Here follow the Names and Titles of the Plenipotentiaries.] 

Who, after having o.'cchanged their full powers which were 
found to ho in good and proper form, have agreed to the lollowiiig 
Articles : — 

AETICLES I. 

Indepewlence of Corea, 

China recognizes definitely the full and complete independence 
and autonomy of Corea, and, in consequence, the payment of 
tribute and the performance of ceremnnie.s and formalities by Corea 
to China in derogation of such independence am.! autonomy shall 
wlndly cease for the future. 

AETICLE II. 

Territorial Cessions by China to Japan. 

China cedes to Japan in perpetuity and full sovereignty the 
following territories, together with all fortifications, arsenals, and 
public property thereon 

(a.) The southern portion of the Province of E£*ng-tien,t within 
the following hnuiularie.s — 

I'lie line of demarcation begins at the mouth of the Kiver Yalii, 
and ascends that stream to the mouth of the Rivsn An -ping ; from 
thenee the line runs to Eeiig Iluaiig ; from thence to Ilaicheng ; 
from thence to Yiiig-kow, forming a line which describe, s the 
southern portion of the territory. The places above named are 
included in the ceded territory. When the line reaches the lliver 
Liao at Ying-kow it follows the course of that stream to its 
mouth, where it terminates The niid-ehannel of the liiver Liao 
shall he taken as the line of demarcation.

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This cession also inclurlcs all islands appertaining or belonging 
to the Province of Feng Tien situated in the eastern portion of the 
Bay of Liao Tung, and in the northern part of the Yellow Sea, 

Island of Formosa. 

(b.) The island of Formosa, together with all islands appertain- 
ing or belonging to the said Island of Formosa. 

Pescadores Group. 

(c.) The Pescadores Group, that is to say, all islands lying 
between the 119th and 120th degrees of longitude, east of Green- 
wich, and the 23rd and 24th degrees of north latitude. 

AETICLE III 

Boimdary Commission to be appointed. 

The alignments of the frontiers described in the preceding 
Article, and shown on the annexed map*, sliall be subject to verifi- 
ciition and demarcation on tlie spot by a Joint Commission of 
Delimitation, consisting of two or more Jajianese and two or 
more Chinese Delegates, to be appointed immediately after the 
exchange of the ratifications of this Act. In case the boundaries 
laid down in this Act are found to bo defective at any point, 
either on account of topography or in consideration of good 
administration, it shall also be the duty of the Delimitation Com- 
niission to rectify the same. 

The Delimitation Commis.sion will enter upon its duties as 
soon as possible, and will bring its labours to a conclusion within 
the period of one year after appouitment. 

The alignments laid down in this Act shall, however, be main- 
tained until the ratifications of the Delimitation Commission, if 
any are made, shall have received tlic approval of the Governments 
of Japan and China. 


. AETICLE IV. 

War Indemnity to he paid by China to Japan. 

China agrees to pay to Japan as a war indemnity the sum of 
200,000,000 Kuping taels The said sum to be paid in eight 
instalments. The first instalment of 60,000,000 taels to be paid 
witlnn SIX months, and the second instalment of 50,000,000 taels 
to be paid within twelve months after the exchange of the ratifica- 
tions of "this Act. The remaining sum to be paid in six equal

4, Japanese subjects shall ho free to engage in all kinds of 
nmnufaoturiug industries in all the open cities, towns, and ports 
of ( 'liina, and shall he at liberty to import into China all kinds of 
machinery, paj ing only the stipulated import duties thereop. 

Treatment of Ariieles manufactured hy Japanese Subjects in China. 

Inland Transit and Internal Taxes. 

All articles nianiifactnred hy Japanese siihject.s in China .shall, 
in respect of inland transit and internal taxes, duties, charges, and 
exactions of all kinds, and also in respect of wareliousing and 
storage facilities in the inteiior of China, stand upon tlie same 
footing and enjoy the same privileges and exemptions as merchan- 
dize imported hy Japanese subjects into China. 

In the event additional Kides Eegulations are necessary 
in connection \i ith these concessioribfthey shall be embodied in the 
Treaty of Commerce and Navigation provided for hy this Article.

(Translation ) 

Wk recently, at the request of theHiuperor of Cliiim, appointed 
Plenipotentiaries for the purpose of coiiicmiig witli tlie Ambassa- 
dors sent by China and of concluding with them a Treaty of Peace 
between the two Empires. Since then the Govoriiiiieiits of the 
two Empires of Eussia and Germany and of the French Eepnhlic, 
considering that the permanent po.3session of the ceded districts of 
tlie E^ng-tien Peninsula by the Empire of Japan would be 
detrimental to the lasting peace of the Orient, have united in a 
simultaneous recommendation to our Government to rei'rain from 
holding these districts permanently. 

.Earnestly desirous as rve always are for the maintenance of 
peace, nevertheless we were forced to commence liostilities against 
Gliina for no other reason than our sincere desire to secure for the 
Orient an enduring peace. The Governments of the three Powers 
are, in offering their friendly recommendation, similarly actuated 
by the same desire, and we, out of our regard for peace, do not 
he.sitate to accept their advice Moreover, it is not our wish to 
cause suffering to our people, or to impede the progress of the 
national destiny by embroiling the Empire in new complications, 
and thereby imperilling the situation and retarding the restoration 
of peace.

Special mention was not to be made of any 
missionary or convert, so as to leave no doubt that the ground still 
remained Chinese soil. Ft was further stipulated that owners of 
property should, before disposing of it in this way, intimate their 
iutontion to the local authorities and solicit the instructions of the 
latter as to whether the sale was permissible or not. On receiving 
tho simotion of the authorities they would be at liberty to complete 
the transaction, hut no direct sale of private property would he

Ever since the establishment of commercial iiitorcoiirso with 
the various Western Powers, foreigners have sojourned in the 
interior of the country, and peaceful relations have prevailed 
between them and Chinese. The Imperial Court regards them all 
•with the same beiievoleut kindness, and the high provincial 
authorities have received repeated instructions to afford full pro- 
tection at all times. Nevertheless, there have been recently cases 
of the hurning and destruction of missionary establi.shnionts in tlie 
capital of the province of Szechuan, and the excitement which was 
simultaneously stirred up spread to several Departmeuts and dis- 
tricts. 

Just now a further case has been reported from Eukien, in 
which bandits of tbe Kutien district murdered and wmuiided a 
large number of foreigners, and went so far ei-eii as to kill women 
and cliildren. These bloodthirsty and violent proceedings assuredly 
deserve the utmost abhorrence. 

In tbe Szechuan case arrests have been made of the offenders, 
and an investigation has been instituted. 

In the Eukien affair the ringleaders and principal offenders are 
still being searched for, and we command 01i‘ing-yii and Pieii 
Pao-ch'uan to direct the civil and military authorities to lose no 
time in closing in upon them and securing their apprehension and 
not to allow them to shp through the net. 

Desperate characters of this class who fabricate stories and

How comes it then that following the general examplo 
they fall into i-outine ways which result in the occurrence of such 
grave questions ? 

We command the Mauclni Generals-in-chief, the Viceroy.s and 
Governors of the various provinces to issue general instructions to 
all their subordinates, enjoining upon them the absolute necessity 
of using their utmost efforts to afford protection m all places 
where there are missionary eshablislmients, and calling upon them 
to notify the people that they must not listen to idle stories and 
wantonly create suspicion and had feeling. Should they have the 
audacity to seize upon any pretext to create trouble, they will 
certainly be punished with all the rigour of the law. 

Local authorities who perversely go astray in the manage- 
ments of these matters will be severely punisbod without the least 
mercy.

shall come into operation as fully and efibetually as if the ratifica- 
tions thereof had actually been exchanged. 

In witness whereof the respective Plenipotentiaries have signed 
the same, and have aflixeil thereto the seals of their arms. 

Done at Peking this 8tli day of the 11th month of the 28tli 
year of Meiji, corresponding to the 22ud day of the 9th month of 
the 21st year of Euang Hsu (Hoveurher 8, 1895).
